In pleaſing Tales, the artful Sage can give 
Rules, how in Happineſs and Eaſe to live : 

Can foew what Good can moſt attract the Mind, 
And how our Woes cue from our Vices find ; 
Delighting, yet inſtructing thus our Youth, 

Who catch at Fable = How to gather Truth. 
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Pp USTOM, which among Au- 

G hors eſpecially, has the Force 
of a Law, renders a DEDI1- 
CATION, and a PREFACE ne- 
ceſſary to every little Treatiſe 
that goes into the View of the 
Public, I therefore determined to prefix your 
Name to this Volume, as a Mark of the Re- 
ſpet I owe you; and as I am ſenſible a 
Panegyric on the many amiable Qualities 
you poſſeſs, would rather offend, than pleaſe 
You, I chaſe rather to lay before you ſome 
Thoughts of Performances on this kind, in or- 
der to incline your Approbation of the Book I 
preſent you. 
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TF the general Reception which Rom Ax- 
CEs have lately met with, could be urged in 
Favour of their Pretenſions to Merit, this © 
Apology would be needleſs; but as common 
Fame is ſeldom allowed either for a good Mit- 
neſs, or a proper Authority, it may not be 
amiſs to examine whether the Encouragement 
given at preſent to theſe Writings, is the Effect 
of a good or bad Taſte; and this Queſtion 
once diſcuſsd, what I have farther to offer, 
will appear in a more full and favourable 
Light, than otherwiſe I could have ſet it. 


IN the firſt Place, give me leave to 
obſerve, that Readers in general, may be di- 
vided into two Claſſes ;, firſt, thoſe who read 
as the French phraſe it, pour tuer les temps, 
to kill Time, and remember not a Word of 


what they peruſe: And ſecondly, ſuch as 


though they read for Amuſement, ſuffer what 


they find in Books to paſs into their Mind, 
and often reflect on the Paſſages which divert- 


ed their leſs buſie Moments. As to the for- 
mer, it is ſurely no great Matter what they 
read, fince the Moment the Book is laid down 
they think no more of what*s in it, John 
Dunton's Works afford them as much Edi- 
fication as Tillotſon's, and the Tale of the 
Tub is as innocent à Companion to ſuch Peo- 


ple 
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ple, as the Pilgrim's Progreſs. But in re- 
pelt lo the latter, *tis not ſo. I what falls 
into their Hands be inſtructive as well as plea- 
fant, they feel an Acceſſion of Knowledge, 
though they were not virtuous enough to ſeek it, 
and gratefully acknowledge the Kindneſs of 
an Author, who without promiſing Inſtruction 
beſtows it. On the other Hand, if looſe or 
impious Pieces fall in the Way of Perſons of 
this Caſt, they are ſure to do Miſchief, by 
leaving ſuch Impreſſions behind, as either dif- 
turb their Mind with Doubts, or by giving 
them wrong Ideas of Things, prompt them to 
the Commiſſion of ill Actions. Let us ſee 
then, whether Romances are likely to produce 
theſe Effects? 


THE Baſis of all theſe Sort of Books, 
lies on the wonderful Conſequences of Love 
and Valour. We are uſually ſhewn a Hero, 
who inſpired by his amorous Inclinations, 
ruſhes through a Train of ſeeming inſurmount- 
able Difficulties, to the Poſſeſſion of the Fair 
One he admires. But I do not remember in 
any Romances, 14 have ſeen this Paſſion vi- 
cious in its Nature, or productive of any 
baſe, cruel, or immoral Ads; ſo that the 


peruſal of Adventures flowing from ſuch Mo- 
tives, and conducted in ſuch a Manner, can 


never make Impreſſions on the human Mind 
94 2 dan- 
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dangerous, either to our Fudgments or Mo- 
rals. Reſolution, Fidelity, Patience, Com- 
plaiſance, and Humanity, the neceſſary Qua- 
lities of Romantic Heroes, are Diſpaſitions 
which every Man would do well to learn; 
and therefore it is impoſſible to be too much 
prejudiced in their Favour ;, and as to the 
Danger which may reſult from the ſtrong 
and lively Deſcriptions of Love in theſe 


Hiſtories, I muſt beg leave to obſerve, that 
1 is virtuous Love; and Experience teaches 


us, that few of the preſent Age are infected, 
if 1 may ſo ſay, with this Sort of mental Fe- 


ver. On the contrary, the amorous Diſorders 


which now produce fatal Effetts, are ſuch 
as we find no ways recommended, indeed, 
but ſeldom ſpoke of in Romances. They 
are Paſſions which do not take Riſe from 
Virtues and amiable Qualities in the beloved 
Object which act upon the Mind, and main- 


lain a chaſte, and therefore a conſtant and 
inviolable Mfection; but are kindled by ex- 
terior Charms, and generally encouraged by a 


light coquetiſh Vanity, to call it no worſe, 
which triumphs in the Follies it occaftons, 
and leads Hare-Brain'd Youths into Extra- 
vagancies, infinitely more abſurd than any 


Adventures of Romantic Knights. We are 


out of Danger then of being ſeduced by Ro- 


manccs into evil Thoughts, much leſs into 
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evil Deeds; but as they are already proved 
harmleſs, let us proceed in our Obſervations, 
and ſee whether in ſome Reſpefs theſe Trea- 
tiſes may not be uſeful ? 


THOSE who are ot all acquainted with 
the Education of Youth, know very well that 
it is of great Conſequence to engage them 10 
love Reading of any Sort, and that whenever 
this is effefted, they proceed much faſter in 
their Studies, by a voluntary Application (for 
this Propenſity to Reading is eaſily managed) 
than ever they could be made to do by their 
Tutors ftriftt Attendance, Now to engage 
young People to look on Books without being 
forced, what more proper Means than to in- 
dulge them in reading Romances ? Tender 
Minds are agreeably ſtruck with the Ma rvell- 
ous; and if Books of this kind be but properly cho- 
ſen, that is, fo as ts ſtrike the Genius to which 
they are applied; it is ſcarce credible what Ef- 
fetts they will produce, and how quickly they 
baniſh that clotoniſh Stupidity, which of all D., 
poſitions promiſes the leaſt, In France, where 
Children as well as Fruit, ripen ſooner than 
here, this Method is generally purjued, the 
Rod and the Ferula are no longer uſed to drive 
the Love of Knowlege into infant Hearts; 
but they are treated in a Manner more ſuitable 
to their Natures, and led to love Reading, by 
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being allowed to read what they like. Nor, 
as 1 have hinted before, Is there any Danger, 
that when they have fallen into this Road 
they will be drawn out of it; for as their 
F udgments ſtrengiben, they of themſelves will 
demand more ſolid Treatiſes, as when they 
grow Boys they reject Spoon-Meat and Pa- 
nada, and hunger after more ſubſtantial 
Victuals. An Inſtance will make this plainer. 
A certain Duke of Orleans was, while a 
Child, of fo giddy and ſo intractable a Tem- 


per, that he could not be perſuaded ſo much as 


to learn his Letters; but his Tutor obſerving 
bis Love for Soldiers, and whatever related 
to the Trade of War; made uſe of it to cons 


' troul his Antipathy to Reading, by having 


the Pictures of his Guards drawn in Minia- 
ture, and marking them with the Letters of 
the Alphabet. Theſe, after | ſome Time, he 
drew up into Words, and managed with ſuch 
Aaddreſs, that his Highneſs got through whole 
Sentences, when formed into Companies, and 
was not tired even with a long Period, in the 
Shape of a Battalion. By Degrees, theſe 
Arts made the young Prince take 4 Liking to 
Books, as well as Var; and the Collection 
made for his Study, is at this Time a Noble 
Part of the French King's famous Library. 
Such are the Fruits of 4 Wiſe and well im- 


ved Indulgence. 
FA 8 BUT 
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BUT the bare engaging young People to 
love Reading, is not the only good Effet 


flowing from the Peruſal of theſe kind of 


Stories, they alſo inſenſibly inſtill Addreſs, 
Politeneſs, and a high Senſe of Virtue. Theſe 
are undoubtedly valuable Acquirements, and 
we can name none of more Conſequence in al- 
moſt the whole Circle of Breeding, by which I 
would be underſtood to mean the Principles of 
Education, and thoſe Seeds ſcattered in Minds 
very young; on this Account therefore I-would 
have Lads *till they are Fifteen, and young 
Ladies till they are Thirteen, allowed to | 
make what Choice they pleaſe of Books in 
this Way. By converſing with theſe Authors 
an Eaſineſs of Stile, and an unaffetted Flow of 
Words is better, and much ſooner attained, 
than by any other Meili © thn rhe Compaſs 
of my Kuowledgs, A Boy of teller, Voris, 
having read with Delight ſome well-w; 0/5/af 
Adventure of an enterprizing Knight, is jo 
far touched therewith, as to mention it to his 
Companions , who, fond like himſelf of ſuch 
ſtrange Things, urge him to repeat it, he yields 
to their Requeſt ; and though his Narrative 
may have many Imperfections, yet as he ſpeaks 
not before Critics, they are over-looked, and 
his Tale applauded. This Applauſe tickles 
his Ambition, and makes the young Speaker 
| A 4. more 
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more attentive in his Studies : He perceives 
how Mens Minds are touched by Language, 
end labours to improve his Faculty of  Nar- 
rating. His Auditors again throw in their 
Opinions, and as they differ in preferring this 
or that Hero, ſo diſputes ariſe, and Arguments 
are banded to and fro, and the Minds of a 
Juvenile Company thus engaged, open and ex- 
pand themſelves more in one of theſe artleſs 
unappointed Conderſations, than by a Manthe 
Study in a Language they do not underſtand, 
and on Subjects for which they have no Taſte. 
Clowniſh People, and Perſons long doomed to 
what is called Low-Life, (let them be ever ſo 
much in Years) ought on their coming into the 
World to be treated as Children, and theſe 
Books recommended Io them, By them they 
are led at once into Courts and into Camps, 
are taught the Language of the Toilette and 
the Drawing - Room, and are made acquaint- 
ed with theſe ſuperior Sentiments which in- 
habit only great Souls, and diſtinguiſh true 
Heroes from the Vulgar, by turning over ſuch 
Volumes, Ruſticity is quickly poliſhed, and the 
Beauties of a genteel Behaviour ſet in ſuch a 
Light, as muſt attract a Heart not entirely 
Savage. See then Romances are capable of 
giving the Fruits of Experience to a Beard- 
leſs Peruſer, and can perform a Metamor- 

phoſis 
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phoſis, as ſurpriſing as any in Ovid, that is, 
Change a Boor into a Gentleman. 


AS Romances require in a great Mea- 
ſure, the ſame Ornaments with true Hiſtory, 
ſo, many Advantages generally drawn from 
the latter, may with much more Pleaſure and 
Eaſe be inſtilled by the former, if they are 
judiciouſſy written ; a Circumſtance equally 
neceſſary to Narratives feigned, or true. In lay- 
ing the Scene of a Romance, the Geography 
of the Country muſt be as well preſerved and 
as nicely written, as if the Adventures repre 
ſented therein bad really happened : ſo likewiſe 
the Manners, Cuſtoms, and remarkable Points 
of Hiſtory in well known Nations muſt be 
deſcribed by a Romance Writer, with as 
faithful and as judicious a Pen, as if he were 
writing an authentic Narrative; by the 
Peruſal therefore of theſe, Readers acquire 
without ſeeking, I might even jay without 
perceiving it, if not an accurate, yet a toller- 
able Idea of the Situation, Climate and 
principal Commodities of various Countries, 
with the Genius, Fortunes, and Way of Li- 
ving, of their reſpective Inhatitants. For 
Example, who that reads the Princeſs of 
Cleve, can fail of having right Notions of 
the Gallic - Court, and of the Perſons who 
made a principal Figure therein at that Day. 
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Who that reads Don Quixote, and the other 
celebrated Works of the admirable Cervantes, 
can avoid entering into an Acquaintance with 
the Manners of Spain, and the different 
Humours and Diſpoſitions of the ſeveral 
Degrees of its Inhabitants, Again, who 
ever peruſed Almahide, without learning 
from thence many valuable Circumſtances, 
relating to the Hiſtory and Manners of the 
Moors, who for ſo long a Tract of Time poſ- 
Seſs*d the noble Kingdom of Granada, and 
other Parts of Spain ? The late Humour of 
reading Oriental Romances, ſuch as the A- 
rabian, Perſian, and Turkiſh Tales, h 
J will not contend, it has much better*d our 
Morals, has however extended our Notions, 
and made the Cuftoms of the Eaſt much more 
amiliar to us than they were before, or pro- 
bably ever would have been, had they not been 
Communicated to us by this indirect, and 
pleaſant Way. Now theſe are certainly very 
great Advantages, and very valuable Ac- 
quirements, even to Men, and many giddy 
young Fellows have been, by amuſing them- 
ſelves with ſuch Trifles, taught to concerve 
clearly, and to converſe. properly, in relation 
to Things which otherwiſe they would have 
known nothing about. What Lucretius ſaid 
formerly will everlaſtingly remain true, and 
Man: 
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Mankind require as many Artifices" to lead 
them to Virtue and Knowlege, as the good 


Women find neceſſary to deceive Children into 
taking Phyfic. But TI ſhall perhaps, be bets 
ter conceived if I give the Poet*s Words.

For as Phyſicians uſe, 
In giving Children Draughts of bitter Juice, 

To make them take it, tinge the Cup with ſweet, 
To cheat the Lip, this firſt they eager meet: 
Thus by the unperceiv'd Deluſion caught, 

On {till they drink, and take the bitter Draught. 


T HE only Objection which I can foreſee 
to all I have offered, in Favour of Roman- 
ces, is this, That by long reading of ſuch 
ingenious Fittions, the Mind may be ſoftened, 
and rendered leſs ſuſceptible of Truth. But 
if this ſhould ever be objected, it ought not 
to have any Weight, for in Reſpect to Hiſto- 
rical Truths, a Man muſt of Neceſſity appre- 
bend them as narrated, and as to the Fudg- 
ment which a Reader is apt to form of the 
Rewards due to Mens Characters and Actions, 
Be will be leſs liable to miſtake from the Per. 
uſual of feigned Hiſtories than lrue. The. ex 
5 710 cellent 
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cellent Lord Bacon has treated this Point 
with ſuch admirable Eloquence in his Ad- 
vancement to Learning, that J cannot fore 
bear giving Jou bis Words. 


* fl the narrative Poefy, or if you 

«pleaſe heroical, ſo you underfland it, not 
& of the Verſe but the Natter; it ſeems 
© to be altogether raiſed from a noble Foun- 
* dation, which makes for the Dignity 
* of Man's Nature; for ſeeing this ſen- 
&« fible World is in Dignity much inferior 
* to the Soul of Man, Poeſy ſeems to endow 
„ human Nature with that which Hiſtory 
% denies, and to give Satisfaction to the 
% Mind, with at leaſt the Shadow of Things 
* where the Subſtance cannot be had, For 
% if the Matter be thoroughly confidered, a 
% ftrong Argument may be drawn from Poe- 
« try, that a ſtately Greatneſs of Things, a 
« more perfect Order, and a more beau-

C Events and Fortunes according to Deſert, 
e and according to the Law of Providence; 
* becauſe true Hiſtory through the frequent 
ce Satiety and Similitude of Things, creates a 
« Diſtaſte and Miſpriſion in the Mind of 
«< Man; Poetry cheareth and refreſheth the 
« Soul, chanting Things rare and various, and 
ce full of Viciſſitudes; ſo as Poetry ſerveth and 
„ conferreth to Delectations, Magnanimity 
e and Morality, therefore it may ſeem de- 
« ſervedly to have ſome Participation of 
« Divineneſs; becauſe it accommodates its 
« Tmages and Deſcriptions to the utmoſt De- 
c fire and Wiſh of the Soul, not ſubjefting 
« the Mind to Things or Fats, as Reaſon 
& and Hiſtory do“. You ſee, Sir, that Fiction 
has not only Charms but Uſes, ſo that on 
the Whole, I hope I have pretty well got 
over the Objections generally made to Books 
of this kind, and have ſhewn that they may 
be read even with Profit, as well as Plea- 
ſure. I beg Leave to add, that in the pre- 
ſent Age, there have happened certain 
Circumſtances more favourable to Roman- 
ces, than any which fell out in Times be- 
fore us; I mean the extraordinary Dearth 
of true Hiſtories, and the new Art of intro- 
ducing Fable to belp out Fatt, in Pieces 
e which 
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which tho? they are not ſtiled Romances, yet 
when thoroughly canvaſſed, may probably 
fall under that Title, with as much Pro- 
priety as the following Tales. But as I in- 
tended in this Epiſtle, to appear rather as 
an Apologiſt than a Critic, I will paſs 
from theſ: general Reflections, to a more 
particular Account. Firſt, of the Author of 
the enſuing Sheets, and his Writings; and 
ſeconaly, of the Work, which I preſent you, 
viz. The SULTANAS of GU ZA- 
RAT, Sc. 


** E Sieur Guelletee, (who is ſtill 
living) and has obliged the World with a- 
bundance of Pieces in this Way, is, if I am 
informed right, a Lawyer at Paris, and in 
Poſſeſſion of an Office of ſome Note about the 
Chatelet ; the firſs Performance of this Kind 
which I can find he favoured the Public with, 
was Printed in the Year 1712, under the 
Title of Les Soirees Brittonnes, i. e. Britiſh 
Evenings, and the Character given of it 
in the Bibliotheque des Romains 7s this. 
« This Treatiſe is written in the Taſte of 
* the Tales of the Fairies, and the Author has 
* diſcovered a very fine Genius in that Way.” 
In 1723, our 3 publiſhed les Mille, & 
Un Qart- d'heure Contes Tartarre, in three 
Y ol. in Twelves ; theſe Tartarian Tales were 
| tranſs 


tranſlated into Engliſh, at leaſt in Part, but 
what Succeſs they met with I am not able to 
ſay; the Critic I have before-mentioned, in- 
timates, that they were very well received, 
Mr. Guelletee publiſhed the ſame Year at 
Paris, Les Avantures Mervelleuſe du Man- 
darin Fum Hoam, Contes Chinois, n tvs 
Vol. in Twelves. This Book eſtabliſhed his Re- 
putation, being received with ſingular Ap- 
plauſe. In 1725 it was Re-printed in Hol- 
land. Here in England we had two Tranſ- 
lations of theſe Chineſe Talesz one by the 
Rev. Mr. Tho. STACKHOUSE, in à very 
neat Stile, and adorned with ſeveral curious 
Notes and Obſervations. In 1732, the 
Work I now preſent you appeared in Paris, 
in three Vol. in Twelves, and the Author is 
in the Privilege Sliled Monſieur Gu E L- 
LETEE Subititut de M. le Procureur du 
Roy du Chatelet de Paris. The Polite Part 
of the World were extreamly well ſatisfied 
with theſe Mogul Tales, and the Reputation 
they had gained in France, tempied me to try 
how they would be reliſhed in England ; their 
Succeſs here, has been indeed greater than I 
expected, and I have no Reaſon to doubt that 
this Second Edition will have a worſe Fate 
than the Firſt, 


THE 
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THE prodigious Number of theſe Kind 
of Writings which have of late been publiſhed 
in France and Holland, and with great Ap- 
piauſe tranſlated here, have encouraged ſome 
People of warm Fancy and ſatyric Inclina- 
tions, to ſend abroad into the World under 
the ſame Dreſs, certain ſecret Hiſtories, ex- 
treamly detrimental io the Characters of Per- 
ſons of high Rank; and the Incidents in thoſe 
amorous Novels are heightened by a Stile too 
much dangerous to young Minds, in Reſpet# 
of its Impurity. Another Motive from thence 
aroſe to encourage the Publication of theſe 
agreeable Stories, that young People might 
not want innocent Amuſement at a Time when 
Things of ſo criminal a Nature ſo much a- 
bound. 


THE grand Moral of theſe ingenious Tales 
is contained in this Sentence. True Virtue 
alone is capable of ſtanding all Trials, and 
ring therein 1s the only Means of at- 
taining ſolid Happineſs. The Author has 
illuſtrated the Truth of this Maxim by a mul- 
titude of Inſtances, all of them probable, and 
fome of them I have Reaſon to think founded 
upon Matters of Fact. Human Nature is re- 
preſented throughout this Piece with ſtrict re- 
ard to Truth, and in a manner which 2 
2 | a 
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fail of improving, as well as entertaining the 
conſiderate Reader. From the Peruſal of 
theſe Sheets, he will have it in his Power 10 
make a hundred Reflections, which may pro- 
duce very happy Effects, if apply d to the Re- 
gulation of his own Conduct. He will for Ex- 
ample, ſee how ridiculous it is for a Man in 
Years to hope for Satisfaction from engaging 
in new Amours, and vainly flattering him- 
ſelf that Fondneſs and grey Hairs will ever 
attach the Soul of a ſprightly young Woman, 
who has before ſeen the World, and is not ig- 
norant of the Pleaſures ſhe might enjoy in a- 
nother Sort of Life. He may obſerve that 
tho Flattery and Fawning for a Time dim 
the Senſes, and as it were fetter the Under- 
ſtanding ;, yet by Degrees as the Infatuation 
goes off, Suſpicions come on, and Fealoufy 
the worſt Concomitant of Love, ſucceeds the 
Tenderneſs of too violent and ill-placed a 
Paſſion ;, he will at the ſame Time ſee, that as 
ſome Women are attuated only by Wantonnefs 
and Fraud, ſo there are others who have a 
fincere Eſteem for their Husbands, place all 
their Happineſs, in obeying and ſtudying to 
pleaſe them ;, and here and there one whoſe 
Love ſub/iſts even after Death has robbed her 
of her Spouſe, and who can find no Degree of 
Conſolation after his Deceaſe, but in her Cares 
for bis Children, The Story of Karabag will 
: inform 
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inform him what ſtrange Notions when deli- 
vered with an Air of Gravity, meet among the 
Bulk of Mankind with Belief ; as certain it is 
that nothing told therein of the Wonders wrought 
by Alchimy, tranſcend what has been writ- 
zen. for Fatt, by the Admirers of that Art. 
The Adventures of the Sultan and Princeſs of 
Ormuz, afford à very natural and agreeable 
Picture of the many Miſeries introduced by an 
inceſtuous Paſſion, and the noble Reſolution 
with which a great Soul is capable of refiſting 
repeated Strokes of ill Fortune, The Mis- 
fortunes: of. the Blind Man of Chitor, cannot 
fail. of- putting him who reads them, in Mind 
of the Danger there is in making an ill Uſe of 
Court Favour, and of ſtudying nothing but 
the Gratification of  ſenfual Appetites, what 
is ſupernatural in that Story, is certainly 
wrought with great Strength of Genius, and 
gives us a fine Idea of the Wiſdom and Fuſ- 
tice. of Providence, in puniſhing the Offences 
of Mankind. The Charatter of the Prince of 
Viſapour is intended to illuſtrate the Force of 
virtuous Fortitude, and to inſtruct us, that 
there is no Danger ſo great, which on à pro- 
per Occaſion, a true Hero can fear to run :

- A 8 Indian Emperor, ſtiled the Mocvu 1, 
ewas anciently an Independant Realm, 

es p C35 and made a very conſiderable Figure, 

having Monarchs of its own, who made 
a long Defence againſt the Succeſſors of the famous 
* Timur, vulgarly call'd Tamerlane, the Founder of 
the Mogul Race. 'The Situation of this Country is 
as lovely as can be defired, the very pleaſanteſt Part 
of the /rdics, its Capital is Cambaye, where its na-

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* Timur, or Timur- Bec, I. e. Lord Timur, corruptly 
called by the Europeans Tamerlane, and of whom a 
Thouſand ridiculcus Stories are told without the leaſt 
Foundation. He was Chief of a Hord or Clan of the 
Moguls, by Degrees became Emperor of the Tartars, 
and having, amongſt many ther Conqueits, reduced 
this vait Country, gave ic ene ot his Sons, 
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tive Princes kept the politeſt Court of all the Ea, 
infinitely excelling thoſe in Europe. Such was the 
happy State of Guzarat of old, and in thole Days we 
ſpeak of. 


KINO Oguz, one of the wiſeſt and moſt worthy of 
its Monarchs, eſtabliſhed throughout his Dominions 
the Religion of the Great Prophet, aboliſhing all the 
ancient Superſtitions, deſtroying the Lal which had 
been worſhipped, and propagating by his extraordinary 
Valour and Piety the Faith in Mahommed, through the 
adjoining Countries. As this Prince had nothing more 
at Heart than the Welfare of his Subjects, he was 
deſirous of ſettling a firm Peace with all the neigh- 


bouring Potentates, who being as ready to embrace 


ſo favourable a Motion, ſent their Ambaſſidors to his 
Court, to offer him their Friendſhip and Alliance, and 
by Accident, four of the moſt conſidcrable amorg 
them arrived at Cambeye on one Day. 


Tu E King of Cuzarat at this Time, was ſome- 
what more than twenty-four Years of Age, but had 
hitherto ſhewn an Antipathy to M-rriage, applying 
himſelf wholly to Affairs of State.

They determined that the Sultans 
their Maſters, ſhould ſend each of them his Daughter 
to Amadabat, a City of Guzarat, about 18 Leagues 
from Cambaye, ſituated on the River Indus, and a- 

dorned 
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dorned with magnificent Piles of Building, That, as 
ſoon as they arrived, Oguz himſelf ſhould go thither, 
and the Ladies being pla ed in the great Hall of his 
Palace, veil'd from Top to Toe, whichſoever of them 
he choſe without ſeeing, ould be his Wife. This 
Project, whimſical as it was, met with the Approba- 
tion both of Oguz, and all the Kings who had de- 
manded his Alliance.

neither of us Occaſion to be oftended with each 
* other.”

As there were none in the Hall of the Palace of 
Amadatat but female Slaves, and the Black Eunuchs, 
which had accompanied the ſeveral Princeſſes thither 
on this Occaſion ; the Bride thought it became her 
to manifeſt her ready Obedience, and therefore com- 
piying inſtantly with his Requeſt, the threw back 
her Veil, and diſcovered her Perſon at once.

The Por- 
tion of Beauty, and ſorry am I, that Chance has 
given you, Royal Sir, the leaſt lovely of all the 
« Princeſſes here.” Ah! Madam, ſaid the King of 
Guzarat, pardon my diſbelief, I am perfectly | og 
Hed with my Lot. Love, a Paſſion of which hither- 
to I have never been ſuſceptible, has ſhot itſelf into 
my Breaſt, I am really the Victim of your Charms, 
and there remains nothing more to make me happy, 
but that your Boſom have the ſame Senſation with 
Mine. 


Wallet the Sultzn was paying theſe Compliments 
to his charming Bride, the other Princeſſes, who 
were all charmed with the Perſon of Oguz, were un- 
able to reſtrain their Tears: But the Grief of one of 
them was ſo violent, that unable to ſupport it, ſhe 
ſunk back into the Arms of her Slaves, who were 
obliged to throw off her Veil to give her Air ; the 
other two Princeſſes running alſo to her Aſſiſtance, 
not knowing what they did, threw off theirs,

Paſſion cry'd out, What will my Sultana's ſay, 
* when they find it impoſſible to diſtinguiſh their 
* Children; Wretches as you are, _ ii ould you have 
** quitted but for a Moment thoſe precious Pledges 
committed to your Care, do you not deſerve Death, 
** for having thus abandoned Princes whom you had 
the Honour to ſerve”, 


Tux Nurſes remaining proſtrate on the Ground, 
durſt not turn up their Eyes toward the Sa., (who 
all this Time counterfeited an immoderate Fit of 
Rige,) but lay trembling at his Feet, expecting 

when 
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when he ſhould pronounce ſome terrible Sentence 
againſt them. Until Aaalla throwing himſelf upon 
the Ground before his Maſter, humbly addreſſed him 
in theie Terms. Turn your Anger my Lord, on 
« its proper Object, your vnhappy Slave, who by 
his ſudden crying out, made theſe unfortunate 
Women commit that Crime, for which your Ma- 
& jelty is fo juſtly enraged ; the natural Timidity of 
e their Sex, ought in ſome Meaſure to excuſe 
their Weakneſs ; if there muſt be any Victim to 
« your Anger, let it be me, who am the principal 
« Cadſe of this Misfortune, only let my laſt Pray- 
6 ers prevail for the Pardon of theſe miſerable Crea- 
*" eares”;

« RiseE Aldalla, ſaid the Sullan, I pardon the 
, involuntary Crime in you, who intended nothing 
« more than by your Exclamations to provide for 
the Safety of me and my Family ; the Fervour of 
« your Zeal, fully juſtifies all that you have done on 
&. this Occaſion; but for theſe vile Women, there 
« is nothing which can be urged in Mitigation. of 
« their Offence ; therefore all that I can poſlibly 
do in Compliance with your Requeſt, is to ſpare 
&«. their Lives, and diſmiſs them my Seraglis for ever; 
go ſee it executed this Moment, and be it your 
% Care to provide me four Nurſes, who will dif-. 
6: charge their Office better“. 


ABDALL A inſtantly fulfilled the Szllau's Com- 
mand, but at the ſame Time that he ſent them a- 
way, he gave each of them a Purſe, with three hun- 
dred Pieces of Gold in it, a Gratuity large enough to 
wipe away all Sorrow from the Hearts of ſuch mean 
People; who value the Favour of their Superiors on- 
ly, as it conduces to their private Advantage ; and 
the Inſtant they were gone out of the Court, he went 
and found four others, into whoſe Hands the little 
Princes were committed, 

Tuts 
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Tuns extraordinary Event failed not to make 
very ſtrong Impreſſions on the Hearts of the ſeveral 
Sultana's ; the King of Guzarat who had an extream 
Tenderneſs for them all, was under inexpreſſible 
Concern, leaſt their Uneaſineſs ſhould prejudice their 
Health; he therefore redoubled lis Careſſes, and 
endeavoured all that he was able, both to ſoften their 
Grief, and to learn the true Sentiments of their 
Hearts, for this Parpoſe as he was ſitting with the four 
Sultana's, the four young Princes being alſo in the 
Room, he expreſſed himſelf in theſe Terms. © Ex- 
„ amine, ſays he, the Faces of theſe young Chil- 
« dren, and ſee whether Nature be not able to diſ- 
* cover that Secret which all of you are fo inquiſt- 
« tive to know”. They thereupon ſeverally examined 
the Children, kiſſing and embracing each of them 
in its Turn, but being utterly unable to make any 
Gueſs from the Childrens Features as to their Mo- 
thers; they at length burſt out into a Flood of 
Tears, with which the Sallan ſeemed wonderfully 
affected. The Sultana's grieved the more, when they 
perceived the King was likewiſe Chagrin'd, but Ge- 
bernaz undertook to condole that Menarch's Cares by 
the following Speech, © My dear Lord, faid ſhe, 
* your Situation and ours differs very much, you can- 
not but look with equal Tenderneſs on all theſe a- 
miable Boys, ſeeing they are alike related to you; 
for us, the Cale is very different, and were it not 
for that ſincere Affection which I have for the other 
* three Priuceſſes whom you have Eſpouſed ; I con- 
ſeſs this Accident would afli&t me in a molt grie- 
vous Manner, but when I conſider that perfect Union 
which hath hitherto reigned amongit us; I look 
upon all four Children as my own, and am led to 
believe that Providence hath very wiſely order- 
ed our Ignorance in this Point, and that it is de- 
creed by Heaven, that we ſhould love the Children 
* cqually, ſceing as Things ſtand ; it is impoſſible for 
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* us to ſhew the leaſt Coolneſs towards any of them, 
% without running the Hazard of neglecting the 
* Fruit of our own Bodies ; for the tuture there- 
* fore, far from Murmuring at this Diſpoſition of 
„% Events; I ſhall look upon it as the moſt happy Ac- 
* cident imaginable, ſince our Affection for each 
* other can now have no ſhorter Date than that of 


© gur Lives.“ 


Tu three Sultana's found the Sentiments of Ge- 
Bernax fo reaſonable, and ſo perfectly adapted to the 
rendering them all happy, that they could not help 
approving them. ** You are, faid they, ever fruitful 
© in Expedients, ard there is ſo much good Senſe in 
& that which you have laſt propoſed, that we are re- 
& ſolved to follow exactly your Advice; let us make 
« it our Care then to eſtabliſh and improve our com- 
“ mon Happineſs ; let us preſerve the moſt ardent Af- 
tc fection for theſe beautiful Babes, and apply ourſelves 
« ſtrictly to bringing them up in the Religion of our 
« Holy Prophet; at the ſame Time redoubling our Re- 
« ſrect, and Conjugal Fondneſs for the Sultan, our 


* Spouſe and Sovereign”. 


Tus Diſcourſe could not but be very agreeable 
to the Sultan, who immediately expreſſed to the Ladies 
how great a Pleaſure he ſhould take in ſeeing them 
keep up to the Reſolution they had formed ; mean 
time he was hardly able to conceal the Satisfaction 
he had in bcholding this Project take Effect, exactly in 
the Manner he intended; ſo lucky a Chain of Events 
as had fallen out in his Favour, were indeed extra- 
ordinary; and Ogzz had good Reaſon to be thankfol 
for ſo copious a Felicity as he poſſeſſed, in Compari- 
ſon of other Potentates, who are loaded with Care, 
in the midſt of Pomp and Power. 


As ſoon as the young Princes attained to an Agg 
capable of Inſtruction, the Sn their Father, with 
f == 
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an equal Concern, provided for their Education, and 
took Care to place the belt Maſters of all Exerciſes 
and in all Sciences about them, that they might be in 
every Reſpect as well accompliſhed as their Birth re- 
quired ; and he had the Pleaſure of obſerving that 
they profited as much as he couid poſſibly expeR from 
the great Trouble he had taken. What ſerved how- 
ever to render them yet Dearer to O;uz, was, that 
in the Space of F;F7-en Years he had no Children by 
his Sultana's that lived, except one beautiful Daugh- 
ter by Gehernaz, named Ac- Sou, i. e. fair Water, who 
was the moſt charming Maiden in the World. 


Norwirgsraxpizo theſe young and ſprightly 
Lads had the ſame Tutors and Inſtructors, and were 
in nothing diſtinguiſhed from each other; yet by 
Degrees, A//an-Allad, who was the Son of the Sul- 
tana, Daughter of the King of Fe/elmere, appeared 
evidently to excel them all. Humayon, the Son of 
Gehancuz, Neriman, who ow'd his Life to Nubahar, 
and Schirin, who derived his Birth from Scheboerak, 
were all his Inferiors ; but as the Merit of this Prince 
diſtinguiſhed him, ſo his Addreſs was ſo great, and 
the Generoſity of his Heart ſo ample, that he never 
affected any Superiority over his Brothers; but on the 
contrary, behaved towards them with ſo much Mild» 
neſs, that this, and his being the Son of his beloved 
Gehernaz, gave the young Mau- Allad, the prime 
Place in his Father's Affection, tho' the Sultar wiſely 
concealed it. 


A PrxoFourd Peace reigned for Twenty Years in 
the Kingdom of Gxzarat, lo that the Princes having 
finiſhed their Exerciſes, had nothing wherein to employ 
their Time but Hunting: Howerer, they maintained 
continually that Union and good Correſpondence a- 
mong themſelves, which their Parents and Maſters 
had cultivated from their moſt tender Years. One 
Day, having ſought an Audience of the Sultan Oguæ, 

their 
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their Sire, the reſt of the Brethren having choſen 
an- Allad their Speaker, he addreſſed himſelf to 
the King in theſe Words Sir, We are tir'd with 
leading Lives fo idle, and fo unworthy of our Births, 
at a Time ,when our Neighbours and Allies are 
engaged in Wars. Samſam, Sultan of Tata, is at 
this Inſtant preparing to make an Inroad on the 
Dominions of Nogmedin, King of Sorat, You 
know that Prince is Uncle of your Sultana Geher- 
naz, and that he has incurred the Hate of this 
Tyrant, weerly for refuſing him his Daughter for 
a Wife: For which ſurely he had the ſtrongeſt Rea- 
ſons, ſince that brutal Monarch, in, his drunken 
Fits, hath put no, leſs than three Wives already to 
“ Death with his Pozyard. In io juit a Quarrel as 
this, ſuffer us, Sir, to go to the Succour of Nage 
medin, in whoſe Service we may attain Reputation, 
and at the ſame Time acquire the Knowledge of 
« the Art of War, which we ought not to be with» 
l 
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War Pain ſoever the Sultan Ogux might conceive 
at this Rcaveſt, and how valt ſoever the 'Frouble he 


knew it would give tbe Su/ana's, yet could neither pre- 


vail on himſelf to deny his Leave to the young Princes, 
from the Conſideration he had of the Reaſonableneſs 
of their Deſire; wherefore he immediately ordered 
all their Equipages to be got ready, and having in a 
Fortnight's Time aſſembled together an Army of forty 
thouſand Men, with a great Number of brave and 
experienc'd Officers, he ſent his Sons at their Head 
to 7Janagar. 


Ir was not without much Reluctance, and many 
Tears, that the Szltana's parted with their darling 


Children; however, they endeavoured as well as they 


could, to compoſe their Minds from the Conſideration 
of the Glory they might attain, eſpecially conſider- 
ing the Juſtice of that Cauſe wherein they were en- 


paged, 
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paged. 'The young Princes, in the mean Time, con- 
tinued their March, till in the Space of a Fortnight 
they arrived at FT anazar, There they found the Sules 
tan Nagmedin in a terrible Chafe, at an outragious 
Epiſtle he had juſt received from the King of Tala. 
This cruel and brutifh Prince, puffed up by ſome Ad- 
vantages which he had gained, no more demanded his 
Daughter in Marriage, but commanded him to ſend 
her to him, as his Slave, threatning to put all to the 
Sword who fell into his Power, and to burn the 
Country as he maiched, if this Order of his wa 
not complied with inſtantly, One need make no 
Doubt, but that the Princes, ard the Succours they 
brought, were in the higheſt Degree welcome to a 
Nonarceb in ſuch Diſtreſs, He loved Noud, that was 
his Daughter's Name, with extreme Tenderneſs: 
From whence he dreaded exceedingly her failing in- 
to the Hands of Samſam. He was alſo in great Dread 
of the Puiſſance of that Monarch, who was young, 
full of Fire, and commanded his 'Troops in Perſon ; 
whereas Nagmedin, beſides the Infirmities incident to 
old Age, laboured under a very bad State of Health, 
which altogether permitted him not by any Means 
to put himſelf at the Head of his my. The diſ- 
conſolate King, ſhewed the Letter from the Sultan 
of Tata, to the Prinres of Guzarat, at which they 
were fo enraged, that they all Fur took an Oath to 
put him to Death, or periſh in the Attempt. Nagme- 
din was perfectly over. joyed, both at the Relief they 
brought him, and at the Rage the young Princes teſ- 
tified againſt the Sultan of Tata. In order there- 
fore, to give them the fulleſt and ſtrongeſt Proof of 
his Affection and Gratitude, the King of Sorat pro- 
miſed to introduce them to his Daughter, Noud, who 
was advertiſed of her Father's Intentions, and who 
of all Things deteſted the Stan of Tata, leſt no- 
thing untry'd to ſet off her Charms, the moſt killing 
in themſelves, from the Scnſe ſhe had, that theſe 
young and valiant Princes were her ſecureſt Guard 


againſt 
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againſt the Violence of his Deſigns : Thus arrayed, 
ſhe looked brighter, and more beautiful a thouſand 
Times, than even the Moon at the Full, 


Tur young Cavaliers were fo much ſtruck with 
the Luſtre of her \ppe:rance, that they ſtood as if 
they had been Statues, until A/an-Allad, at laſt re- 
cover'd himſelf a little from his Aſtoniſhment, and 
collected Spirits enough to addreſs the illuſtrious Noud. 
« Incomp. rable Princeſs, ſ#id he, if Samſam were 
« not a Prince of ſuch Cruelty, I could not blame 
« him for making uſe of thoſe Methods he does, to 
% obtain you; but his Vices render him unworthy 
« of you. If Mibammed, our Prophet, were to re- 
ce viſit Earth, he would affuredly ſigh at your Feet. 
« M:dam, I acknowlege for my own Part that I can 
« ſcarce believe you a ſimple Mortal as we are, but 
t rather conceive, that you are a Daughter of Para- 
« %%%. A Heart like mine, therefore, when ten- 
« dred, wil! be below your Notice; yet I have the 
% Preſumption to liy it at your Feet, and at the 
„ ſame Time to aſſure you, that I will ſacrifice the 
« laſt Drop of Blood in my Veins to prevent your 
% ever falling into the Hands of that barbarous Mo- 
c yarch”. Beautiful Princeſs, cried the Free Bre- 
« thren, Afar-Allad has only the Advantage over 
“ us, of having expreſſed himfelf firſt. We are all 
c jn the ſame Sentiments with him, and we {wear b 
« the holy Temple of Mecca, the Object of ſuch 
& Reverence in all true Believers, that we will even 
% to Death avenge you of that inſolent Sullan, who 
& has rendred himſelf deteſtable, by the Character 
© which his Cruelties have gained him.“ 


Is Nagmedin was touched at the ſincere Offers of 
Service which he received from theſe young Princes, 
Noud was ſo over joyed at the Warmth they expreſ- 
fed, that ſhe was even in Tranſports. Immediately 
Supper was ſerved up in the moſt magnificent * 

cre 
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there was all Sorts of Dainties of every Kind in the 

reateſt Abundance, ſerved in by twenty-four Slaves, 
in Diſhes of Gel and Porcelain; the Tables they eat 
on were Silver, and at the End of this exquiſite Re- 
paſt, Coffee was offered to the Princes by Slaves on 
their Knees. 4/an- 4//ad was ſo highly ſenſible of the 
Honours and Reſpects paid him, that he could not 
prevent his Joy from breaking out, ſo that with an 
Air of Enthufiaſm, he cry'd aloud, Saatler ola Alla, 
cha alla padichach Unurler Firfier, i. e. Good Luck 
and Projperity attend the Sultan, may Providence grant 
him length of Das and Rappineſs ; the Ofhcers be- 
longing to Nagmedin anſwered with profound Reſpect, 
Amen, Afterwards there was a Ball, with Comic and 
Mimic Dances, and at length when it grew late, 
the Company broke up infinitely pleaſed with each 
Other. 


Tur Armies of the Princes of Guzarat having 
been two Days encamped in the Neighbourhood of 
FJanagar, and having by Nagmedin's Command re- 
ceived all Sorts of Refreſhment; the Officers at length 


acquainted their Princes that the Soldiers expreſſed an 


extraordinary Impatience for Action, and longed ar- 
dently to engage the Enemy. The young Heroe's 
Judged it improper to ſuffer the Ardor of their Trogs 
to cool, and therciore marched directly to a great 
Town about five Days Journey diſtant, where the 
Army of the King of S at l:y entrenched. 


Tur Sultan Samſam was encamped with his Army 
in a neighbouring Plain, and had made ſeveral At- 
tempts by Skirmiſhes, to draw the Troops of the 
Sult:n Nagmedin out of their Entrenchments; but 
the Jixier who commanded them, had too much Pru- 
dence to hazird a Battle, by which the Fate of his 
Maſter, and all his Dominions muſt be decided. The 
Poſt he poſſeſſed was fo advantagious, that with an 
Army of forty thouſand Men, he was able to eheck 


the 
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the Progreſs of the Sz/tan, tho? he had upwards of an 
hundred Thouſand in his. But after he was joined by 
the young Princes, and the Garriſons which Nagme dis 
had commanded to reinforce his Army, it became 0 
numerous, that the young Lords of greateſt Gallantry, 
thought it ſhameful to continue longer in their Camy, 
without venturing to attack an Army, now not much 
Superior to their own, and whoſe Prince by his ſuper- 
lative Wickedneſs had incurr'd the Wrath of tlie 
Prophet. 


Tur xy made Choice therefore of the Obſcurity 
of the Night, in order to put their Enterprize in 
Execution, and decamping from their Poſt, paſs'd 
through the Defile, and attacked their Foes juſt 
the Day began to break; the Impetuoſity with which 
Nagmedin's Troops entered the Camp of their Ene- 
mies, was fo great, that they were unable to relill 
their Valour. The Sultan of Tata could not re- 
cover from his Surprize, Prudence not being in the 
Number of the Virtues which he poſſeſſed ; beſides, 
he was ſo lull'd into Security, by the Inactivity of 
the Vixier, that he never dreamt of his having Cou- 
rage enough to make fuch an Attempt. But that Ge- 
neral diſcovered as much Valour on that Occaſion, as 
he had Conduct before; he encouraged his Soldiers 
to fight intrepidly, not by his Words only, but by 
his Example. Ihe Princes of Guzarat however diſtin- 
guiſh'd themſclves in a moſt extraordinary Manner; 
animated by the Oath which they had ut ken, they 
did Things almoſt above tne Power of Nature, ſo 
that the Soldiers of Sam/am were not able to endure 
their Efforts, That barbur us March perceiving 
Han- Ailad carried every Thing before him where- 
ever ne attacked, endeavoured to craverſe that Heroe ; 
an at luit, with much ado, put himſelf in his Way: 
« Whoever thou art, ſaid he, I hold thee as the molt 
« cruel Enemy I have, and therefore by thy Death 
will I revenge the Number of my Soldiers * 

* thou 
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ce thou haſt Slain”, As he ſpoke theſe Words, he 
made a furious Stroke at the Head of the Prince ; but 
Aſſan- Allad, who, in the midit of the Engagement, 
preſerved his Judgment as cool as in his moſt trivial 
Affairs, by a ſudden Movement of his Body, avoided 
the Blow, which otherwiſe would have deprived him 


of Life. He inſtantly in his Turn attacked the Suf- 


tan, and as both Princes were equally brave, and fired 
with a Deſire of Conqueſt, they began a Combat the 
moſt cruel, and the moſt doubtful, that had been ever 
ſeen, each of them aimed a thouſand Blows at the 
other, which were avoided with the greateſt Addreſs, 
inſomuch that the Soldiers ſuſpending their Rage, 
g1zed for a conſiderable 'Iime on this extraordinary 
Duel between their Chiefs, whoſe Bodies were by 
this Time covered with their Blood; notwithilanding 
which, they abated not the Fierceneſs of their Blows, 
until at laſt Ln Allad, by a happy Stroke, ſent the 
Head of Sam/am a conſiderable Diſtance from his 
Shoulders. 


Tuosg who fought on the Side of that Monarch, 
no ſooner ſaw him on the Ground, but throwing 
down their Arms, they Cemanded Quarter. The 
Prince immediately granted their Requeſt, and the 
Chiefs of the Army of that Sultan, proftrating them- 
ſclves before 4/an- Ailad, WW s by this Time they 
knew to be one of the Princes of Guzarat, addreſſed 
him in theſe 'Ferms: © My Lord, ſaid they, the De- 
% ceaſed Prince who lies before us, and in whoſe Cauſe 
* we fought, hath left no Succeſſor behind him; his 
« Cruelty iaving incited him to murder all his Fa- 
« mily. Permit us therefore to ſet on the Throne of 
% Tata, a Heroe whom we have ſeen perform the 
% moit extraordinary Actions, who hath deliver*d 
« our Necks from the Yoke of a T'vrant ; who by 
his Barbaritics rendered it inſupportable Become 
then our San, and let us rejuice unanimoully in a 


* Mao, due ſolely to your Valor. 0 
AS SAN. 
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ASSAN-ALL AD, exceedingly ſurprized at this 
Propoſition, heſitated a little, that he might conſider 
what to ſay, and at length returned them this An- 
ſwer. My Friends, ſaid he affeQionately, we 
* fought to Day in the Cauſe of Nagmedin, it is he 
« alone who ought to decide in this Matter, and I 
% cannot with Honour, aſſume a Crown of which by 
« the Right of War he ought to diſpoſe”. This 
Refuſal of a Kingdom ſerved only to raiſe the Ad- 
miration of thoſe Officers who had addreſſed him; 
the Chief of them therefore made him a ſecond 
Time an Otfer, but in a very different Manner, 
« Sir, ſaid he, it is by you only that we have been 
« ſubdued; it is you alone therefore who are wor- 
« thy of wearing that Diadem, which we again pre- 
« ſent you; accept it Sir, and make us happy in a So- 
e yercign, or Elle be aſſured that we will defend our 
Liberty as long as we have a Drop of Blood in 
* our Veins,” Immediately they flood again to their 
Arms, crying out, Either receive us as your faithful 
Subjects, or as Enemies, furious and driven to De- 
ſpair. If Man- Allud was aſtoniſhed at their firſt De- 
mand, he was more ſo at their ſecond Reſolution; 
for which Reaſon, as he apprehended that in all 
Things ke ovght to act for the Intereſt of Nagmedin, 
ſo he held it convenient to call a Council of his Offi- 
cers, in order to debate the Point. They after a 
little Conſultation were unanimouſly bent for his ac- 
cepting the Kingdom of Tata; as ſoon as this was 
known to the Armies, their \cciamations were ready 
to rend the Skies : After theſe public Teſtimonies of 
their Satisfaction, all the great Lords Proclaimed 4/- 
ſan- Allad upon the Spot, King of Tata, amidſt the 
higheſt Applauſcs which were given on every Side to 
his Valour. 


WuraTEver Modeſty the new Sultan might affect, 
he telt in reality a molt extraoidinary Joy at his Ex- 
| altation 
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the Throne of Tata, had reached the 
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altation to the Throne, for as he had conceived a 
violent Paſſion for the Princeſs of Sorat, fo he be- 


lieved the Luſtre of that Crown which he had now 
laced on his Head, would overcome any Difficulties 
which might have oppoſed his arriving at the Poſſeſ- 


ſion of the beautiful Nod. 


Ar res having received the Oaths of his new 
Subjects, he named one of the Chief Captains in their 
Army, conjunctly with one of the Vixiers of Nagme- 
din, to conduct the Troops back to the Capital of 
Tata, whither he promiſed to come himſelf in a very 
ſhort Time. As ſoon as they began their March, 
Aſſan-Allad ſet out with all Speed for Sorat, in or- 
der to throw the Crown he had received, at the Feet 


of its incomparable Princeſs, 


Tus News of the Victory, of the Death of Sam- 
ſam, and of the involuntary raiſing of On to 
ourt of Nag- 
medin, before the Arrival of the new Su/tan ; but as 
the Monarch of Sorat was not in the leaſt ſealous of 
the good Fortune of that gallant Prince, ſo he re- 
ceived him with a Joy the molt ſincere and perfect 
imaginable ; which however was conſiderably augmen- 
ted by the Compliment the Prince made him as ſoon 
as he came into his Preſence : © Think not Sir, ſaid 
he, that J intend to rob you of the Dominions of 
Lata, I had no other View in accepting the Crown, 
than that of delivering your Army from Danger, 
and of putting it in my Power to tranſmit that 
Kingdom to your Poſterity, by asking your Daugh- 
ter in Marriage, whom I have admir'd ever ſince 
I firſt ſaw her, and with whom alone I wiſh to 
** ſhare this new Sovereignty,” 


As Nagmedin could not have wiſh'd any Thing 
more advantageous for his Daughter, he did not 
heſitate a Moment in giving his Conſent ; but aſſuring 
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the new Sz/tan of the Joy with which he liſtned to 
His Propoſal ; he embraced him tenderly, adding, 
That he was highly ſenſible of the Honour done him 
by his Alliance. Altho' Han- Allad was become In- 
dependant by his new Dignity, yet he omitted not 
ſending one of his principal Officers to demand the 
Conſent of the King his Father, It's eaſy to judge 
with what Satisfaction the King of Guzarat received 
the agreeable News. The Glory which his Sons had 
obtained, filled his Heart with the moſt ſprightly Joy, 
and judging of 4/an-Allad's Impatience by the Na- 
ture of the Affair on which he had ſent, and by the 
Warmth of his Expreſſions in Reſpect to the Princeſs 
of Sorat, he inſtantly diſpatch'd the Officer back 
again, with that Conſent which the young Suzan had 
demanded, 


Tur Courier was no ſooner arrived at Zanazar, 
but the Marriage of 4/an-Allad, with the Princeſs 
of Sorat was celebrated with all imaginable Magni- 
ficence, nor could any Thing have interrupted the 
Joy ſhewii by the whole Court on this Occaſion, but 
the precipitate Departure of the three Princes of Gu- 
zarat. Aſſan-Allad had perceived from the firſt, 
that they were his Rivals in the Princeſs Newd, yet 
he perſuaded himſelf that the Crown which he ob- 
tained by his Valour, and the Conſent of Nagmedin 
to his Marriage, would have extinguiſhed their De- 
fires, and entirely obliterated their Paſſion for that 
incomparable Lady; but he was deceived, not one 
of thoſe Princes did him that Juſtice which he de- 
ſerved, each of them thought to have been preferred 
to A/ſan-Allad, and being therefore unable to ſee 
his Happineſs, but with a jealous Uneaſineſs, they 
quitted abruptly the Court of Sorat, where they now 
thought they had nothing further to expect for them- 
ſelves, making all the Haſte they could to Camvaye, 
not a little diſcontented with the Campaigne they had 

made 
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made, notwithſtanding that each of them had acquir- 
ed therein abundance of Reputation, 


OGU Z, extreamly ſurprized at their ſudden Re- 
turn, could not penetrate into the Reaſons thereof, 
until a Letter which he received from the new Sultan 
of Tata opened his Eyes: That Prince complained 
therein, in the tendereſt Terms of his Brethren, and 
.carneſtly intreated the King his Father to engage them 
to renew that Amity which had been broken thro' no 
Fault of his. An Accident of ſo extraordinary a Na- 
ture, could not but afflict ſo good a Parent; he loſt 
however no Time in endeavouring to rectiſie it, but 
ſummoned immediately the three Princes into his Pre- 
ſence whither as ſoon as they were come, he read to 
them a Lecture of Tenderneſs towards a Brother, whoſe 
noble Qualities deſerved fo well; he told them, that he 
did not blame them for the Love of Neud, but know- 
ing that Princeſs could be enjoyed but by One, they 
ſhould not envy the Poſſeſſion of her by Han- Allad, 
who had ſo wel! deſerved her. He bid them conſi- 
der in their own Minds how much more reaſonable it 
would have been for them to have given Thanks unta 
the Prophet, for elevating their Brother unto ſo high, 
a Degree, than to have encouraged in themſelves a 
Jealouſy ſo unworthy of their Birth; in the Cloſe of 
his Speech, he exhorted them by a prudent Behaviour, 
to obliterate the Memory of their Fault and regain 
his Favour ; and enjoined them, not only to reſtore 
their Brother unto that Place which he before held 
in their Hearts, bu. alſo to double that Reſpect and 
Eſteem, which till then they had for him. 


Tx E Princes were aſtoniſhed at a Reprimand, - 
which they ſo little expected, and not being able to 
deny the Wrong they had done, they contented them- 
ſelves with begging Pardon of their Father, and wri- 
ting each of them a Letter full of Excuſes to Hun- 
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OGUZ, however, was not to be deceived by 
Appearances ; he ſaw plainly, that the Princes con- 
tinued ſtill to wear dark and diſturbed Countenances, 
and to diſcover by other Signs, that their Minds were 
not reſtored to their former Frame.

„of diſpelling that Melancholy, which for ſome 
« Time I have obſerved to have taken Poſſeſſion of 
your Hearts.” 


Tur Princes were not a little amazed at the Sl. 
tan's Offer, but their Surprize was at the ſame Time 
accompanied with ſuch agreeable Senſations, that 
they could not help ſhewing the Satisfaction with 
which they embraced his Propoſal, there was not one 
of thoſe Ladies, but might have diſputed the Prize 
of Beauty with 4/an-Allad's Spouſe, and their 
Charms ſo captivated the Hearts of the Sons of the 
Sultan of Guzarat, that they expunged from their 
Breaſts all Traces of their former Paſhons, either of

my Wives ; can any Thing be more extravagant 
than at near fifty Years of Age, to abandon my- 
ſelf to a Paſſion, excuſable only in the molt in- 
:** conſiderate Days of our Youth? why ſhould I 
| C 3 «« flatter 
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«« flatter myſelf, that ſhe will ever conceive a ſin- 
« cere Love for a Man of my Age? She may indeed 
give up herſelf to the high Rank which I poſſeſs; 
* but my Perſon will never Merit her Eſteem. I am 
«« determined then, and that you may perceive Vixier 
« how abſolute a Victory, I have obtained over m 
« ſelf, I give thee this Moment Gu, Saba, I will 
„ never fee her more, I depend on thee not to ſpeak 
*« of her, nor ſo much as mention her Name to me. 
« I will go this Inſtant to my Sultanas and will order 
% her to be ſent to you with the reſt of the Slaves, 
« that they may not ſuſpect my Weakneſs for her”. 
Scarce had the Sullan of Guzarat declared this to be 
his laſt Reſolve, when catching his Y7zier by the 
« Arm. Horrendin, cry'd he, can I make thee 
c Maſter of that beautiful Slave, whom thou can't 
% not ſee without Loving ! Nature never form'd any 
Thing ſo fair; her Charms are more attractive 
& than thoſe of the Houries, (the Women promiſed 
% by Mohammed in Paradiſe) ; alas ! my Reſolves are 
« vain, I cannot live without this inchanting Fair 
* One, Vixier give me back my Preſent, and in Re · 
* turn take all my Treaſures”, | 


Tu Vixier was ſo much ſurprized to hear the 
Sulten talk at this Rate, that he ſtood like a Statue, 
without ſpeaking one Word; Ah! cry'd out the 
% Sultan, Will ye not give me back that raviſhing 
* Beauty on whom my Life depends, and without 
c whom I cannot ſurvive ; have the Prayers of your 
% Maſter fo little Weight”. © My Lord, reply'd 
i Horremdin, when I reflected how much Diſſention 
* would enter your Serail, the very Moment Goul 
% aba ſet Foot within it; when I call to Mind, 
& how happily, and agreeably you have hitherto li- 
* yed with your Su/tanas, and how deſervedly the 
*. Princes your Sons have held the chief Pface in 
* your Affection; I was overcome with Grief to thin: 
* of that Change, which this Act of your Majeſty will 
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et create, and of that Envy and Malice which hence 
% forward may imbitter your Pleaſures : However, 
e ſince the Life of your Majelly is ſo deeply concern'd, 
« T cannot but adviſe you to gratify your Paſſion ; 
„ your Wives may indeed murmur at firſt, but the 
& Trouble they give you, cannot lat long; you are 
© the abſolute Maſter of your own Actions, and tho? 
you cannot add to the Number of your Wives, yet 
te the Law of our holy Prophet permits, that you may 
© have as many Slaves as you think fit, to gratify 
* your amorous Defires. Love then my Lord, the 
© aimable Gou/ Saba, who as you have honoured her 
c by caſting your Eyes on her, cannot but repay with 
„ Sincerity the Paſſion of ſo handſome a Man, who 
js at the ſame Time the greateſt Monarch of the 
5 Eaſt," 


OGUZ tranſported with Joy to ſee his Vier ap- 
prove his Paſſion, embraced him tenderly, and cry'd 
out, Horremdin I am revived, I have new Life 
© breathed into me by thy Advice; thou haſt diſſipa- 
ted all my Inquietudes, there is nothing more to 
be done, but that no longer reſiſting my Paſſion, I 
* give my felt up ta to the Dictates of my 
* Love ; do you go and make my Intentions known 
„ to the Su/tana's, and diſpoſe them to receive 
with Tenderneſs the Companion which I ſhall give 
„them.“ 


Tue Vixier obliged to execute the Orders of his 
Maſter, went and acquainted the Saltana's with the 
new Paſſion of Ogux, at which they were extreamly 
afflifted; yet by the Advice of Gehernaz, they took 
a Reſolution of ſtifling all Signs thereof, and not by 
any Reproaches to diſcover that Uneaſineſs which 
this Misfortune had occaſioned them. 


Wiruis a few Hours after, Ogax entered the 
inner Lodgings of his Serail, without taking the leaſt 
; C 4 Notice 
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Notice of the Silence kept by all his Wives; he flay- 
ed a little Time in their Company, for as he had 
determined not to be moved by any Thing they might 
fay, ſo the Coolneſs of their Behaviour, did not at

„% my Parents, when only four Years old, I can have 


but confuſed Ideas of the Nobility of my Deſcent, 
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« yet this I know, that I have ever ſince lived in a 
« magnificent Palace, where they have treated me with 
« the Title of Princeſs; all the different Merchants 
*« to whom I have appertained, have uſed me with 
« the greateſt Reſpect, and have given me to hope, 
** that 1 ſhould one Day become the Spouſe of ſome 
« great Monarch, I perceive that ene Part of their 
« Promiſe is accompliſhed. But permit me, my 
« Lord, to inform you of my Uneaſineſs with Reſpect 
« to the other, I am ſatisfied that your Majeſty loves 
« me tenderly, and I acknowledge that your Paſſion 
« has touched my Heart ſo — 4 that nothing but 
« my Reſpect, hinders my expreſſing it in the warm- 
« eſt Terms, Yet notwithſtanding this reciprocal

“ ſo much, that I had rather ſuffer Death, than en- 


dure ſuch an Outrage.“ | 


Tus extream Paſſion which Ogax had for this 
Fair Circaſſian, made him ſtand like a Man amazed, 
at the Propoſition of the charming Goul Saba. ** So. 
«** vereign of my Heart, ſaid he, with a Look that 
% ſhewed the exceſſive Grief he ſuffered ; the Law 
permits me not to eſpouſe more than four lawful 
“Wives, and I dare not incur by my Tranſgreſ- 
* fion the Indignation of our Prophet.“ There ts an 
ealy Remedy for that, replyed the Circaſſian with 
much Vivacity, you have it in ygur Power my Lord, 
to repudiate one of your Sultana's. ** Oh / eryed 
„ Oguz, that is what I can never do. I- have too 
great a Regard for thoſe Princeſſes. Very well 
then added Coal Saba, conſult your Iman, I am 
* fare he will find ſome Expedient which may ſet your 
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« Heart at Eaſe, and fulfill too my Requeſt. If the 
Juan declares in your Favour, I am ready to give 
« my Hand to your Mzjeſty, but if not, I ſhall be 
& content with the ſimple Title of your Slave; and 
© be aſſured, that the moſt cruel Death ſhall always 
ce be preferable to the Affront of becoming Concu- 
* bine to the Satan of Guzarat.” 


TuESs FH Words pronounced with a great deal of 
Heat, were like a Clap of Thuder to Oęux; he ſent 
immediately to look for the ran, us foon as he was 
found, he ſtated to him the Queſtion with all the Ea- 
gerneſs of a Man deeply in Love; the Iman who was 
afraid of his Life, unleſs he could ſay ſomething, cor- 
reſpondent to the Intentions of the Satan, ſpoke to 
him in theſe Terms.

by their Cries of ſoy, what was doing; ſo that it 
failed not to reach the very inmoſt Corners of the 
Palace, where the four Su/tana's were bewailing their 
Misfortunes, occaſioned by a Change in that Aﬀec- 
tion, which had ſo long rendered themſelves, and the 
Sultan, reciprocally happy; while Oguz, in the mean 
Time, thought of nothing but his new Spouſe, and 


the gratifying thoſe Deſires which her Beauty had in- 
ipircd. 


GOULS AB A, following the Cuſtom of tne fine 
.adies of the Eoft, was yet hard to be wrought on, 
and ſuffered eight Days to be ſpent in Sighs, and Sub- 
miſũous before ſhe yeilded herſelf to the Arms of 


the Sultan of Guzarat, who was now become her 
Spouſe. 


Fo the Space of a Month, nothing was to be 
ſcen in che Scrail, but Dances, Plays, Feaſtings, and 
other Demonſtrations of Joy and Pleaſure; and in 
all the Diverſions of the Court, the King himſelf had 
2 principal Share, appearing every Day more and more 
enamour'd of his beautiful young Wiſe, To all this 
Satisfaction and Tranſport, one would have thought

the celebrated Alroamat, his Name is Cothrob ; when 
„ you come to conſult him, I will infpire him how 
to anſwer you to your Satisfaction“. 


Tux Sultan of Guzarat, had heard much of the 
Fame of this mighty King of Georgia, who reigned at 
Gurif!, and was upwards of two Hundred Years of 
Age; many wonderful Things, and even ſuch as 
were beyond Credit, being reported of him: He

Tus Sultan quite aſtoniſhed at what the good 


old Man ſaid, knew not what to think; but ſuppo- 


ſing it beſt, and ſafeſt for him to comply with the In- 
ſtructions he had received, he immediately ated as 
Cothrob had deſired, and mounting to return to Cam- 
Baye, ordered him to follow him thither, where, as 
ſoon as he arrived, the Sultan gave him Orders to 
undertake the Building ſuch a Palace, as they had 


© concerted the Plan of between them, covering this 


Deſign with ſuch artful Reaſons, as that none of his 
Court penetrated at all into the true Intent. 


In the Space of eight Days after, this Project be- 
gan to be carried into Execution, there were more 
than three thouſand Workmen of all Kinds, who, 
under this venerable Architect, laid the Founda- 
tion, and carried on the Edifice as he directed; ne- 
ver was a Work continu'd with ſo much Readineſs, 
Regularity and Exactneſs, inſomuch, that when the 
Sultan came to view it, he was ſeiz'd with a pleaſing 
Amazement at beholding the Palace advance fo faſt, 
as quite to exceed all Expectation. Jo make but 
few Words, in the Space of ſix Months the whole 
was finiſt'd, and that with all the Elegance of which 
the moſt ſumptuous Pile of Building was capable. 
Cothrob then led the Sultan thro? all its Apartments, 
and at laſt brought him into the Moſque, where, after 
having admired the ſeveral beautiful Curioſities, 
which were contained thereinz the venerable old 
Man made him at length aſcend the Pulpit, which was 
finely wainſcoted, and from whence there was, with 
the utmoſt Art, a Gallery, carried on through the 
In ſide of the thick Walls of the Palace, ſo that by 

the 
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the help of the void Spaces, which appear'd only as 
Ornaments in the Moſaic Work, it was poſſible both 
to hear and ſee whatever paſſed in thoſe ſecret Apart- 
ments, which were deſtined to the Sultana's. 
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* You ſee Sir, ſaid Cothreb, that it is now in your 
Power to enter into the Secrets of all your Sul- 
tana's, and you are at Liberty to make thoſe Ob. 
ſervations, which may either put an End to your 
Suſpicions by refuting them, or by affording you 
Proofs of them. You have therefore nothing more 
to do, but to appoint me to be the Inan of this 
Moſque, and then all that you have ſought is in 
your Hands, neither need you entertain the leaft 
Apprehenſion that I ſhall ever make any ill Uſe of 
this ſecret Gallery, my Age defends me againſt any 
Thoughts of the Sex; it is above an hundred 
Years ago ſince I abandon'd all the Joys of this 
Life, that I might render myſelf worthy of thoſe 
Felicities which our Holy Prophet has promiſed to 
true Believers”. . An hundred Years, cry'd Oguz /! 
Yes, my Lord, replied Cet hrob, I am Nephew of 
the great Alroamat, King of Georgia, who inſtructed 
me in the moſt ſublime Sciences, by the Help of 
which, I arrived at the ſupreme Power in China, 
where I reigned a long Time; and at laſt, having 
given proper Leſſons to my Son, I reſigned to him 
my Dominions, where his Children Reign at pre- 
ſent, deſiring rather to make ſure of Happineſs in 
another World, than to take up with the moſt ex- 
tenſive Pleaſures in this; ſince my Reſignation there- 
fore I have travelled up and down, promoting, as 
much as in me lay, the Cauſe of our Holy Prophet. 
Toa Man thus abſolutely cut off from the World, 
and from every Th vg relating to it, and who is 
at preſent of ſo advanced an Age, you need be 
in no Fear, my Lord, of committing the Cre of 
this Pulpit ; wherefore I adviſe you to make the 
Ladies paſs from your old Palace to this as ſoon as 
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# poſſible, and that you convert your old Habitation

OGUZ was in the higheſt Surprize to find that 


| Cothrob was fo great a Monarch, and would by all 
means have paid him the Honours due to his Rank; 


but he was prevented by the good Old Man. © I have 
* not, faid he, quitted my Throne, that I might re- 
& ceive Honours elſewhere, thoſe extraordinary Graces 
« which I receiv'd from Heaven, and which enabled 
% me to govern well, I now inſtru other Monarchs 


„ in, that they may avoid thoſe Evils, which fall on 
„ improvident Princes; while I wore a Crown, it was 


% in my Power to diſtinguiſh between the poliſhed 


„ Courtier, and the deſigning N my Beha- 


« yiour was ſo properly adjuſted in Reſpect to Perſons 


e of both Characters, that in the Space of a few Years 


% had not one of the latter about my Court. I com- 
“ municated my Inſtructions to my Son, but in proceſs 
« of Time the Reſpect due to them has leſſened, and

Tu Sultan of Guzarat was charmed with the 
wile Inſtructions of Cothreb, and reſolved to follow 
in every 'Thing his Councils ; and that he might ſhew 
his Readineſs therein, he the very next Day canſed 
the Sultana's to be removed into his new Serail, which 
was Magnificent beyond all Expreſſion ; the Gardens 
were charming, and ſurrounded by a great das. a- 
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bove a League in Breadth ; all this ſtupendous Fabric, 
and its Appurtenances, were erected by Peris's, a 
Kind of Beings of benign Diſpoſitions, ſuperior to 
Mortals, and inferior to Angels; but who on this 
Occaſion appear'd like Men. 


OGUZ, having aſſigned to Cothrob the Charge 
which he deſired, lived four Months in that delight- 
ful Place, without any Thing very remarkable hap- 
pening to him; at the End of that Lime, by the 
Advice of this venerable old Man, he feigned himſelf 
Sick, and that he had violent Palpitations at his 
Heart. If all the other Sultana's were alarmed at 
their Huſband's Illneſs, Cen Saba ſeemed to be fo 
in an extraordinary Degree, her Inquietudes were out 
of Meaſure, but at laſt ſhe took an Opportunity of 
expreſſing herſelf to Oguz, in the following Terms: 
“ Ah! my Lord, cryed ſhe, bathed in Tears, if you 
* ſhould die, what will become of my unhappy Son, 
„ the Preference you have ſhewn towards him, will

« any Thing like that, ſaid the Sultan of Guzarat,

« Power. Axrail, i. e. The Angel of Death, is not

TE Sultan had ſcarce finiſhed theſe Words, 
before a Meſſenger came to tell Cothrob, that the 
Strangers began to open their Eyes.

With Part of this 
Sum, I gained the Keeper and ſome of his Mirmi- 
dons, One Night, I gave them a miguikrent Supe 
per; and when they were merry, and the Liquor be- 
gan to work, I propoſed to them, the Eſcape of the 
Priſoner, offering to make the matter both ſaſe and 
caſy, provided they gave out, that the Sage died of 
the 'Torments he indured.

OWE my Birth to Daoud can, Sultan 
of Ormux, and the Prince Cagan- Can, 
who fits now on that Throne is my Bro- 
ther: I loſt the Su/rava my Mother as 
ſoon almoſt as I was born, a Loſs of the 
greateſt Conſequence to me, ſince had ſhe 
ſurvived, *tis highly probable I had been preſerved from 
all thoſe Ills which overwhelm me at this Moment. 
The Perſons, whom the Sallan my Father placed about 
me, forgot nothing which might inſpire me with Senti- 
ments worthy of a great Princeſs.

ſhould

gether with the Fatigue of Body, as well as Mind, 
hath now made ſuch a Change in my Countenance, that 
there 1s ſcarce any Remains left of thoſe Graces which 
they aſſured me I then enjoy'd ; yet it is however true, 
that this fatal Beauty of mine hath been the Cauſe of 
all my Miſeries, and hath brought it to paſs, that I now 
lead the wandering, unfortunate kind of Life in which 
you ſee me.

All Exceſſes replied I are in 
ſome Degree Faults, I am content to receive from 
you always my Lord, the reaſonable and moderate

there it is (ſaid he) haſtily, there is the Cauſe of m 
Grief: Canzade, my Dear Canzade, make not Uſe 
of that cruel Appellation, Heaven has therein done 
me an irreparable Injury ; better had it been for me, 
that you had been the Daughter of the loweſt Peaſant, 
than that we were the Children of a King : Ah! my 
Lord, anſwered I with Aſtoniſhment, why ſhould you 
wiſh me ſuch a Diſgrace : Alas! ſaid Cazan-Can paſ- 
fionately, *tis that unlucky Tye of Blood which is 
the great Obſtacle to my paſſing my Days in an uninter- 
rupted Tranquility. Yes Canxade, I love you, but 
not as a Brother, not with that Cold that languid 
Affection, which you require of me; on the con- 
trary, I adore you with a Paſſion the moſt lively in the 
World; and unleſs you are ſo good as to pity me, 
I ſhall be the moſt wretched of Men I ſee

for you And I reply'd, I with Vehemence 
ſhall from this Day behold you with Indignation ; 
and as for your Paſſion, I ſhall conſider it as a Thing 
which makes you look like a Monſter, and ſhall conti-

Ir is impoſiible to expreſs to you Ladies, the ex- 
tream Griet with which this terrible Accident filled 
my Soul; I endeavoured as much as I was able, by 
Reaſon and Argument, to perſuade the Prince to lay 
aſide thoſe baſe Thoughts which diſhonoured him, but 
my Remonſtrarces were to no Purpoſe. He continued 
to plague and peſter me where ever I went, and this 
in ſo open and publica Manner, that at laſt it reach - 
ed the Ears of my Father, and therefore I thought 


it the beſt thing I could do, to apply myſelf to him 


for Protection againſt my Brother; that Monarch was 
en- 
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raged to the laſt Degree, when he heard what I 
had ſuffe red from the Prince; he call'd for him, and 
having ſeverely chid him, for the villanous Intentions 
he had declared himſelf guilty of, he threatned him 
with the utmoſt Effects of his Anger in Caſe he perſiſted;

The HrsroRy of CANZ AD E, 
Princels of OR MU Z. 


T would be to no Purpoſe to repeat to you 
Ladies, the Diſcourſes Caxau can made 

to me, in order to induce me by fair 
Means to comply with his Deſires, or the 
Arguments I offered to oblige him to 
deſiſt, it is ſufficient that I inform you, 
my Endeayours were altogother ineffectual ; and that 
after a ſhort Space, he declared to me plainly, that his 
Life depending on my becoming his Spouſe, he was re- 
ſolved as a King to compel my Obedience, and that 
without any further Diſpute.

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WZE followed his Council, and having almoſt 
made the Tour of the whole Ifland, we at lait 
diſcovered tho? at a very great Diſtance, ſomething 
floating on the Water; Schaban who is a moſt excet- 
lent Swimmer, propoſed to go and fetch it; and ha- 
ving accordingly ventured fomewhat more than half 
a League into the Sea, he at laſt perce ived a great 
Coffer and ſeveral Boxes, he brought them one by one 
on Shore, and after above an Hour's Labour, having 
pulled them all on the Strand, we ran very joy fully 
down to examine what they contained, and to ſce the 
Relief which Heaven had ſent us.

ceiving, no Doubt, a reciprocal Tenderneſs in our 
Glances, it put him into ſuch a Fury, as would not 
ſuffer him to diſſemble. This is too much cry'd he; 
Is it thus, audacious Stranger, that you keep the 
Bounds that I ſet you? You ſhall not long have it in 
your Power te augment the Paſſions which diſtract 
my Breaſt; be gone out of my Preſence, and leave 
me at Liberty to deliberate on your Deſtiny and 
my own. My Deſtiny, anſwered the Prince of Viſa- 
pour fiercely, had not now depended on Thee, if my 
Valour had not prolonged thy Life! I acknowledge 
it, returned Cazan Can, and if what you ſay were 
not Truth, I ſhould not heſitate a Moment in reſoly- 
ing after what Manner to treat you. You may treat 
me in what Manner you pleaſe, anſwered Corhbedin, 
going out of the Chamber of the Sultan, and laying 
his Hand upon his Sword, which I have often thought 
on fince. | 


Tu E Surgeon of the Veſſel fearing that a Con- 
verſation in which the Paſſions had fo great a Share, 
ſhould injure my Brother's Health, intreated him to 
ſuffer his Reſentments to cool. He gave him that 
Advice, but towards Evening finding his Wounds 
grew worſe, he reſolved to go a Shore on the ſame 
Iſland from whence we departed. All that Day my 
Brother cauſed me to be kept under Guard, To- 
wards Evening he called for me, and after many 
hateful Diſcourſes, to which I anſwered with a great 
deal of Firmneſs ; finding he could make no Impreſ- 
ſion, he told me he had determined what to do with 
the valiant Stranger, who troubled his Repoſe, and 
ordered that he ſhould be conducted into his Cab- 
bin. Cothbedin being informed that the Sultan deſired 
to ſee him, came into his Preſence with an Air per- 
fectly calm and reſigned. My Brother looked on 
him for ſome Time with profound Silence. Brave 
Strarger, ſaid he, Heaven is my Witneſs, that I 
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retain a proper Senſe of that Benefit which you have 
conferr'd upon me, and I am reſolved to acquit my 
ſelf of it as becomes me. There is no Dignity, no 
Pleaſure, which I would not ſhare with my Deliver- 
er, but you know what has happened ; I will how- 
ever acquit my ſelf of my Promiſe, which I made you, 
of conducting you wherever you would; chuſe any 
Place then, except my Dominions, and my Veſſel ſhall 
tranſport you thither ; remember that you ſet not your 
Foot in my Country : prepare to depart immediately ; 
let this be an eternal Separation, and think no more of 
ſeeing the Princeſs of Ormux, unleſs you have a Mind 
to run on certain Death. 


COTHBEDIN would certainly have replyed 
with the ſame Haughtineſs, if he — not feared to 
augment my Misfortunes. I am ſufficiently paid, 
ſaid he, for the Service I have done you, by your 
permitting me to depart ; ſuffer me then, continued he, 
to go into the Veſſel which was your Enemies, who 
were doubtleſs Pyrates; ſend me on Board in your 
Boat, and let me have one of your Seamen who is 
capable of carrying me to the next Port. Cazan- Car, 
charmed with the Reſolution of Cothbedin, ſent im- 
mediately to viſit the Veſſel, and ſee in what Condi- 
tion it was. In it they found twelve Captives chained 
and ſhut under Hatches, all the Pyrates who had 
left them in that Condition, being ſlain in that En- 
gagement. Theſe twelve unfortunate Perſons, were 
in a moſt deplorable State, and almoſt famiſhed to 
Death. The Prince of Viſapour, cauſed their Chains 
to be taken off, and finding among them fix Seamen, 
capable of managing the Veſſel, which had in it Pro- 
viſions ſufficient ; the Prince therefore went imme- 
diately to take Leave of the Su/tan, telling him at that 
Audience, that as there was no Neceſſity for his making 
Uſe of any of his Seamen, ſo he would not leſſen the 
Number of the Sultan's Crew. You make me ſenſible 
ſays Cazan-Can, of vour Generofity by your Refuſal | 
an 
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and of the Delicacy of your Soul: You are reſolved 
to have no Obligation to me; the Veſſel is your 
own by Right of Conqueſt: Adieu, then, brave 
Stranger; accuſe my ill Luck, but charge me not 


with Ingratitude. But remember, that we are to meet 
no more, and that Peu is a Country, into which you 
cannot come and live, You need not have given your- 
ſelf the Trouble of this Declaration, ſaid the Prince, 
if ever we would meet again, let it be where it will, L 
hope, that Rencounter will be as favourable to you as 
our Firſt : Then without ſtaying for the Su/tan's Arte 
ſwer, he retired to go on Board his own Veſſel, 
without having the Power of ſaying ſo much as a Word 


to me.

Conſeſs, continued the Princeſs, that I 
elt an extream Grief at that Moment 
I ſaw the Veſlel of Cothbedin under 
WY Sail; and what made it the more 
cel. wis the Obligation I was un- 
der co difſ:mble, for Fear of making the 
Sultan yet more angry. Six Days we 
continued in our Ifland, and then believing himſelf 
pretty well recovered, we embarqued in Order to 
return to Ormux. In our Voyage, Cazan-Can found 
himſelf extreamly ill; he was obliged to go on Shore 
at Malabar, from whence he cauſed himſelf to be 


carried to Cauanor, wu he took proper Meaſures 
5 to 
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to be perfectly cured. He thought it neceſſary how- 
ever, to ſend one of his Officers to Ormuz, in Order 
to be informed of the Condition Things were in, 
and to carry his Orders; for he began to be appre- 
henſfive, and indeed not without Reaſon, that the 
Paſſion which he had conceived for me, might have 
made him ſo hateful to the Grandees, as to put them 
on attempting ſome Innovations in his Abſence; and 
he was the more diſturbed at this Apprehenſion, by con- 
ſidering the precipitate Meaſures himſelf had taken; 
for without making the leaft Proviſion for the Ad- 
miniſtration of Affairs, as ſoon as he had heard of my 
Flight, he put himſelf on board the fir Veſſel that 


ſailed, with a very few Attendants: He cauſed now 


therefore a Brigantine to be bought, and attending the 
re-eſtabliſhing his Health, he ſent Advice to Ormaz, 
that they might expect his ſpeedy Return. 


Wuar Caxan- Can ſo much dreaded, had really 
fallen out; Abdarman, Sultan of Ba/ſora, had during 
the Abſence of my Brother, carried on ſecret In- 
trigues in his Dominions, and in about two Months, 
the Officer ſent to Ormuz returned, and brought us 
this Relation: That Abdarman taking Advantage of 
the ill Thoughts his Subjects had of him on my Ac- 
count, pretended that Prince Aud Can, our Father, 
had uſurped the Throne from one of his Uncles. He 
repreſented to them, how unfit it was, that the Son 
and Succeſſor of this Uſurper, whoſe Manners were 
befides ſo depraved, ſhould ſtill remain their King. 
He backed theſe Reaſons with a very confiderable 
Naval Force, with which he appeared before Ormux. 
He ſoon rendered himſelf Matter of all the Iſle, and 
a Part of my Brother's Territories on the Continent, 
but without any great Effuſion of Blood ; for the 
principal Perſons in the Kingdom, were either ter- 
rified by his Threats, or corrupted by his Preſents, 
The Vizier, who during my Brother's Abſence, 
took upon him to govern his Dominions, was — 
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the only Perſon that remained faithful to his Maſter : 
After he was obliged to quit Ormux, he gathered to- 
gether an Army on the Continent, by Dint of Pro- 
miſes and Money. At laſt he encreaſed to fifteen 
Thouſand Men, with wuich he offered Battle to the 
Sultan of Palſara. It was accepted, the Vizier was 
heaten, and had four Thouſand Men cut to Pieces. 
The ill Succeſs of this Engagement, endangered all 
Things. 'The People in that Part of the Kingdom, 
which was yet unſubdu'd, were ſtrack with the 
oreateſt Fright. Their Fidelity was pot very ſteady, 
and in ſhort, there was the greateſt Danger imagina- 
ble of total Ruin, unleſs Heaven ordered it other- 
ways. 


CAZANCAN received this cruel News with in- 
conceivable Fury. You ſee, Madam, ſaid he, turn- 
ing to me, the Fruit of that Love which I have had 
for you; it was not ſufficient that it deprived me of 
Peace throughout Life, it has deprived me alſo of my 
Kingdom. You fee by that, my Lord, ſaid [, how 
Heaven puniſhes that Paſſion by which you have pro- 
voked its Vengeance ; think not of recovering its Fa- 
your, unleſs you abandon your Crime. Let us talk no 
more, cry'd the Sultan, I am weary of Thinking: 
Let us fly this Moment to the Aſſiſtance of my Vizier, 


if he be yet living, I will wipe off his Diſgrace, and 


reſlore my Dominions to Peace, by driving out Abdar- 
nan; or at leaſt, Madam, I ſhall by my Death, rid 
you of a Prince, who I fee yau ſtill continue to behold 
with Horror: Tis Time for Action, I will no longer 
deliberate. | 


ALTH#o? my Brother was not as yet perfectly re- 
covered, he gave Orders however, that every Thing 
ſhould be got ready for his immediate Departure, 
which was accordingly done; in a-few Days all 
Things were fit for our Sailing, and Cazan-Can ha- 
vang ordered the . to be put on Board, 
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inſtantly followed them, and hoiſted Sail, the Winds 
proving very contrary, it was more than a Month later 
than we intended, before we arrived at Cape Faſpue. 
There my Brother ſent on Shore one of his Domeſticks, 
with Orders to go to a Subjects of his on whom he 
could depend ; this he performed, and the next Day 


that Perfon came on Board, 


From him the Satan learn'd with extream Grief, 
that his faithful YVizier was killed, and that the few Sol- 
diers that fatal Action had left, neither acknowledged 
the Authority of Abdarman, nor had done any Thing 
to the Prejudice of their Loyalty, tho* they had no- 
thing to keep their Hopes alive, but the Confidence 
they repoſed in one ſingle Perſon. A certain brave Man, 
who for his gallant Actions, the Vizier had created 
his Lieutenant in the War, and who, after tre /7z:er's 
Death, became Chief of the Army.

on this Foot it is, that I would have you aſſiſt me to 
get to my Troops, which if I can once effect, I will 
either fall by the Side of that illuſtrious Warrior, or 
by his Aſſiſtance recovering my Right, I will ſo 
amply reward him for the great Actions he has per- 
form'd, that there ſhould no longer remain 7 dif- 
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ference between his Condition and mine. That next 
Day we went on Shore, and my Brother having con- 
ſigned all his Effects to this faithful Friend of his, he 
provided himſelf with eight Horſes, one for himſelf, 
one for me, and fix for the braveſt of his Attendants ; 
we furniſhed ourſelves with the neceſſary Proviſions, 
and going in a little Carravan, travelling only in the 
Night to avoid being known, in three Weeks Time 
we reach'd Lar, as we drew near the City, we learn'd 
News that extreamly rejoic'd my Brother; it was this, 
that the Town, though but a {mall one, being built on 
a Rock, and very ſtrong, had not only reliſted the 
victorious Army of the Sultan of Balſora, at its firſt 
Approach, but held out ſo long, that Sahed, who 
had gained abundance of Ground fince the Death of 
the YVizzer, came up with his Troops, and obliged the 
Sultan to retire to Gomrom. My Brother, as ſoon as 
he arrived made himſelf known to the pf In- 
habitants at Lar, whereupon they crow 

their Obedience, by throwing themſelves at his Feet. 
Cazan-can knowing that Sahed was gone in purſuit 
of his Enemies, could not endure to live in eaſe at 
Lar, but reſolved to go himſelf againſt the Su/an of 
Balſora; he got together two hundred Officers and 
Soldiers of the Garriſon, and parting from Lar to join

We marched without ceaſing towards Sahed, and 
we arriv'd after ten Days, at a Fortreſs, which Daoud- 
Can, my Father, had heretofore built between Guitobi 
and Gomrom, where our illuſtrious Deliverer lay encam- 
ped, attending the Motions of the Enemy; as ſoon as 
we arrived the Gates were thrown open to us, and we 
were receiv'd with all imaginable demonſtation of 
Joy; we paſſed the Night there with great Tranquility, 
expecting Sahed, who as ſoon as he was informed of

ls ͤ8impoſſible Ladies, to repreſent to you 

in Words, the Aſtonichment I was under, 
at ur- in Sahed the Prince of Vi/apour. 
I trembled all over at hearing his Reply, 
Yes, my Lord, anſwered that Hero, it 
is I, and if I have not exactly complied 
with your Intentions, I hope the Service I have done 
you, will attone for that Fault. Your Service, re- 
ply'd my Brother, was what I neither wiſhed for, nor 
am pleaſed with; you know I commanded you never 
to r your Foot in my Realm, on pain of being 
treated as an Enemy ; why then have you broke thro!

Ir this Speech pronounc'd in a Tone, and with an 
Air becoming a Prince, aſtoniſh'd and amaz'd Ca- 
Zan Can, it threw him at the ſame time into a moſt 
violent Fit of Paſſion. © You come, ſaid he, to pro- 
« yoke my Rage, and to bring a heavy Sentence on 
* your ſelf, that Love for the Princeſs Canxade which 
« you ſo much Glory in, ought to precepitate you 
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into a Tomb, that your Death might teach audaci- 
* ous Youths to check in Time the Flight of their 
Ambition.“ © If J love the Princeſs, replyed Sa- 
* hed, ſhe has no Reaſon to be offended with my 
* Paſſion, eſpecially, fince ſhe has been ſo much in- 
* jur'd by yours; if I have had the Boldneſs to turn 
my Eyes towards that adorable Lady, my Rank 
might give Hopes to my Pretentions. Conſider, 
therefore, Sir, how you ought to treat a Prince, 
who has ſeveral Kings for his Tributaries, each of 
them more powerful than the Monarch of Ormux. 
Remember too, that I have re- inſtated you in that 
Kingdom, which you had ſo unworthily governed 
* before. Tremble therefore at the Fore-ſight of 
** your own Blood, and the Blood of your Sub- 
* jets, being thed to waſh out the Staines you have 
** brought upon yourſelt and them, by the Indig- 
*© nities offered to me.” Having pronounced theſe 
Words, the illuſtrious Warrior went directly to the

ſend away any Letters, or to hold any Correſpon- 
dence, and then having drawn together a ſmall Body

Perſon, that the World may be convinc'd, my 
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of Troops from the Garriſon of Lar and Guitc};, 
marched at the Head of them to his Army, who wait- 
ed for him with extream Impatience. 


As the Forces of Abdarman were conſiderably 
weaken'd, my Brother thought he was in a Condition 
fit to attack him, as ſoon therefore as he arrived at 
Gomrom, he ſent the Sultan a Letter, in order to pro- 
voke him to draw out of his Intrenchments. As that 
King and his Army were not ignorant of the Treatment 
which the illuſtrious Sahbed had received, and of the 
Conſternation the News thereof had ſpread throughout 
the Camp of Caxan Can, they hefitated not a Moment 
to accept the proffer'd Battle, 


Tu two Sultans having made the neceſſary Diſ- 

ſitions for the enſuing Engagement, each of them 
in the moſt pathetick 'Terms exhorted his Soldiers to 
behave valiantly on this great Occaſion, In the 
Combat, tho' my Brother ſhew'd the greateſt Reſo- 
Jution, yet as he had not a conſummate Prudence, and 
his Troops heartleſs ſince they no longer had the glo- 
rious Sahed to command them, it was not long be- 
fore they were broke and fled. The Army of As- 
darman purſuing and cutting them to Pieces, Cazan- 
Can in Diſpair, and reſolving not to owe his Safety to 
a diſhonourable Flight, fought with great Reſolution, 
until at laſt he and ſome brave Officers, who attend- 
ed him were overborn by Numbers, and taken Pri- 
ſoners; that ungrateful Prince who wanted nothing 
but a Victory, to encourage him to plunge his Sword 
in the Boſom of his Benefactor. When he bekeld 
himſelf in Chains, he fell into a grievous Fit of Paſ- 
fion, and as his Enemies could ſet up no juſt Title to 
the Crown while he remain'd alive, we muſt indeed 
own that he was in a deplorable Condition. Leaving 
him for ſome time to thoſe bitter Reflections, which 
naturally reſulted from his Confinement ; 1 ns ow 
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ſpeak of what happened to ourſelves. The News of 
the Defeat reach'd in a very ſhort Time to the Caſtle, 
where we were, and I happened to be with the Gover- 
nour when the Perſons arrived who brought the Advice 
of the Battle being loſt, and the King made a Priſoner. 
As ſoonas he had done ſpeaking, I deſired the Governour 
to conduct me inſtantly to the Apartment of Sahed, 
he durſt not diſobey, and therefore all Gates were 
opened to me, as ſoon as I entered with the Officers 
who attended me. My Lord (cry'd I) Abdarman 
* isa Conqueror, and the Sultan is his Priſoner: It is 
you alone who can repair the Miſchiefs his Impru- 
dence has done us; for this Purpoſe I return your 
Sword, and doubt not but you will uſe it on 
this Occaſion ; it is true Cazan-Canin your Perſon 
has violated the moſt ſacred Laws of Hoſpitality 
yet as he is ſtill my Brother, I flatter myſelf, you 
are too generous not to aſſiſt us in this Diſtreſs*. 
Madam (anſwered that Hero) I receive my Liberty 
from you with all the Gratitude imaginable, nor 
ſhall the Senſe of the Jnjury your Brother has dons 
me, hinder me from hazarding again my Life to do 
him Service, nor ſhall I negle& any thing capable 
of ſupporting the good Opinion you have conceived 
of my Courage. I will dye, or reſtore to you that 
Brother for whom you expreſs ſuch a Concern”. 
Go then, ſaid I, gallant Man, expoſe then once more 
your Life for that Ingrate, who has ſo barbarouſly 
repaid the Obligations he owed you: But remember, 
my Lord in your Expeditions, how great a Con- 
cern I have for your Safety, be cautious too, that 
you fall not a Victim to the unjuſt hatred of Caxan- 
Can, a Hatred which ought to cover that un- 
happy Prince with the utmoſt Confuſion.“ Cothedin 
made me no Anſwer to this, but as I deliver'd him 
his Sabre, he kiſſed my Hand with a Degree of Tranſ- 


port. 
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Ar ren this he drew together our ſmall Garri. 
ſon, and with them marched out, leaving only a 
Guard to attend me, and as ſoon as he was without 
the Walls, all the broken Remains of the Sultar's 
Troops repaired to him, with abundance of Recruits 
from the adjacent Country, in ſo much, that in a 
ſhort Time he was in a Capacity of bidding the E- 
nemy a ſecond Battle. The Soldiers diſcovered the 
moſt Ardour and Confèdence, marching as if it were to 
aſſured Victory, ſo much did they rely on the Valour 
and Conduct of their illuſtrious General, and he con- 
ſidering the preſent State of Things, thought it beſt to 
march directiy towards Gomrom. The Sultan of Bal. 
fora was very much elevated with his Conqueſt, which 
he looked on to be decgflive, in ſo much, that he 
neglected the ſtrict Diſcipline which hitherto he had 
kept up among his Soldiers; their Joy made them 
lay hold on the preſent Receſs from Duty, to Drink, 
and debauch together. The Prince of Y:;/apour being 
informed of this, reſolved to make Uſe of the Ad- 
vantage, and marching with a ſmall Army of Six 
Thouſand Men, with as little Noiſe as poſlible, he at- 
tack'd their Camp in the Dead of Night, with the 
greateſt Vigour ; the Defendants being drown'd in 
Wine and Sleep, ran to their Arms in the greatel; 
Diſorder imaginable. 


THe Confuſion of the Troops of the Sultan of 
Balfora, made them an eaſy Prey to their Enemies, 
Victory ſucceeding in a very ſhort Time to Sahed”s 
Attack, leaving him intirely Maſter of the City, 
where the Enemy had taken up their Quarters. 46- 
darman, with his principal Vixiers, was revelling at 
Gomrom in the higheſt Security, when they were 
.alarmed with the Cries of the Fugitives, and the 
Clamours of the Victors, he immediately cauſed the 
Gates of the Fortreſs where he was to be ſet open, 
and the Prince and his Party inſtantly 9 
Wich- 
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without the leaſt Difficulty ; for the Sullan of Balſora, 
being totally ignorant of the Defeat of his Troops, 
imagined that they were a Body of his own Men, ſud- 
denly attack'd ; and therefore made all the haſte poſ- 
ſible to put himſelf at their Head, in order to — 
them to Face the Enemy. The Prince, who eaſily 
perceived his Error, ſuffered him to approach very near 
them, they having cut off his Retreat, he rode briſkly 
up to him. Sultan (ſaid he) you ſee here Sahea, the 
Prote&or of that Monarch you without Reaſon would 
oppreſs : You are my Priſoner, Sir; but fear not, I 
ſhall uſe you well ; conſidering the ſmall Number of 
Perſons you have with you, it would be Temerity to 
make a Defence, your Troops being already vanquiſh'd, 
and we Maſters of Gomrom. The Su/tan of Balfra 
was ſurprized to the laſt Degree to find himſelf in this 
Situation ; and in the firſt Tranſport of his Paſſion, took 
a Reſolution, rather to loſe bis Life, than to ſurvive his 
Misfortune: He therefore advanced with all the Fury of 
a Lion, and attacked the Prince in ſuch a Manner, 
as put him in very great Danger. Cothiedin, found 
in him an Enemy worthy of his utmoſt Valour. The 
Combate was obſtinate and doubtful for a confide- 
rable Time, 'till at length Victory declared in Fa- 
vour of the Prince, Abdarman falling from his Horſe 
covered with Wounds, of which he expired almoſt 
as ſoon as he reached the Ground. If his Officers 
were amaz'd and terrify'd at his Death, they were 
no leſs concerned for their own Safety, of which 
there appeared ſcarce any Hopes, The Inhabitants 
of Gomrom, who had received many Inſults from the 


Victors, had thereupon joined the Army of the Prince, 


and committed the utinolt Cruelties on the Troops 
of Balhra; and the Carnage continued for above half 
an Hour after Ce:bbediz had given Orders to ceaſe 
Holtilities. Some of the Balſorans however got on 
Board certain Veſiels, which lay in the Harbour and 
put to Sea 
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Tuts Victory was gained with ſo incredible a 
Speed, that tho" the Sultan of Ormuz was a Priſoner 
in Gemrom, he had not the leaſt Advertiſement of it, 
Cothbedin, who was willing to ſurprize him, having 
iſſued Orders for that Purpoſe, which were exact! 

obſerved ; ſo that the firit Account the Sultan had, 
was brought by the Prince himſelf, who cauſed the 
Doors of his Apartments to be opened, preſented 
himſelf before Cazan-Can. That unhappy Prince 
was extreamly ſurprized at the Sight of him, not 
knowing what to make of it. His Jealouſly however 
threw him into a violent Fit of Paſſion. Ah! cry'd he, 
this is too much, have my Subjects then opened thy 
Priſon, in order to ſend thee hither, to brave me in 
mine.

d OTHBEDIN, continued the Princeſs, 
& ſuffered Cazan-Can to vent the whole 
Torrent of his Rage, and when it was 
LD ſpent, he addreſſed himſelf to him in 
Þ) theſe Terms. Had I continued a Pri- 
* ſoner in the Fortreſs where you left me, 

& Caan Can muſt bave remained ſtill here, the Cap- 
« tive of the Sultan of Balſora. That Monarch is now 
& no more, I ſlew him with my own Hand, and all 
« your Enemies are either killed, put to Flight, or made 
* Priſoners : And I come, my Lord to let you -_ 
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© that you command abſolutely here. If what I 
« tell you appear aſtoniſhing and incredible ; yet 
© conſider my Behaviour, and doubt not that what 
« I fay is true.” News ſo little expected, ſtruck 
the Sultan in ſuch a Manner, that he kept his Eyes 
fixed on the Ground, in a profound Revery ; at length 
he ſpoke after this Manner. I fee well, brave Sahed, 
e that Jam bound to ſubmit to the molt cruel Events. 
« 'Theſe two ſignal Services, which you have done me, 
e ſuffer me no longer to be-ungrateful. I fee plainly 
+ that Heaven declares itſelf againſt me; receive then 
« as the Price of your Services, the Princeſs (anxade; 
“% however, with this Condition, that you eſpoule her 
in your own Dominions,* I readily accept what you 
propoſe, replyed Cothbedin, embracing Caxan- Can; nor 
do I at all doubt, that the Sw/tan of Yiſapour, my 
Father, will think himſelf honour:d in your Alli- 
ance, eſpecially conſidering, that he loves me ten- 
derly, and would with Joy Conſent to any Thing 
for my Satisfaction. Tis well, Prince of Viſapour, 
+ anſwered Caan Can, go, take my Sitter at Guitebi, 
* where to be ſure ſhe till is; take alſo the beſt 
& Ship you can find in this Harbour, and depart inſtant- 
ly together for the Indies; only take Care, that my 
6 Siſter enter not your Dominions, without an Atten» 
dance ſuitable to her Quality.“ 


Tu Prince received this Conſent with the ut- 
molt Satisfaction. Ah! My Lord (ſaid he) to my 
+ Brother, I always believ'd your Virtue would tri- 
* umph over a Paſſion. “ Hold, cry'd my Bro- 
ther haſtily. Begone 'To-morrow, if it be poſſible, 
with Canzade, chat I may never ſee her more, 
** perhaps I may not have Courage enough other ways 
* to bid her an eternal Adieu: Begone then, loſe 
no Time, carry her News, which will fill her with 
“ Joy, as they overcome me with Grief; I will give 

Orders for your Departure. Cothbedin made haſte 
| - to 
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to bring me this agreeable Account. We got the 
next Day on board a Veſlel, in the Port of Gamo, 
and failed for 7aſques, where I found Karabag, Gulen- 
dam and Albaert, whom my Brother had left there with 
his Veſſel ; and having paſſed the Gulph of O7muz, we 
entered the Arabian Sea. Never Pecple were ſo much 
Pleaſed as the Prince and I were, with the preſent Situ- 
ation of our Affairs; for near a Month, all Things 
went perfectly well, when one Morning, the Prince 
being in my Chamber, A/bazrt entered it, ſeemingly 
in a great Fright: Ah! my Lord, cry'd he, to Ct 
bedin, prepare to defend your Life, with. the few Men 
who are determined to ſtick fait by you; the Sultan of 
Ormuz has given Orders to the Captain of the Veſſel, 
to throw you over-board, and return with the Princeſs. 
He is determined to execute his Deſign, which was diſ- 
covered to me, by one of the Soldiers, with whom he 
had tampered, and who deteſting his Baſeneſs, has pre- 
vailed on ſeveral of the Soldiers, to endeavour to pre- 
vent it. I, at theſe Words fell in a Swoon : Cothle- 
din was extreamly concerned at the Sight; he recom- 
mended me to the Care of Karabag, and taking his 
Sabre in his Hand, went out of the Chamber; at the 
Door, he found the generous Perſian, who had made 
the Diſcovery to Albaert, with about twenty brave 
Soldiers, who were relolved to periſh, rather than he 
ſhould ſuffer the leaſt Inſult, 


Tus wicked Man finding his Deſign had been 
diſcovered, and that the Prince wanted not ſome 
who were ready to hazard their Lives in his Defence, 
took immediately a Reſolution to throw off all Diſ- 
guiſe, and to execute on the Spot, the execrable 
Scheme he had formed, which he conceived it would 
be no Difficulty to do, cor ſidering the vaſt Diſpro- 

rtion there was between thoſe who aſſiſted Coth- 
.bedin, and the Men who were ſtill obedient to him 
as their Captain. Inſtantly therefore, he Les 
the 
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the Prince and his Party, who made ſo vigorous a 
Defence, that the Aſſailants began almoſt to diſpair; 
to ſay Truth, never did any Man give greater Proofs 
of perſonal Courage, than this illoſtrious Hero, whoſe 
Efforts being ſeconded by Albaert and the generous 
Perfian, they by their Valour ſo animated thoſe of 
their Party, that ſixty of their Opponents fell by their 
Hands, However after two Hours, the Prince found 
himſelf ſo far. ſpent, that he was ſcarce able to weild 
his Sword, inſomuch, that Numbers were upon the 
Point of prevailing, when Heaven ſent two Veſſels 
to our Aſſiſtance, who perceiving ſomething of the 
Combate, boarded our Veſlel juſt as the Prince ſunk 
down on the Deck; they who were charmed with the 
Proofs he had given of his Valour in their Sight, 
rotected him and his Party, and cut in Pieces their 
— Cothbedin in the mean Time, lay down to 
reſt himſelf a little, and Allaert having covered him, 
came then and attended the Captain of the Strangers, 
in order to know what Iſſue this Affair would have. 
That Chief thought he had not done enough in ſav- 
ing their Lives, if he did not take care of their 


future Safety, he therefore gave Directions for his 


Surgeons to attend Cothbedin, Albaert, and the Perſian, 
they found that their Wounds were not dangerous, 
and were of Opinion that they wanted only Repoſe. 
The Strangers began now to look to their own Af- 
fairs; for my Part, I quickly found my Condition 
more deplorable than ever; we were now fallen into 
the Hands of Carſairs, who was proceeded immediately 


to part the Booty amongſt them, which they had 


taken in our Veſſel, but gueſs at my Grief, when I 
beheld a few Hours after my dear Cothbedin in a pro- 
found Sleep, carried on the Matreſs on which he 
lay, together with the Per/fian, and moſt Part of his 
brave Aſſociates, on board one of the Veſſels of the 
Pirates: I expreſs'd the Violence of my Grief by the 
loudneſs of my Cries, but the Veſſel at that Inſtant 


ſetting Sail, and carrying We with it all my Hopes, | 
1 
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I fell at once into an inſenſible Condition, in which I 
remained for a conſiderable Time. 


In the midſt of this terrible Misfortune, it was 
ſome Releif to find that neither Karabag, Culenaam, 
nor Albaert, were ſeperated from me. Theſe ſtrove 
by every Method they could invent to pacify my ex- 
ceſſive Sorrows, and by abundance of ſoft Arguments 
endeavoured to moderate my raging Grief, tho' for 
ſome Time all their kind Attempts were to no Pur— 
poſe, but ſerv'd on the contrary to augment the 
Agonies which diſturbed my Breaſt. At length, the 
Commander of our Veſſel finding in me ſome degree 
of Beauty, tho“ pale and fatigued with Grief, gave 
me to underſtand that he honoured me with a tender 
Regard, and would make my Captivity as eaſy as 
poſſible.

The His rORY of CANZ ADE,

is News added conſiderably to 
muy former Sorrows, or rather rendered 
91 the whole of them inſupportable, and 
e the Anguiſh I felt on the Score of this 
new Affliction, put me on frequent 
"= Thoughts of putting an End to my 
miſerable Life, by throwing myſclf out of the Ca- 
bin Window into the Sea ; 1 Albaert diverted me 
from theſe deſperate Reſolutions, by the repeated Aſ- 
ſurances he gave me, that he would oppoſe as far as 
he was able any attempts of the Pirate, and doubted 

nat but to do it with Succeſs | * 
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Tux violent Agitation in which my Mind had been 
during the whole Night, which ſucceeded that fatal 
Day; when Cothbedin was torn from me, threw me 
into a real Illneſs, the Fever by Degrees became malig- 
nant when Albaert who rightly judged, that Grief was 
after all the moſt dangerous Part of my Diſeaſe, endea- 
voured as far as he was able to give me Relief by the 
following Diſcourſe, which he made at my Bedſide. 
* I have diſcovered Madam, that your new Lover is 
* not very well liked by the Crew; give me leave 
* therefore to make the beſt Uſe of ſo favourable a Con- 
«« j<cture, and I will find him ſo much Employment, 
de that he ſhall not be at Leiſure to trouble you with 
4% his Addreſſes.“ 


ALBAERT was not worſe than his Word, for 
he gave thoſe who attended on me to underſtand, that 
their Chief had reſerved me for his Part, and thereby 
deprived them of the moſt valuable Prize which could 
ever fall into their Hands; for that I was eſpouſed to the 
Prince of F:i/apzur, from whom any Sum how great 
ſoever might be reaſonably expected for my Ranſom, 
provided they treated me with Reſpect, and on the con- 
trary, if they uſed me ill, they muſt not doubt feeling 
the Effects of his Fury; ſince he was a puiſſint Prince, 
they might be ſure he would fit out Veſſels in ſearch of 
them, with Orders to his Officers to put them to the 
moſt cruei Deaths, in Caſe any Inſults had been offered 
to a Wife whom he adored ; whereas if he found ſhe 
had been uſed well, and with ſuitable 1 he aſ- 
ſured them that they would be rewarded in ſuch a Man- 
ner as would leave them no longer under a Neceſſity of 
thus hazarding their Lives for a Subſiſtance. Theſe 
Repreſentations of A/haert made a very great Im- 


agen on the Minds of thoſe to whom he ſpoke ; at 


aſt they deputed one of their Number to repreſent 
the Matter to their Chief, Their Deputy did ſo, 
but in Terms which were ſo harſh and unpolite, that 
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their Captain fallen into a violent Rage, made ng 
other Anſwer that by plunging a Ponyard into his 
Heart. An Action ſo barbarous, ſtruck the Crew with 
ſuch Horror that they had not the leaſt Notion of 
revenging the Death of their Comrade ; until A/baert 
ſuddingly drawing the Sword of the Deceas'd, imme- 
diately fell upon the Pirate Chief, and by one Blow cleft 
him thorough the Head, and half way into his Breaſt, 
delivering me by his Death, from the moſt dangerous 
Enemy lever had to deal with. 


Vik rv raiſes Admiration, even amongſt the great- 
eſt Barbarians, of which there never was a ſtronger 
Inſtance than what happened on Board our Veſſel after 
the Death of its Commander, all the Crew were ſo 
much ſurpriſcd at the Strength and Intrepity of Albaert, 
that they regarded him from that Moment, in which he 
ſlew their Tyrant with the higheſt Admiration, © You 
« are (ſaid they crowding about him) alone worthy 
*« of Commanding us, whom you have redeemed ; we 
& therefore with one Voice conſtitute you our Chief, we 
% will implicitely follow your Councils, we will go to 
« Viſapour to reſtore the Princeſs to her Spouſe, and 
* we hope you will then ſee made good all that you 


have told us.” 


ALB AERT made Uſe of this their kind Diſpo- 
ſition to perform what he moſt defired, he gave Di- 
rections immediately to ſteer to Dabul, a Port in the 
Kingdom of Viſapour, where after a very happy 
Voyage, we landed very ſafely, as they had always 
treated me with Reſpect, ſo I had never been ſearch- 
ed for any valuable Things I had about me. This 
gave me an Opportunity of preſerving a Girdle, in 
which 1 had put the belt of my Jewels when I left 
Gomrem, I gave it to 4lbaert, and he diſpoſed of it to 
the Jews at Dabul, whereby he raiſed a hundred thou- 


ſand Pieces of Gold; of theſe he gave fourſcore thou- 
ſand to the Crew, who were perfectly well contented 


there with; when we were left by theſe brave Men, 
we 
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we took a Reſolution of going by Land to Viſapour, 
where we were in hopes we ſhould hear ſomething of 
Prince Cothbedin, who we thought might have deliver'd 
himſelf from the Pirates by a Ranſom ; but as I had no 
Inclination to be diſcovered at Court, I thought proper 
to take the Habit of a Man, as Galendam had done. 
Thus dreſſed we departed from Dabul and in five Days 
reached Viſapour, where to our great Sorrow, we found 
there was no news to be heard of the Prince, 


ALB AERT, by my Order, had an Audience of 
the Sultan of Viſapour, and without entering into any 
thing relating to me, gave him a Detail of his Sons At- 
fairs, his being detained on board the Pyrate, with 
the Name of the Veſlel and of the Captain, all which 
we had learnt from thoſe who had ſet us at Liberty. 
That Monarch was almoſt in Diſpair at the News. 
However, he immediately gave Orders, that twenty 
Veſſels of War ſhould be fitted out as ſoon as poſſible, 
in order to go in Search of, and afford Succour unto 
the Prince his Son, for which purpoſe they were com- 
manded to ſcour all the [rdian-Sea, and that of Ara- 
bia. While theſe Ships were fitted out in order to 
go in quelt of Cathbedin, I quitted this Place, leaving 
a Letter with the Keeper of the principal Caravan- 
Sera, for the Prince of Yiſapsur in Caſe he ſhould re- 
turn; in which I informed him, that after ſix Months 
or a little better, I would wait for him at Cambay, after 
J had been at Chitor, for which I departed. The Joy 
which the very Thoughts of meeting with the Prince of 
Viſapour inſpired my Heart, ſerved to divert me in this 
new Journey which we took, in order to conſult the 
blind Man to whom Albaert had been directed, nor was 
it without a good deal of Fatigue that we arrived at the 
City. As we travell'd in a Manner 9" deſigned 
to hinder our being known, we immediately took up 
our Lodging in a Caravan · Sera; the next Day we went 
to pay our Devotions at a Moſque, not far from the Gate 
of whick we ſaw a blind Man, exactly like him the 
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old Man had deſcribed in the Dream. We imme. 
diately went up to him, and having given him a Piece 
of Gold for an Alms : Brother, (ſaid Albaert) IJ have 
traverſed the Arabian Sea, a Part of the Indian Ocean, 
and travelled thus far, from Dabul by Land, in order 
to ſee you: To ſee me, (cryed the Blind Man in a great 
Surprize,) Why pray what is there ſo extraordinary in 
me, that ſhould engage you to come ſo far to ſee me? 
Lefs than eight hundred Leagues will not excuſe the 
Space of Ground we have gone, (ſaid Aubaert) beſides 
which we have paſſed through in that Journey, innu— 
merable Difficulties ; yet I ſhall eſteem the whole of my 
Pains very well paid, if you will be ſo good as to teach 
me what I am convinced you know, You are too ge- 
nerous in regard to me, ſaid the blind Man, for me to 
hide from you any thing that I know ; tell me then in 
few Words, What it is you would be at? Why then 
replyed Albaert, the Cauſe of our coming is fairly 
this. In three ſucceſſive Dreams a wenerable old 
Man preſented himſelf before me, and directed me 
to come to this City, where at the Door of the prin- 
ciple Mo/que, I ſhould meet with a Blind-Man, who 
ſhould inform me where to find immence Treaſures ; 
for ſome time I heſitated at undertaking ſo long a 
Journey, on the mere Credit of a Viſion, but at 
leveth I undertook it; as I have found you I doubt 
not but I ſhall hear the good News. The Blind- 
Man at theſe laſt Words, burſt out into a loud Laugh. 
Comrade of mine, ſaid he, you muſt certainly be a 
great Fool, to take ſuch a curſed lung Fourney to fo little 
Purpoſe ; why, Blind as I am, I find I hawe more II it 
than you, I have had ſuch a Dream as this fix times over, 
an old Woman did me the Favour of a Viſton, fbe would 
have ſent me on much ſuch a fooliſh Errand ; but I thank 
you, I was for taking none of thoſe filly Faunts. And 
prethee, reply d Allaert, where would the old Woman 
have ſent you? why really the Odities and Impertinence of 
my Viſion, ſaid the old Man, were fo contrary to common 
Senſe, that Tam aſhamed to repeat iu: However ſince you

ewil) have it L' tell you. Twas only to ſtep as far as 
Perſia, and to find out the City of Ormuz, within half a 
League of which, I was to enquire out the Houſe of one 
Albaert; and in this Houſe I was told there was a little 
Turret of Brick which made an Angdletoward: the Gar- 
den, and that behind a Pannel of the Wainſcot in that 
Turret on which was painted a young Peaſant, with his

My Father 
was famous for relieving thoſe who laboured under in- 
curable Diſtempers ; the Breath of our Prophet aſliſted 
all his Endeavours, and as for the Bottle, I doubt not 
but we ſhall find it cure many other Diſeaſes beſide that 
which afflicts you. 


Tux Blind- Man was now in his Turn aſtoniſted. 
And can it be, ſays he, is all this Truth? Are you A. 
baert, is there ſuch a Man in Being? Are you the Son 
of Bahalul? Have you a Houſe at Ormuz, and in the 
Garden is there a Turret, and in that 'Turret a Pannel 
with a Peaſant painted thereon, with his Finger on his 
Mouth? Yes, my Dear Friend, replyed! A/baert, all 
thoſe Things are! exactly true, tho' there is little 
Appearance of our returning immediately into Per/ia ;

GEHERNAZ ſeeing that the Princeſs had done 
ſpeaking, aſked her why the Blind-Man was not at 

upper the Night of their Arrival at Gambaye ; he was

* in a ſhort Space your Misfortunes will have an 
* End, and you will become the Spouſe of the Prince 
of Viſapzur ; be not amazed at this Prediction inſpired 


* by the Prophet, I tell you truly what will certainly 
come to pals. 


CANZADE almoſt expired at hearing News ſa 
full of Joy, and ſo little expected. And is it poſſi - 
ble (ſaid ſhe} that after ſuch a Series of Misfortunes, 
J ſhould yet be ſo happy to eſpouſe the brave 
Cothbedin? Ah! venerable old Man, is it not to 
aſſwage my Grief only, that you delight me with this 
agreeable Prediction, rather ſuffer me to labour under 
my preſent Load of Affliction, than amuſe me with 
falſe Hopes; yet pardon this Doubt, the more I con- 
fider your Countenance, I am ſtill the more per- 
ſuaded, that you would not attempt to deceive me ;

The Hrsroxy of the Blind Man of 
CHITOR, whoſe Name was 
ABOUL- ASSAM. 


e Father was a kind of Merchant at 
= Chitor, but his Circumſtances were not 
D extraordinary, as I was his only Child, 
and he perceived in me no great Inclina- 
tion towards Trade, he adviſed me to 


think in Time of making Choice of 

ſome Proviſion, which might enable me to live comfor- 
tably, in Caſe I ſhould one Day have the Misfortune to 
loſe the little he had to leave me. We ran over imme- 
diately all the Methods of Life, to which young Men 
are wont to apply themſelves, and to no Purpoſe, I had 
ſomething to ſay againſt each of them; at laſt I made 
Choice of Phyſick. That is a Profeſſion, (aid I, which 
a Man ſoon acquires, its Principles are not over certain, 
a good Front and a glib Tongue, are the mott ne- 
ceſſary Qualifications of a Phyſician; if I zm fo lucky 
as to cure, my Patients will be ſure to eſteem me; 
but if on the contrary they ſhould dye under my 
Hands, there are fo few who have any Love and Re- 
ſpe& towards their Relations, that in moſt Caſes in- 
ſtead of Reproach, the Heirs will be thankful, for 
my conducting thoſe who ſtood in their Way ſo 
quickly to their 'Tomb. Not to make my Story too 
long, I ſtudied Phyſick as the reſt of the World 
that 
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that is in a Curſory Manner, yet as to get all the 
Terms by Heart, and acquired every thing neceſſary 
to talking like a Pyſician. But tho' I followed not the 
Steps of Rafis or Galen, I quickly began to fancy 
my Knowledge fell ſhort of theirs; in a Word, 
no ſooner had I taken upon me the Stile of a Phyſician,

Poſt in which I ſhone, made me from the Moment J 
was advanced to it, regard all the World as below 
me; inſtead of making Friends at Court, I behaved 
in ſuch a Manner as made every Body hate me, and 
I cannot now reflect on the Follies I then committed 
without bluſhing. I had not only the Ear of the Fa- 
vourite, but alſo of the Sultan, this great Intereſt made 
me dreaded, and I cannot help obſerving, that one great 
Cauſe of my Pride was the ſervile Means with which 
the Courtiers flattered and addreſſed me.

the Sultan put in Poſſ ſſion of a Beaſt he ſo much 
admired ; after he had once got it, the Ape was con- 
tinually at his Side, and play'd ſo many unlucky 
pleaſant Gambols, that this Prince allowed no Bounds 
to his Favour, inſomuch, that he at laſt expected as 
much Reipect ſhould be paid to the Ape, as to him- 
ſelf, What a Foible ſaid I to myſelf, is this, in order 
to maintain myſelf in the good Graces of my Maſter, 
muſt I pay Court to a vile Baboon; yet the paſſionate 
Deſire I had to acquire Power, and to deſerve it, 
got the better of all other Reflections, and ] deter- 
mined with myſelf to ſubmit even to this mean Of- 
fice, and in purſuance of this Determination I paid 


my Court, moſt aſliducuſly to the Monkey, but the lit- 


le ſpiteful Creature ſeemed to have penetrated eyen 
into my very Thoughts, and to be thoroughly fatis- 
fy'd from thence, that all my outward Fauning and

J was not at all at a Loſs in finding out what it was 
they aimed at, and what convinced me the more of 
their Deſign, was, that a few Days before that Acci- 
dent happened, one of them had in a publick Aſſem-

MIR EVER was any Man living in fo 

=2A Hapleſs a Condition as I, I knew not 
| what to do; for as I was not the 
Author of that Piece, relating to the 
Diſeaſes of Animals, ſo I had wrote 
it over in great Haſte, and without 
making any Obſervations, as to the 
Medicines therein preſcribed, or the Reaſons whereon 
they were preſcribed, and therefore it was of no Uſe ta 
me. I ran over in my Head, all the little Experience 
[ had, and at laſt could pitch upon nothing which 
carried the Face of Probability, except treating the 
Diſcaſed after the manner of a young Child. Ac- 
cordingly I exhibited ſuch Medicines, but to my un-

To cut my Story ſhort,” ſhe and I quitted the Pri- 
ſon, and as ſhe had the Precaution to equip herſelf 
with Men's Cloaths, we travelPd without Suſpicion, 
having about two hundred Pieces of Gold in our 
Purſe, which the Damſel had borrow'd from her 
Father, With theſe Advantages it was no difficult 
Matter for us to get out of Danger, we travell'd 
Night and Day when we firſt left the 'Town, and that

mocking this Body, immitating that, and doing all that 
a Wit in my Station could do to make him merry and 
pleaſed. But I took care to avoid the Rock on which 
I truck at Chzror, viz. procuring Enemies by making 
a wrong Uſe of my Credit and good Fortune, On the 
contrary, I endeavoured now to pleaſe all the World, 
and ſucceeded fo happily, as to acquire a very conſide- 
rable Profit. 


Tus Monarch to whom I now belonged, loved 
Falconry, and had particularly a white Hawk, of 
which he was paſſionately fond. One Day when he 
was going out to this Sport, he perceived that his 
Favourite was very Sick, and drooped its Head, 
Menoulan, ſaid the Sultan, in an angry Tone, to his 
Falconer, You know how great a liking I have to 


this Bird, and I am ſatisfied he could never have 


fallen into this Condition if vou had not been care: 
leſs in your keeping him ; but let me tell you one 
Thing, which may perhaps make you a little more

RY myſelf to excruciating - Reflections, 
nid for eight Days refuſed Meat, 
Drink, and all Kind of Conſolation, 


| My next Door Neighbour was a good 

Widow pretty far in Years, and who had 
affordcd all the help ſhe could to my Wife in the Time 
of her Labour. This good Woman was extreamly 
touched at my Misfortune, ſhe would not abandon 
me, but by repeated Remonſtrances, prevailed upon 
me: 
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me to lay aſide the Reſolution I had formed, to pine 

myſelf to Death, She had an only Son, about thirt 
Years of Age, who joined with his Mother in theſe 
perſuaſions, and gave me ſo many Teſtimonies of his 
ſincere Friendſhip for me, that I could not avoid repoſ- 
ing in him the higheſt Confidence. We lived together 
about ſix Months, and Time having by Degrees wore 
off my Affliction, and ſeſſened the Senſe which I at firſt 
had of my Loſs, at length I began to imitate my Friend's 
Way of Living; that is to ſay, I ; wo my Days and 
Nights in Junketting, addifting myſelf to Play, Wine 
and Women, of whom I found no want in Golconda. 
This wretched Conduct, ſoon brought me to an End of 
my Money, ard of thoſe valuable Preſents, which I 
had received while at Court. I could little depend on 
the two thouſand Pieces of Gold which the late Sultan 
had aſſigned me out of his Treaſury, becauſe the new 
Monarch had threatened to cut off all the Penſions 
beſtowed by his Predeceſſors, and at laſt aQually an- 
nulled them, ſo that I was reduced to the ſeiling my 
Moveables one after another, which quickly brought 
me to extream Poverty. The Son of the Widow 
whom I have before-mention'd, reliev'd me for ſome 
Time; but finding I was hke to become a conſtant 
Charge to their Family, who were by no means able 
to bear it, I formed a Re ſolut on of becoining a Ca- 
lendar, and ſoon after took upon ive the Habit. 
However, you are not to ſuppoſe I grew a Bit the 
better for that, on the contrary all I aimed at in 
putting it on, was to preſerve myicif from Inſults 
and Miſery, and as to that it fully anſwered my 
End. I had alſo engaged my Comrade in Debau- 
chery to accompany me, from Town to Town, li- 
ving all the Time merrily, at the Expence of thoſe 
Charitable Perſons who relieved us. One Day, when 
we were in the Country, at the Houſe of à devout 
Muſſelman, ſome People came in a Hurry, and re- 
lated ſuch extraordinary Things of certain Perſian 
Mountebanks, 
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Mountebanks who were at Hand, as excited the Curi- 
oſity of the Women and Children, in the good Man's 
Family. As I had never ſeen any of that Sort of Peo- 
ple, I took a good deal of Pains to perſuade the Maſter 
of the Houſe, to gratify the innocent Inclination of 
his Wife and Children. 


To this, our kind Hoſt yielding his Conſent, the 


Mountebanks were introduced into his Out-Yard, 


where his Wives and Daughters were preſent, but 
covered with Veils which reached even to their 
Feet. The Strangers began their Exploits by ſeve- 
ral Tricks, proper enough to amaze ſuch as had ne- 
ver ſeen them before. For one of them. throwing 
himſelf backwards, and reſting his Feet and Hands 
on the Ground, with a Dagger underneath, reaching 
within the Breadth of a Finger to his Back, upon 
his Belly was ſet a little 2 whereon a Piece of 
rough Iron was beat and hammer'd. Afterwards a 


Melon was ſet upon his Belly, another at one Blow 


of a Sabre cut it in Half, without ſo much as ra- 


* the Skin of him upon whom it reſted. Tho? 


theſe Things were mightily admired by the Specta- 
tors, yet there was nothing in them that ſtruck me; 
for I conſidered with myſelf, that Practice might 
enable them to do with great Exactneſs and Agility, 
what another Perſon could not have done without in- 
Juring the Perſon who was the Patient on theſe Oc- 
caſions; but I redoubled my Attention, when they 
omiſed to plant in our Preſence, the Seeds of a 
3 and make it in two Hours bear both Bloſ- 
ſoms and Fruit. I ſhall next tell you how they per- 
formed this. They ſpread in the Court a Curtain, 
ſuch a one as is made uſe of at I heatres. Juſt 
beſore it they planted the Seed of a Pipin, and after 
pronouncing various Incantations, proper to amuſe 
filly People, they watered the Seeds, and then co- 
vered them with the Curtain, or Cloth, which hid, 
them from the Eyes of the Spectators. Then the 
Mounte- 
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Mountebanks fell to their Tricks again, till of a 
ſudden removing the Cloth with great Exclamations, 
they ſhewed in the Room of the Pipin Seeds, a young 
Plant about two Foot high. Afterwards, the better to 
impoſe on their Audience, one of them was let Blood in 
the left Arm, and the Place ſprinkled with his Gore, 
the Cloth being drawn over it again, they renewed 
their Gambols two or three Times over, ſhewing us, 
as in Conſequence of their Inchantments, a little Apple- 
Tree, about the Bigneſs of one's Arm, four Foot high, 
which firſt had Buds on it, and afterwards real 
2 by which they pretended to ſatisfy their Pro- 
miſe. 


NoTw1THSTANDING all the Addreſs of theſe arch 
Cheats, and the loud Applauſe they receiv'd from the 
Spectators, I perſuaded myſelf, that the whole of this 
Tranſaction was accompliſhed without the Help of Ma- 
gick, I had examined every Thing they did with ſuch 
Attention, that I perceived their Artifice depended on 
their Curtain, or Cloth, which was ſo contrived, that 
while they took off the Attention of the Audience, 
by the little Artifices which I have related, a Child of 
ten or twelve Years of Age ſlip underneath, and per- 
formed the neceſſary rations of removing and 


12 the Seeds, Sprigs and Trees, which we be- 
eld. 


Tno' I left the good Muſelman and his Famil 
in the greateſt Admiration at what had happened, 


yet I was reſolved the Chief of the Mountebanks 


ſhould not go away with a Notion of having made 
me his Dupe. I therefore drew him aſide, and told 
him in plain Terms, That I had diſcovered the 
whole Miſtery of the Farce he had been playing. 
He ſmiled, and acknowledged the Truth of all I 
ſaid. © But what other Uſes, ſaid he, can one make 
of theſe Sots; you and I get a Living out of them 
„the ſame Way, or at leaſt with very little Varia- 

tion: 
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* tion: Come, come, Cant and Grimace are not a 
« grain Honetter, than Addreſs and Slight of Hand. 


« I was continued he, a Calendar as well as you, 
but finding that Life a continual Rotation of the ſame 
Thing over again, and perfectly inſpired, I quitted 
it for that State of Life in which you now ſee me 
engaged. I aſſure you that I find I have made a very 
* happy Exchange, meeting with continual Varicty, 
« and a wonderous kind Reception wherever we cone, 
« and amidſt ſo much Admiration, as you fee the 
&* People are ſtruck with, when they behold our 'Tricks, 
« you cannot ſuppoſe we run any danger of being ſtar- 

ved; nay, to tell you.the Truth, in order to be a 
finiſh*d Calendar, it is neceſlary at leaſt, in my Opi- 
nion, to have ſerv'd an Apprenticeſhip in a Company 
like ours; nor do I deſpair of taking up again that 
Habit which I have quitted, when I wall be ad- 
vanced in Vears, and to wear it with a better Grace, 
and more Satisfaction than I did before. Now if 
you and your Comrade will enter into our Society, 
we ſhall readily receive you, and I can tell you a 
Motive not a little inviting: We have a couple 
of young Girls, who have newly entered with us, 
and they, I dare ſay, will be glad of ſuch hand- 
* ſome and gentee] Companions as you promiſe to 


66 be.” 


Tr1s Propoſition did not a little ſurprize my 
Companion, tho" it did not in the leaſt Aſtoniſn me. 
« My Friend (ſaid I to him) never Heſſitate upon the 
% Matter, there are ſo many Advantages likely to 
« accrue to us, from entering into this Society, 
de that we ought readily to acquieſce therewith ; for 
„ my Part, the offers of this brave Man, have per- 
« fely determined me to accept it without more 
% ado.” * But till Iam thoroughly verſed in your 
„ Myitries (aid I to the Chief of the Mountebanks) 
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« az I would not be altogether Uſeleſs; fo I deſign 
& to publiſh as a Quack, moſt miraculous Medicines 
« of my own preparing. I have heretofore praQticed 
« Phyſick for my Diverſion, and with my Slaves, 
« and my Ointments, have done ſuch Cures as would 
« aftoniſh you, and 1 will venture to affirm that I 
« ſhall make as much Money this way, as the moſt 
%% Dextcrous of your Attendance; nay, if at any 
© Time I ſhould be ſo unlucky to miſs of a Cure, I 
« warrant you I ſhall excuſe myſelf ſo well, as to have 
% no Fault laid upon my Medicines.” * Very well 
% reply'd the Chief of the Mountebanks, you were 
© certainly born for our Profeſſion, and yet had miſs'd 
% your natural Vocation, if we had not met with you 
« by Chance; come then without more ado, go into 
« our Fraternity.” © No, Friend, reply'd I, we muſt 
« return to that pious Family, who have ſo kind! 

« entertain'd us, but To-morrow Morning, by — 


* of Day, both I and my Companion will come to 


61 you.“ 


We executed our Promiſe exactly, laying aſide our 
Calendars Habits, we came up with them next Morning, 
they according to the Propoſals of their Chief, preſent- 
ed us with a couple of Female Dancers, who promiſed 
to be very Faithful to us, as long as we continued in 
their Troop. In three Weeks Time, we were inſtructed 
in all their little Subtleties, and did them ſo perfectly, 
that we were not excelled by the oldeſt Stander amongſt 
them. Beſides, the Advanrages which the Society reap- 


ed from me in common with the reſt of our Members, 


it was not a little indebted to me, for the Money and 
Praiſes which were the Reward of my Medicines. 'To 
ſpeak the Truth, I knew how to commend them ſo well, 
and deliver'd my Harrangues with ſo graceful a Vo- 
lubility of Tongue, that there was ſcarce any Body 
whom I did not wheedle into buying of ſomething ; bur 
above all my Pacquets, I had an Ointment which I 


praiſed 
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praiſed as a Thing capable of going Wonders, and 
with which, joined to, the Dexterity of my Compa- 
nions, in the Execution of a Trick which we con- 
triv'd, I paſs'd on the People for no leſs than a 
Worker of Miracles. The Thing was thus, they 
3 a Child about Six Vears of Age to the 

pectators, and after baving amuſed them with cer- 
tain antick Tricks and Grimaces, they threw it up into 
the Air, where breaking, it fell down in Pieces, ; (any 
Thighs, Legs, Hands, Feet, and at length the Head, 
all which I took and joined together, and then ſmear- 
ing the whole over with my Ointment, continuing to 
chaſe and rub it, until the Child ſtarted up and walked 
about as well as before. The whole of this had 
nothing in it of Reality, but was only executed with 
ſuch Addreſs and Activity, that the Spectators were 
cheated by a Change of Objects, the true Child being 
imperceptibly withdrawn, and an artificial Image, 
the Cavity of which was fill'd with Blood, and ſo 
ſlightly joined, as to break to Pieces in the Air, 
was thrown up in its ſtead, The true Child appear- 
ing again, as ſoon as I had placed together, the ſeem- 
ingly mangled Limbs, and rub'd them with my Oint- 
ment. 


I continued to lead this Libertine kind of Life for 
about three Years, during which, I enjoyed all the 
Satisfaction imaginable. We viſited almoſt every 
Town in Indian. Afterwards we went to Candahar, 
and at laſt to Hiſpaban. As this City was a Place 
where Debauchery was carried to the utmoſt heigth, 
and as there was a great Number of Women therein, 
whoſe Merit did not conſiſt in their Virtue, it would 
have been a Miracle, if I had continued conſtant to 
the Miſtreſs aſſigned me by our Society, My Com- 
rade and I refus'd not one Day to accompany ſome 
young Lords in a Party of Pleaſure, their Deſign 
was to viſit one of thole Women, who had diſtin- 
guiſh'd herſelf by a very extraordinary 5 
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duct; for after amaſſing together a vaſt deal of Mo- 
ney by her Profeſſion, ſhe had taken a Reſolution to 
perform Pennance for her Faults, and in order to 
expiate them, made a Pilgrimage to Mecca; after her 
Return from which, ſhe bought ſix Slaves, whom ſhe 
let out Hiſpaban by the Hour, by the Day, or by 
the Week, as the Cuſtom is in Perſia, giving all the 
Money ſhe procured by this kind of. Traffick to the 
Poor, believing that fhe thereby perform'd a moſt 
Religious Act, and a Thing highly Meritorious in 
the Eyes of our Prophet. This Woman, tho' ſhe 
was now Thirty-ſix Years of Age, retained ſtill a 
great deal of Beauty, and as the Difficulty of grati- 
tying them always increaſes our Paſſions ; ſo one of 
the young Lords inſtead of looking favourably on 
the Slaves, who were certainly both younger and 
handſomer than the Miſtreſs, made ſuch Propoſitions 
to the Woman herſelf, as would certainly have van- 
uiſhed any Perſon, who had not been given up to 
o ſingular a kind of Devotion. She however re- 
fuſed him with great Conſtancy, but perceiving that 
two others inclined to the ſame Thing, ſhe reſolved 
to provide for her own Defence. She ſeiz'd a Pon- 
yard, and holding it in her Hand, declared ſh: would 
plunge it into the Bowels of him, who durſt offer 
zer any kind of Violence. They who were Men of 
Quality thought this was all Artifice and Grimace, and 
therefore her firſt Suitor inſtantly endeavoured to catch 
her in his Arms, but ſhe prevented him by a Blow, 
which laid him dead at her Feet. This accident aſto- 


niſhed us all, and ſo much enrag'd one of his Friends, 


that taking his Sabre in his Hand, he in the firſt 'Tranſ- 
port of his Paſſion, cut the unhappy Woman to Pieces, 
making her thereby a miſerable Victim of an ill-regue 
lated Devotion, Her Slaves ſeeing their Miſtreſs wel- 
tering in her Blood, fill'd the Houſe with their Cries, 
which were ſo piercing, that they. alarmed the whole 
Neighbourhood, and drew a vaſt Concourſe of People 
round about the Houte, 


IN 
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Ix a Short Time the Doors were open, and the Cady 
with his Archers being entered we were all arreſted. 
This Adventure had made too much Noiſe, not to re. 
quire ſome Example; but all theſe young Lords were 
very Potent, the Judge tearing the Reſentment of their 
Families, releaſed them on their Parole, and my Com- 


rade and I, who where perfectly innocent, were con- 
ducted to Priſon,

WD no Relation at San, who would re- 
_ quire Vengeance for her Death; We 
were according to the Per/ian Law to have been imme- 
diately diſcharged, and there was the greater Rexſon 
becauſe the Women of the Houſe acknowledged, 
that we were no ways acceſſary to the Murder; but 
the Cady not ſo much to puniſh the Offe: ce commit- 
ted, as to awe the young Libertines of the Court from 
ſuch Ditorders, which till then had been frequent 
enough, adjudging us to a new kind of Puniſtiment, 
which was that of being Whipt from the pritcipal 
Gate of the City to the Houſe of the Deceaſed ; in 


Vain 
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vain did the Chief of our Troop endeavour by all the 
$ubmiſtions poſſible to avert this Sentence, but not ha- 
ring Money enough to corrupt the iniquitous Judge who 

aſſed it, we were without Pity carried to the Place 
where our Sufferings were to begin, 'The two poor 
Women who were our Companions in our Society, per- 
ceiving that our Chief was not able to help us by his 
Intreaties, bethought themſelves of a Method, which 
to them appeared more likely to ſucceed. They found 
out the Cady who was appointed to whip us ; they of- 
fered the Fellow a conſiderable Gratuity in Caſe he 
would treat us favourably, giving him in Hand four 
Pieces of Gold by way of Earneft, The brutal Villain 
promiſed all they could with; but inſtead of performing 
it, he diſcharged his Office with ſuch Severity, that 
our Shoulders flowed with Blood, and after under a 
Pretence of providing againſt a Mortification, the 
waſhed us with Vinegar, wherein Salt had been diſſolv'd; 
and notwithſtanding all our Tears, Cries, and Suppli- 
cations, rubb'd it with unneceſſary Severity into our 
Wounds ; to which he added, a barbarous Stroke of 
Railery : Telling us, that he had not taken ſo much 
Pains, if they Women had not given him four Pieces of 
Gold for his Trouble. 


ArrTEexr ſuffering this cruel Puniſhment, which 
we had little deſerved ; we had by no means an Incli- 
nation to ſtay longer at /pahan. I therefore that ver 
Day quitted the Mountebank Company; my old Com- 
panion not caring to leave me, we left the Town to- 
gether, loading the Cady with our Curſes, and re- 
ſolving in ourſelves to be revenged if poſſible. It 
happened luckily enough that we had each of us fiſty 
Pieces of Gold in our Pockets when this happened ; 
we inſtantly changed our Habits, and were ſupply'd 
by certain Jews who deal in ſuch Things, with the 
Habits of Calendars ; the Road we took was that of 
Sebiras, we continued our March for four or five 


Hours 
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Hours, and ſtopped in the Evening at a pretty large 
Town, which however had not ſo much as a Cara- 
wanſera in it. At laſt obſerving a good old Man 
ſtanding at his Door, we addreſſed him, and defired 
he would either afford us, or ſhew us where we might 
have a Lodging. As the Man happened to be no 
better than a poor Carpenter, he made us an Offer of 
his Houſe with a great Frankneſs and Civility; we 
thereupon gave him a Piece of Gold to go and get 
ſomething for us to eat, he accepted it, and went to 
perform his Commiſſion ; after having ſhewed us into 
the lower Room. 'There the firſt Obje& that preſented 
itſelf to our Eyes was the Cady's Officer, who had 


treated us ſo cruelly, but as he never had ſeen us be- 


fore we came under his Hands, and as we had changed 
our Habits, he had not the leaſt Knowledge of us; 
and the Carpenter returning with our Proviſion, we 
found that he knew as little of the Man as ourſelves, 
we therefore failed not in any Point of Civility to 
him; nay, we invited him to take Part of our Com- 
mons. At Supper we were all very gay and merry to- 
gether, our Landlord having provided a Roaſt Lamb, 
andiſome excellent Wine, of which we drank heartily, 
and at Night ſlept all together in one Chamber; my 
Comrade and I lay upon a Mattreſs by ourſelves, and 
we did not ſuffer Sleep to cloſe our Eyes, *till we had 
concerted a Method to take Vengeance of the Raſcal 
who had a Share on our Landlord's Bed, 


Wx were apprized of his intending to be gone the 
next Day on a Journey, therefore I aroſe pretty early 
in the Morning and bought a large Broom, which 1 


brought in under my Habit, and having divided it into 


three Parts, my Comrade and I taking each of us a 
good Handful of Rods, and entering briſkly his Room, 
the Landlord being got up, we firlt ſtript ourſelves to 
the Waill, and then fell without Mercy upon him, 
whoſe Head was ſcarce cool ſince Yeſterday's Debauch, 
The Wretch was exceedingly amaz'd when we * 
c 
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who we were; in vain did he throw himſelf at our 
Feet, and by the moſt moving Intreaties endeavour 
to ſofen our Reſentment, we had jult as much Com- 
paſſion for him, as he had for us, and in a little Time 
we reduced him into ſuch piteous Condition, as would 
have melted any Hearts unhardened, by the Deſire of 
Revenge, By this Time I had uſed a Couple of the 
Rods, and wetted them pretty thoroughly in the Fel- 
low's Blood; his Cries however, alarmed the Car- 
penter and all the Neighbours, who came running to 
enquire into the Matter, believing we were cutting 
one anothers 'Throats, as we had {hut the Door faſt, 
and cry*d out all alike, the People inſtantly broke in, 
and ſeeing us all in ſuch a Condition, were in a won- 
derful Surprize. * There is nothing in this Gentle- 
* men hid my Comrade) which ought to amaze you 
* ſo much, this Man had a great Inclination to be; 
© come a Calender, as well as we, on this Diſcourſe 
we informed him, that great Patience and Reſig- 
* nation were requir'd to paſs thro' our Noviciate; 
* he ſmiled at the Gravity of our Expreſſions, and to 
* ſhew how great a Stock of paſſive Courage he had, 
«« propoſed that we ſhould laſh one another aſcer 
„the Manner you ſee we bore the Laſhes he 
© gave us till our Shoulders were raw, without 

Peaking a Word ; but aftcr having treated us fo 
* cruelly, we no ſooner began to laſh him, but he 
* roared out loud enough to have raiſed the whole 
„Town. Judge you then, if this Man will ever 
make a good Calender; the People hearing this, of- 
© fered no longer to inteipoſe. The poor Devil at- 
© tempted to Break for himſelf, but we made ſach a 
Noiſe that he could not be head; the Neighbours 
* encouraged us to hold him, but we laid on to furi- 
„ ouſly, that at laſt he fell down without Senſe ; 
„which Opportunity we took to ſecure the four 
Pieces of Gold, and left him to the Charity of the 
People“. 
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I need not tell you, that we made all the Haſte ima- 
ginable from this Town, that we might be far enough 
out of Reach, before the Truth of our Adventure was 
diſcovered. Thus habited as Calenders, we led our old 
kind of Life rambling about, thro' almoſt all the great 
Towns in Per/ia, for the Space of a Year and a half, 
where we enjoyed the utmoſt ſenſual Pleaſure, tho' to 
outward Appearance, we maintained an Air of Sanctity 
and Mortification; an Art, too commonly practiced by 
cunning Debauches, not in Perfa only, but all the 
World over, 


As Time had not at all leſſened the Spite I bore 
the Cady of Iſpaban, or extinguiſhed the violent De- 
fire I had to be revenged of him, I could not help 
fancying, that Lime and our Dreſs, would ſo ef. 
fetually have diſguiſed us, that we might venture 
into that City, without being diſcovered ; but my 
Comrade, who was a Man of greater Solidity, eafily 
diſcerned the Dangers to which ſuch an Attempt 
muſt of Neceſſity expoſe us; theſe he ſet before me 
in the ſtrongeſt Light; but when he found that this 
did not alter my Reſolution, thinking the Deſign too 
dangerous to embark in, he lett me to run the Riſque 
by myſelf. I returned then to Jhaban, where the 
firit News I heard, was, that the Executioner was 
dead of the Blows we had given him, which did not 
a little rejoice me, being thereby delivered from the 
Fear of being diſcovered by him, as well as from the 
Dread of any Revenge he might take of me. Secure 
on this Side, I attended for near a Year, with the 
utmoſt Aſſiduity on the Cady, as often as he heard 
Cauſes, inſomuch, that all the City took Notice of it, 
attributing my Diligence, to a Deſire of becoming a 
Maſter of the true Principles of Equity, becauſe 
that Magiſtrate was eſteemed a very able Man in his 
Profeflion ; nor was this Conduct of mine at all incon- 
ſiſtent with the Character which I had aſſumed ; for as 

il 
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it obliged me to give good Advice to all ſuch Fami- 
lies as entertained me, and to endeavour as much as 
poſſible to promote Peace, Unity and Concord; the 
Study of the Law of Reaſon, and the Cuſtoms of 
Perſia, ſeemed but neceſſary Ingredients for the juſt 
Diſcharge of theſe Duties. However, the Thing ap- 
peared new; other Calenders, tho' very juſt and diſ- 
creet Perſons, had never made Uſe of theſe Precautions, 
and therefore every Body admired my B-haviour in this 
Reſpect; inſomuch, that at laſt my Reputation grew ta 
ſuch a Height, as engaged molt of the Mechanics about 
l/aphan, to chuſe me for an Arbitrator, as often as any 
Differences ſprung up amongſt them. At length Things 
took their Turn I wiſhed, an Opportunity offered of 
gratifying my Revenge, and I took Care not to let ic 
lip. One Day the Cady pronounced a Sentence mo{t 
flagrantly unjuſt, depriving thereby a young Orphan of 
an Eſtate, which belonged to her; and as he miſtruſted 
the Security of his Reward, he had the Indiſcretion to 
take it even in the Seat of Judgment, Upon this 1 
ſtept up to him, and whiſpered him thus in the Ear; 
** Behold a Man, whom you cauſed to be cruelly ſcour- 
* ged, and that unjullly too; behold him, I ſay, after 
three Years Abſence, and receive from him the 
* juſt Puniſhment of thy Crimes”. As I pronounced 
theſe Words, I plunged my Dagger into his Breaſt, 
then dragging him off his Seat, and throwing the 
Body at my Feet, I fat down, with much Compoſure 
in his Place. That Dog ſaid I, to thoſe who food 
round, and who were aſtoniſhed at the Boldneſs of 
the Fact, has juſt now pronounced a Sentence con- 
trary to Law as well as Equity. Inſtead of being the 
Protector of Widows and Orphans, I have for a long 
Time paſt detected him, in Spoiling and Robbing 
them, by which he has acquired immenſe Riches, as 
well as by the coſtly Preſents he received from thoſe 
who put themſelves under his Protection. Hearken 
then to my Deciſſion; in the firſt Place, I reverſe his 
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Judgment againſt the Orphan, and reſtore her to the 
Poſleſſion of her Right. I farther condemn the Party 
bribing him to this unequitable Act, to receive a 
hundred Baſtinado's cn the Soles of his Feet, and that 
upon the Spot, that Men may be deterr'd from tlic 
Commiſſion of ſuch Villanies for the Future.

LA JW HE Cady was hated to fuch a Degree, 


even by his own Slaves, for his Severity 


17 | and ſordid Avarice, that the offered not 
bc make the leaſt Stir upon this Occaſion ; 
SR and as all Zan had teltify'd a great 

Re ſpect for me, fo no Body attempted to 
avenge the deceaſed Judge. On the contrary, all the 

World applauded my Courage, declared me a Hero, in 
the Boldneſs of my Action!] nay, and ſuffered the Judg- 
ment I had pronounced, to be executed on the Spot. 
But the Sequel was yet more wonderful. The Govern- 
our of Jahan, approved what I had done; and 
having cauied me to be conducted into his Preſence, 
offered me the Poſt of Cady for myſelf ; but I mot 
humbly entreated him to excuſe me from accepting 
of an Office which required ſo delicate a Turn of 
Mind, in Order to the due Diſcharge thereof, ſince 
it was impoſiible not to do great Injuſtice, or not to 


excite abundance of Eremies, by doing Juſtice ſeverely 
and 
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and without Reſpect of Perſons. © My Lord, ſaid 
« I, the Poſt you are ſo good to offer me, ought not 
* only to be filled by a Perſon of very great Capa- 
* city, but likewiſe by one, who has a very ſtrict 
Eye on his own Actions. He is in the ſame State 
* as the Driver of a Chariot, drawn by fix Fleet- 
* Horſes; he muſt know how to guide them, even 
* with a looſe Rein; for the leaſt Check in their Ca- 
* reer, would precipitate him from his Seat, and per- 
** haps daſh him in Pieces: Theſe, Sir, are the Re- 
* flections which hinder me from accepting this Ho- 
* nour; but no doubt, another may be found, of 
* a morecnterprizing Spirit, who will venture there- 
« on, and run all Risks“. 


Tus Refuſal of mine, ſtrack the Governour with 
Surpriſe ; he could not help admiring the Modeſty ; 
wherefore giving me an hundred Crowns by Way of 
Preſent, he permitted me to retire. 


Bor notwithſtanding theſe Pretences, it was not 
from any Principle of Honeſty, that I refuſed fo lu- 
crative an Employment; the Truth was, I was in 
great Fear, that ſome Time or other, it might be 
found out, that I had been whipp'd through the Ci- 
ty; beſides, I had ſome Suſpicions, that the Rela- 
tions of the Cady, whom I had murdered, might cauſe 
me to be Aſſinated, wherefore I inſtantly quitted 7/- 
pahan, with Intentions to go and viſit the famous City 
of Per/epalis, and the celebrated Temple which Soh- 
mon is {aid to have built, I had read in the Book 


called, The I anders done by the Prophets, that that Sul- 


tan becoming aa Idalater, thro' the Perſwaſions of 
his Queen, who was the Daughter of Faro, who 
was of the Religion of the Gubres, i. e. Perſces, or 
Is 0:jpippers of Fire; but not cariny to prohaue the 
Temple of 'Feruſ/alem, by erecting therein any Altar 
to theſe Idols, he commanded the Oe, to go and 
build a noble Palace, whereia his Queen might per- 
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form the Ritcs of her Religion, and to ere there 
'Fombs for her and her Poſterity, Nine Years were 
the Demons employed in Building this Edifice, and 
not having ſfnimed it in that Time, the Queen died, 
on which that Monarch commanded them to proceed 
no farther, and contented himſelf with laying in 
thoſe Sepulchres, the prodigious Treaſures he had 
amaſled. | 


So mwuny, bod ſo great Wonders were ſufficient 
to excite a {irong Curioſity in me; I travelPd therefore 
with all the Speed imaginable, *till J reach'd Per/epolts, 
where having viewed thoſe ſurprizing and ſtupendious 
Ruins, which have rendered that Country famous; I 
could not hep believing as well as others that it was im- 
poſlible they tould have been rais'd by human Hands. 
1 then entci'd into the Subterranean Tombs, which 
are {414 to be ſtill guarded by thoſe Genii whom Solomon 
employed to Build them. Afterwards I made two Jour- 
ncys to a famous Mountain, which ſeems a large Maſs 
of Rock, very ſteep on every Side. It is ſomewhat 
more than half a Mile round, on its Summit there riſes 
a fort of a Tower, in which one ſees Windows as in a 
Fort, but there is no Entrance that is apparent. This 
unaccountable Work, which is called Cala à dive ſe 
Fid, that is, the Caſtle of the white Demon, is look'd 
upon to be the Tomb of the Giant Ruſlem, The In- 
habitants of the Country about this Mountain, aſ- 
ſured me, that they had a Tradition, that in this 
Place, the far greater Part of King Solomon's Trea- 
ſures were ſhut up. Mov'd with this Account, I 
took ſeveral walks round it, on Purpoſe to ſee if it 
were not poſſible to find ſome way in; my Pains were 
to no Purpoſe, and I was at laſt obliged to retire to- 
wards a neighbouring Village, but being ſurpriz*'d by 
the Night, I laid down under a Tree, in order to ex- 
pect the return of Day-light. The Stories of the 
Mountain no way diſturbed me ; I was weary with 


walking, 
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walking, and very ready to go to Reſt; but juſt as I 
began to cloſe my Eyes, I ſaw a Light, which by De- 
orees grew very bright at the Foot of the Mountain 
notwithſtanding I was a good deal ſurprized at this un- 
expected Sight, yet I roſe and ran towards it, when I 
came up, 1 found it proceeded from the Flambeaux, 
which was carried by a little Man, towards whom, as I 
drew near, I perceiv'd he was entering a ſubteraneous 
Paſſage, which I, notwithſtanding all my induſtry, 
could not diſcover the Day before. He beckon'd to me 
to follow him, which when I had a little recollected my 
Spirits, I did; we went down together for ſome Time 
into the Mountain, at laſt we travers'd a long Alley of 
black Marble, but ſo finely poliſh'd, that it had the 
Appearance of a Looking-Glaſs ; having paſs'd this in 
the Space of a Quarter of an Hour, we reach'd a large 
Hall, where we found three Men ſtanding Mute, and 
in Poſtures of Sorrow, they were Jooking earneſtly on a 
triangular Table, whereon lay a Book, with Claſps of 
Gold, on its Back was this Inſcription, Let no Man touch 
this Divine Treatiſe that is not perfectiy pure. 


Tur little Man whom I had followed, had not 
hitherto broke Silence, but now bid me fit down by 
thoſe three Perſons, I heard him with Surprize, but 
obey'd him. I with (ſaid I to one of them) that this 
Peace may continue always among you. Peace 1s ba- 
niſn'd from theſe ſad Places (reply'd the Eldeſt of the 
Three) with an Air of Sternneſs. If Peace be not 
here (anſwered I affrighted) what are you, and what 
do you here? We wait ſaid the Second, in this Se- 
pulchre for the juſt Judgment of God. You are then 
continued I, great Sinners. Alas, cry'd the third, we 
are continually tortured for the evil Actions we have 
done, fee what a wretched State we are in; then 
they unbutton'd their Waiitcoats, and through their 
Skin, which appear'd like Chryſtial, I ſaw their Heart 
compaſs'd with Fire, by which, tho' they were burnt 
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without ceaſing, yet they were never conſumed ; I then 
was at ro Loſs for the Reaſon of their looking fo gaſhly, 
and affrighted, and for all thoſe Signs of Agony, which 
were pamted in their Faces, it was impolilible for me 
to look on theſe miterable tormented Men without Com- 
paſſion ; the Man who had conducted me thither, per- 
ceived it. You ee, ſaid he, their Puniſhment, but you 
do not know their Crimes 3 draw that Curtain, aud you 
may fatis'y your Curioſity.

The Hisroxy of the Blind Man of 
CRHITUN 


HAD no ſooner drawn the Curtain, 
then I ſaw a large Table, wherein 
ſeveral Actions were painted, and 
that in Colours ſo bold and vivid, 
that the Figures ſeemed alive ; I could 
eaſily diſcern therein theſe three Perſons, 
who were repreſented perpetrating the moſt deteſtable 
Facts; in a Word, the whole was a Scence of Robberies, 
Murders and Burnings, too numerous for me to. enter 
into the Detail of. Atthe Sight of theſe particular Re- 
preſentations of their Crimes, inſtead of looking with an 
Air of Repentance, I could fce Joy ſpread over their 
Faces, inſomuch, that it was very apparent that theſe 
Men of Blood would have returned to their former Courſe 
of Life, if they had been at Liberty; I was ſo inrag'd at 
the beholding ſuck Iniquity, that I could not bridle my 
Paſſion, Wretches (ſaid 1) ſince your Lives were one con- 
tinued 
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tinued Scene of Rapine, Diſſoluteneſs, and Bloodſhed, 
inſtead of Satisfaction, your Countenances ſhould ſhew 
Shame and Grief, for that unworthy Conduct, you had 
of yourſelves while upon Earth. 


Axp why do you inſult us (ſaid he who ſpoke laſt) 
come look on the other Side of the Table; ſ:ying this, 
he ſtruck it a Blow with his Hand, which turned it 
upſide-down, when to my extream Sorrow, I perceived 
every Circumſtance of my Life, as diſtinctly painted, my 
ſottiſh Preſumption, when firſt Phyſician to the Satan 
of Chitor, the Puniſhment]I receiv'd, the different Con- 
ditions through which I paſſed all my Debauckeries, 
were expreſſed to the Life; I ſaw the Scrvant of the 
Cady cover'd over with Strokes, and reſigning his Life 
in Agonies, and the Cady himſelf pierc'd to the Heart 
with my Ponyard, Iying at my Feet, weltering in a 
Torrent of his own Blood. At this Inftant, it is impoſ- 
ſible to expreſs the Agony I was in; however I hnmblied 
myſelf to the Prophet, and with a ſincere Heart, beg'd 
that my Patience might attone for my paſt Faults, 
I alſo implored a Puniſhment here on Earth, where- 
by I might attone for my Offences, and that thereby 
might eſcape thoſe Puniſhments which a- wait Inh- 
dels. I had ſcarce brought forth theſe Words, 
which I accompanied with a Flood of Tears, but the 
little Man gave me a Blow in the Face with his light- 
ed Flambeaux: There {aid he, do Pennance for thy 
Crimes for ſeven Years, do not Murmer, but expect 
all Things from the Pity and Mercy of Heaven, and 
then I heard a Clap of Thunder, ſo long, and fo 
loud, that I thought all Nature was ſhaken to Pieces. 
I funk into a Swoon, from whence when I recover- 
ed, I had ſcarce Senſe, not knowing where I was, I 
lay on the Ground, till in the Morning I was a- 
Wakened by the Cries of the Mizarets, who ſummon- 

ed rhe People to Prayers. Great Prophet (cry'd I) 
where have I been, where am I, what Darkneſs is 
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this around me? Friend of mine, faid a Man that 
came by, you muſt certainiy be blind, why you are 
lying at the Door of the great Moſque of Chitor, At 
CHilor, ſaid I, nay, I was this Inſtant at Perſepo lis. 
The Man hearing me ſay ſo, fell a Laughing, and 
{aid to another, this blind Man muſt have drank heartily 
Jaſt Night, and the Fames are not out of his Head this 
Morning, or if the Matter be not ſo, he is certainly out 
of his Wits, What ſaid I, am I either Drunk, or 
Mad? No, no, what has happened to me is real: Alas, 
J feel the little Man's Blow has taken away my Eyes, 
but I preſume not to murmer, I ſubmit contentedly, 
and ſhall with Reſignation undergo all that is appointed 
me. Every Inſtant convinc'd me of the Truth of what 
the Man had told me, all thoſe who paſſed by diſcourſed 
in ſuch a manner of their Affairs, as plainly convinc'd 
me I was at Chitzr, As there are many charitable 
People in that City, I got large Alms, but even theſe 
affected me with no ſmall Mortification, to find myſelf 
reduc'd to ſuch Circumſtances, where once none was 
greater than I, except the Sallan and the Vixier. 


Tur Evil J ſuffered was ſufficient to teach me 
to behave with greater Piety for the future. I 
hir'd me a little Chamber in the Suburbs, and did 
not, for the Space of ſeven Years, omit io much as 
one Day paying my Devotion to the Prophet. Every 
Morving I piac'd myſelf at the Dcor of the great 
Maſgue, and remained there *till I got ſufficient Aims 
to buy me Victuals for the Day, and in this Man— 
ner had I waiſted my whole Life; notwithſtanding 
repeated Advices in ſeveral Vitions to go to Ormuz, 
and there recover my Eye-fight : If Albaert, favour'd 
with a like Inſpiration, to extricate me out of theſe 
Miferics, had not come and carried me from thence, 
ſince when by reſtoring my Sight he has convinced me 
that our great Prophet is no longer angry. 
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TuE Adventures of Aboul-4am infinitely diverted 
the Sultanas. The Sultan of Gugarat receiving a ſingu- 
lar Pleaſure from the Recital. The Ladies admired all 
the extraordinary Events in the Life of the Blind- Man, 
and the various Miracles which had happened to him. 
Till as they were talking, the Keeper of the Caravan- 
ſera, came to inform Shirin, that there were juſt arriv'd 
two Perſons exceedingly Handſome, who were in the 
Habits of Merchants, and who teſtify'd a very fincere 
Friendſhip for each other. 'The Court immediately 
gave order that he ſhould bring them into the Palace, 
but the Keeper of the Caravanſera had not waited for 
that Order, he had already given them a Decoction of 
the Bueng, and had cauſed them to be brought into the 
Palace, where they were now juſt ready to awake, The 
Prince and the Suſtauas expreſſed great Impatience to 
ſee theſe two Strangers, and as ſoon as they had Intel- 
ligence that they began to ſhew Signs of Life, they 
Cauſed the Doors to be ſet open: The Sullanas no 
ſooner beheld the two young Men, but they expreſſed 
a great Surprize at their Beauty and fine Mein; as for 
the Strangers, they gaiz'd upon one another with the 
utmoſt Afloniſhment. Ihe Sight of fo magnificent 
a Palace for a while employed all their Attention, 
'til ſuddenly turning their Eyes on the Company, they 
inſtantly ſet up a Cry of Joy, and ran together to 
throw themſelves at the Feet of the Princeſs of 
Per/ia. 


I'r is impoſſible to expreſs the Surprize of Canzade 
wheu the perceived that the two Strangers were the 
Prince of Yi/apmr, and the Sultan of Ormuz ; if the 
Preſence of the Firſt gave her a moſt ſenſible Joy, 
yet tae Fear ſne was ſtruck with at the Sight of the 
other was ſo violent, that ſhe ſell in a Swoon into 
tne Arms of Aarabag. This Accident obliged the 
Sultauas to run to the Aſſiſtance of the Lady; while 
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they were thus employed, Cazan-Can, addreſſed him 
ſelf to her in theſe Words. Fear no longer Ma- 
« dam, the Effects of a Paſſion which at this Moment 
% covers me with Confuſion. No leſs than a Miracle 
* has my dear Siſter deſtroyed thoſe Defires in my 
« Heart, and you are now to regard that Brother, 
„whom you formerly beheld with Horror, as a Perſon 
« worthy of your Pity. Pardon then, fair Canzad;, 
* the Evils you have felt through me. I bluſh not to 
„ acknowledge my Crimes, which are Proofs of the 
* Malignity of the human Heart; but thanks be to 
our Prophet, they are now eradicated, and I am no 
« more that terrible Lover, whom you have ſo much 
„ dreaded. To convince you of the Truth of what I 
*« ſay, I conſent that the Prince of Viſapour may become 
«* your Spouſe, and that with the leaſt Delay imagi- 
“ nable. 


CANZADE was not able to perſuade herſelf that 
what ſhe ſaw was real, ſhe fancied rather that the Furies 
to whom ſhe doubted not but this Palace belong'd, had, 
', Natter her, cauſed the Phantoms to appear, who in a 
ſhort Time would vaniſh again ; what confirmed her 
in this Notion, was the many perfidious Acts of Cazar- 
Can, which rendered very 1mprobable, he ſhould ex- 
preſs himſelf in ſuch a Manner; what appeared Kill 
more extraordinary was the ſtricæ Frieedihip between 
her Lover and her Brother. However, Cothbedin en- 
deavoured to ſooth all her Doubts, and calm all her 
Apprehenſions; for taking her Hand gentiy between 
his, and lifting it to his Mouth, he then addreſſed him- 
ſelf to her in theſe "Terms. © Yes, molt charming Car- 
„ gade (ſaid I) you are no longer to look upon your 
«* Brother as our common Enemy; for he not only 
« gives Conſent ſincerely to our Union, but has for 
„ above three Months paſt, accompanied me in the 
« Search of you, 'till now when beginning to diſpair of 
Sever finding you again, we are, we know not by what 
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happy Accident, brought into your Preſence, and 
that in a Palace more Magnificent than any Thing 
we have hitherto ſeen, and which appears to us ſo 
Grand and Brilliant, that we cannot help believing 
it was built to give us a true Idea of that Paradiſe, 
which is promiſed by our Prophet to thoſe who keep 
his Law in every Point.” 


Tuns Speech having recovered Canzade from 


that Aſtoniſnment in which at firſt ſhe was in, as 
ſoon as ſhe had a little compoſed herſelf, ſhe raiſed 


up 


her Lover and Brother from the Ground, embracin 


the latter tenderly. Ah! my Lord (cry'd ſhe) is it 


then true, that I have recovered in you a Brother 
and a Protector, and will you conſent without Re- 
gret, that I ſhall become the Wife of the Prince of 
Viſapour”? © Yes, my dear Siſter, (reply'd Caxan- 
Can) putting her Hand into that of Colbbedin, I not 
only conſent, continued he, to beſtow you on that 
braveſt and moſt generous of Men, but I alſo moſt 
heartily wiſh to ſee you married, Which would give 
me inexpreſſible Pleaſure“. 


COTHRO B, who all this while had kept Silence, 


now addrefſed himſelf to the Prince who ſpoke laſt, 
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Sultan of Ormux (ſaid he) you ought to return 
your moſt fincere Thanks to Heaven, for extract- 
ing from your Heart that terrible Vice, which as 
it has already drawn many Evils upon you, and 
would infallibly have ſubjected you to grievous Pu- 
niſhments hereafter, ſhould new excite the greateſt 
Penitence, and ſhould incline you to give the 
higheſt Teſtimony thereof, leaſt the heavy Ven- 


geance of the Prophet ſhould again take Place, 


and pour down the moſt dreadtul Judgments on 
thy Head. Put then the Truth of your Conviction 
of Heart, beyond all Diſpute, perfect the generous 
Work which you have begun, by permitting 'the

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« Prince of Fiſapour”. This Advice occaſioned the 
Sultan of Ormuz to remove his Eyes from Canzade, on 
whom they were formerly fixed, and no ſooner had 
he turned them upon the Inan, but he immediately 
ran and proſtrated himſelf at his Feet.

28SY URIOUS at finding a new Obliga- 

| tion conferred upon me, by Cathbedin, 
to whom I owed not only the Reſto- 
ration of my Liberty, but the re-aſ- 
cending with Luſtre the Throne of my 
Anceſtors, to which he had paved the 
Way, by the Death of the Sultan of Balſora, the moſt 
cruel of my Enemies; I determined in my Heart to 
gratify the moſt black and baſe Revenge, and that 
under the Colour of the moſt ſincere Reconciliation 
and ſtricteſt Friendſhip. To this End, I promiſed the 
Prince of Viſapaur, that in Compliance with the mutual 
Affection there was between him and my Siſter, I 
would permit him to eſpouſe her; at the ſame Time 
to give this the better gloſs, I delivered her into his 


Hands, exacting of him an Oath, that he ſhould not 


marry her till after their Arrival ja his native King- 
dom. However, I ſpared no Pains in concerting ſuch 
Meaſures as might fruſtrate all my Promiſes ; for I 
commanded the Captain of a Veſſel, in which he failed, 
to throw him into the Sea, when they ſhould come to 
a certain Streight, which I named to him, and this 
Point ſettled, I thought my Project pretty ſecure ; 
for the Captain after having performed my Orders was 
to bring back my Siſter, and I doubted not but that 
after the Deceale of her Lover, I ſhould find her 

more 
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more willing to comply with my Defire. 'The 
Thoughts of accompliſning what 1 had fo long, and 
ſo earneſtly wiſhed, made me bear, with ſome Degree 
of Temper, the Loſs of Canzade for the preſent ; but 
when the Time in which my cruel Commands might 
have been put in Execution, and my Siſter brought 
back, was expired, I relapſed into my former Inquie- 
tude, and my Paſſion never ſuffered me to enjoy a Mo- 
ment of Repoſe. Ar laſt, rather to gratify Deſpair, 
than from any Hopes of Eaſe, I ordered four Veſſels 
to be equipped, and with them put to Sea, in order to 
ſcour the Ocean in quelt of his darling Beauty, in pur- 
ſuance of this Deſign, we put into ſeveral Ports, but 
without gaining the leaſt Intelligence of what I deſired 
to knew. When ſome Weeks had elapſed in this Man- 
ner, I at length gave Orders to ſteer for the Port of 
Dabul, determining in myſelf to venture even into Viſa-

and other Signs of Fright, addreſſed me in theſe 

Words: 
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Words. Alas! my Lord, we are now in the Seas 
of Oman, and notwithitanding all my Endeavours, 
« the Ship is carried with reſiſtleſs Rapidity towards 
„ the Iſland Ramah, which is inhabited by none but 
Savages, who without Pity devour their Enemies, 
and thoſe who are ſo unfortunate as to be wreck'd 
on their Coaſt; the Current in Which we ride is ſo 
ſtrong, that in a very ſhort Time, in ſpite of all 
« that can be done, we ſhall fall into their Power. It 
js indeed true, that they ſometimes make a Diſtincti- 
on among the Strangers they take; for if any of 
« them are capable of teaching them Arts, and of do- 
« ing them conſiderable Benefits by their Labour and 
Pains, they preſerve them alive, and imploy them. 
„ Nay more, their Slavery continues but for a Set 
c Term, and after that they are ſo generous, as to 
« reſtore them to their Liberty. What I ſay I have 
** not taken upon Truſt, as is too often the Manner 
e of Sailors; for it has been my Misfortune to fall 
* into their Hands, being at that Time Carpenter of 
the Ship, ſo on my coming on Shore, they ſet me to 
« work, I taught them the Art of building ſmall 
« Veſſels, and by that Means eſcaped that cruel 
« Death, which to my Griet I ſaw all my Companions 
« ſuffer”. My Pilot had ſcarce made an End of theſe 
Words, before we found ourſelves cloſe on the Shore, 
and in the midſt of ſixty ſmall Veſſels, filled with 
Barbarians. They preſently boarded us, but when 
we came to make our Defence, we found ourſelves 
ſo weakened with the Toil we had already under- 
gone, that we could ſcarce ſland under Arms; ſo 
that in few Words we became an eaſy Prey to theſe 
barbarous Invaders, to which, perhaps, the Surpriſe 
we were under at what our Pilot had told us, and the 
Suddenneſs of their Attack, might not a little contri- 
bute. When they had us in their Power, they im- 
mediately tied us with Cords, towed our Ship into a 
Creek, and then, obliging us to go into their Boats, 
they carried us to Land, where as ſoon as we arrived, 


they 
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they drove all together in a Body towards a large Cabin 
made of Boards, wherein they confined us for the pre- 
ſent. 


TuE Chiefs of theſe Iſlanders, to the Number of 
Eight, were diſtinguiſhed from the reit, having Caps 
on adorned with Feathers. Of about One Hundred 
Men, which we were, wuen we came on Shore, they 
formed three Companies ; one third were immediately 
put to Death, and the reſt were diſtributed among the 
S..vages. It was my good Fortune to fall into the Hands 
of the ſame Maiter with my Pilot, and when we were 
brought Home to this Chieftain's Houſe, we found 
great Plenty of Veniſon broiled, as is the Cultom among 
uch People. We had, moreover, the good Luck to 
eſcape all Sort of ill Uſage ; tho" we had the Mortifica- 
tion of beholding fix of our Companions have their 
'Throats cut, after which, they embowelled, roaſted 
and eat them, before our Eyes; a dreadful Spectacle, 
whichi I confeſs, I could not behold without the ſtrongeſt 
Terror. 


* HowEveR, I was not without ſome Hopes, 
even in the midſt of this mournful Situation of 
Things; for my Pilot, having, as I have told you, 
been heretofore upwards of two Years a Priſoner in 
this Place, ſo he had in that Time, acquir'd a perfect 
Knowledge of their Language, and was able to con- 
verſe with the ſame Readineſs, as if he had been a 
Native of the Place; to him therefore I had Recourſe 
in this Extremity, and communicated to him in few 
Words, the Project I had formed for our Deliver— 
ance ; “ Since (ſaid I) we are fallen under this great 
* Misfortune, do you endeavour to treat with our 
“ Maſter, as to what we ſhall give him by Way of 
«© Ranſom”. At this Diſcourie, my Pilot could not 
help ſmiling: And what Ranſom is it (ſaid he) 
* that your Mjeſty would have me offer, Gold, 
Pearls, Diamonds, and whatever elſe we hold pre- 
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cious in Perſia, are Things utterly incapable of 
making any impreſſions upon their Hearts. Alas! 
Sir, thoſe Barbarians make Hunting and Fiſhing, 
not only their ſole Buſineſs, but their ſole Delight; 
as to their Paſſions, they have none, but Love and 
Hatred ; for to their own Nation, they are moſt 
compaſſionate and tender, thinking nothing too 
much which they either do, or ſuffer for each a- 
ther. But towards their Enemies, again, they are 
inordinately Fierce, and full of Malice. There is 
no Danger which they have not Courage enough 
to dare, ſo it may be attended with Conqueſt, and 
when once that Conquelt is obtained, they heſitate 
not at taking the moſt cruel Revenges, eſteemin 

it the greateſt Glory and Satisfaction, to ſlay 
eat the Carcaſſes of thoſe whom they have taken in 
War. Judge then, Sir, of the Feaſibility of your 
Project, and be aſſured, that no Scheme can prove 
ſucceſsful, wherein theſe Iſlanders are not conſi- 
dered, in the Light wherein I have repreſented 
them”. You will not, I dare ſay, moſt illuſtrious 


Auditors, make any Queſtion of my failing into the 
molt exceſſive Inquietude, at beholding myſelf, in fo 
Loſt, ſo deſperate a Condition; not to conceal the 
Truth, my Concern was ſo deep, that it implanted the 
ſtrongeſt Signs of Affliction in my Countenance, 
which ſo far moved the Tenderneſs and Compaſſion 
of my Pilot, that in a moſt friendly Matter, he offer- 
ed me his Advice in theſe Words; ** There is not, 
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that I can think off, my Lord, any other Way to 
ſave your Liſe, but this ; you obſerved Yeſterday, 
that our Maſter had an only Daughter, about fif- 
teen Years old, I will prevail on her, to caſt her 
Eyes upon you; if you are happy enough to pleaſe 
her, and ſhe will but ſpeak two Words in your Fa- 
vour, he will adopt you into their Family, you will 
became his Relation, and be ſafe from Danger ; but 
then you muſt reſolve with your ſelf, to fall into 
all the Cuſtoms of this barbarous Nation, and never 


« think 
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de think of returning to Per/fia, any more. In ſhort, 
« would you eſcape the 'I'orments of that horrible 
« Death, which has ftruck your Majeſty with ſuch 
« Amaze: This is the Method you mult take, other- 
« wiſe thoſe horrible Sufferings will be your Lot, as 
« well as they have been that of our Companions”. 


Tur Propoſition of Vagieddin, that was my Pi- 
lot's Name, ſo very much ſurprized me, that 1 was 
not able to make him an Anſwer. He took my Si- 
lence for a tacit Conſent, and ſo left me abruptly. I 
was ſo afflicted, that for ſome Time, I did not perceive 
he was gone ; but as ſoon as I diſcovered I was alone, 
I abandoned my ſelf to the moſt bitter Lamentations ; 
«© What (ſaid I to myſelf) Is it come to this, ſhall I 
„% who have deſpiſed the moſt beautiful Women of 
„% the Eaſt, be reduced for the ſake of ſaving my 
« Life, to make my Court to the Daughter of a 
« Savage, to a Creature no Way diſtinguiſhed from 
« Brute, but-from her Voice and her Figure? Her 
« Figure did I ſay, and why her Figure. Is it not the 
&« moſt frightful, and filthy, that can be imagined ? 
« Juſt Heaven, to what a Miſery am I condemned, 
„ to what a wretched Dilemma am I reduced, either 
* to become the Victim to the Father's Cruelty, or 
* the Object of the deteſtable Deſires of his Beaſt of 
* a Daughter; but ought I not rather to conſider 
< this, as the beſt Judgment of Providence, for my 
«« Diſobedience to the laſt Will of my Father, in 
« perſecuting ſo virtuous a Princeſs as my Siſter, and 
* 1ntreating with ſuch flagrant Ingratitude, a Prince, 
* to whom I had ſo many, and fo great Obligations, 
« yes, yes, certainly it muſt be ſo ; our Prophet has 
appointed this Puniſhment by Way of Expiation””'; 
I had ſcarce finiſhed theſe melancholy Remarks, when 
Vagieddin returned to me; © Good News, good 
* News (cry'd he, my Lord) your young Miſtreſs is 
already not indifferent towards you, by the Con- 
« verſation which I have had with her; I dare ſay 

there 
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ie there will be no Difficulty to perſuade her to ſpeak 
&* to her Father, to teltify her Affection for you, and 
* to ſave you from following our Companions”. 
« Ah, my Friend (cry'd I) into what a terrible Di- 
« freſs am I falling, what ſhall the Sultan of Ormux 
« marry bimſelf to a Monſter, no, I had rather ſuf- 
*« fer a hundred Deaths”? The Pilot was prodigi- 
ouſly ſurpriſed at my Anſwer. My Lord (ſaid he) 
« in ſeeing you ſo afflicted, I remember with Plea- 
& ſure, that I have not told you the Manner in 
« which Marriages are celebrated in this Country, 
which I aſſure you are not ſolemnized near ſo ſoon 
as you may imagine; and in ſhort, I don't know a 
better Expedient for obtaining our Liberty, Fear 
not, therefore, to eſpouſe Agariata (for that was 
the Name of Micapous, my Maſter's only Daugh - 
ter) I aſſure you the Conſummation will not be very

cal Cuſtoms to be complyed with before that Time, 


* and Providence in the intervening Space, may

c Jand”. This Diſcourſe of the Pilot, made me a 
little eaſy again; for hitherto I had not doubted but 
Marriages were celebrated here, with at leaſt as little 
Ceremony, as among us in Perſia ; but when I found 
that I ſhould on the contrary have ſome conſiderable 
Time allow'd me, I began to grow tolerably well 
ſatisfy'd, Following then the Counſel of my Pilot 
who had acquainted our Maſter with the Inclination his 
aughter had for me; the next Night I went 
into the Cabin of Agariata, whom I pulled by the 
Noſe three Times, to make her wake, which I was 
inform'd was an eſſential Ceremony, and a Thing I 
was not to omit.

As the Whole of our In- 
terview was conducted with great Modeſty and De- 
corum, I retir'd mighty well fatisfy'd with the Be- 
| haviour 
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haviour of my young Miſtreſs ;. and every Night, for 
two Months, 1 was obliged to renew the ſame Sort of 


Courtſhip. 


DvuRr1NG the Courſe of theſe nocturnal Gallan- 
tries, I was told that two of my Subjects were to be 
eaten at a great Feaſt, which was to be made in the 
Family of Michapous ; I reſolved to ſpeak of it to his 
Daughter. Fair Agariata (ſaid I) by my Pilot, all 
« the People who are made Slaves with me, are my 
“ Children, and conſequently yours; I was their 
« King, while in my own Country, nor do I know 
« what they have done to your Father, to be treated 
« with ſuch Barbarity ; if you have any Regard for 
* me, let it be ſhewn in preſerving their Lives, which 
& in Truth will not a little contribute to preſerve my 
*© own”. While I was thus ſpeaking by the Help of 
Vagieddin, I could not prevent the Tears trickling 
down wy Cheeks, this ſo moved Agariata, that ſhe 

romiſed to intercede for thoſe unhappy Wretches ; 
2 Interceſſion had all the Weight that could be wiſh'd 
for, from that time forwards, not only her Father 
cauſed no more to be put to Death, but he even pre- 
vailed with the reſt of the Iſlanders to treat my Sub- 
jects with the ſame Humanity. 


I x this unfortunate Situation of my Affairs, my 
Thoughts ſuffered me not to take the leaſt Quiet for 
uneaſy Reflections. My unnatural Paſſion for Canzade 
was not yet extinguiſhed, and my Fury redoubled 
whenever I remembered that I myſelf had given her 
to the Prince her Lover, which was the ſole Occaſion 
of my leaving Ormuz, and being Shipwreck'd on this 
Iſland. It happened one Night after having been 
pretty much fatigu'd by Hunting, and after I had 
paid my Devoirs to Agariata, I retired to my Cabbin, 
and fell into a very profound Sleep on my Bed of 
Skins, However the Soundneſs of my Repoſe did 
not hinder my Afflictions from recurring ſtrongly on 


my 
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my Brain, from whence I fell into a Viſion, wherein I 
imagined, that I ſaw my Siſter holding Cthbed': by 
the Hand, and looking upon him with an Air of Ten- 
derneſs ; while he with the utmoſt Paſſion, pronounced 
Vows of Fidelity. In a violent Agitation of Mind, 
wherewith I was ſurprized at this Sight, I ſnatch'd up 
my Sabre and was going to Sacrifice them both to my 
Reſentment; when in that Inſtant a venerable old Man 
ſtaid my Arm, whoſe Appearance was exactly the ſame 
with yonder grave Perlen, who juſt now joined the 


Hands of Cothbedin and Cauxade.

„ (cry'd he) what dreadful Dream is it that has thrown 
you into ſuch a Condition”? Ah! (cry'd J) it is 
* no Dream, I am in reallity mortally wounded, and 
as I pronounced theſe Words, I clapt my Hand 
* to my Heart”, Upon this he brought the Lamp 
near the Bedſide, he and I were both Surprized at 
finding a Scar in my Side, which was ſtill bloody, but 
what added more to wonder was, that after my 
Pain abated, I found that horrible Paſſion, which he- 
therto, I had had for my Siſter intirely vaniſhed, and 
no more than innocent Affection remaining in its 
Place. I felt alſo a ſincere Contrition for my enor- 
mous Ingratitude towards the Prince of Viſabour, and 
a full Senſe of that Love and Reſpect which was due 
to him, for the mighty Favours he had done me; 
Tay, I was fo ſenſible of an intire and perfect Change 
that I wiſhed for nothing more, than to ſee that gal- 
lant young Man, in order to aſſure him of my un- 
feigned Eſteem and Friendſhip, as well as of my full 
Conſcnt to eſpouſe the molt virtuous and molt be auteous 
Princeſs Canzade my Siſter. 


I revolved in my Mind almoſt continually this ſo 
ſingular Event, and giving ana intire Credit to the 
Promiſes of that reverend Sage. I lived in Hopes 
that it would not be long before I ſaw an End of my 
Slavery; when one Night I ſaw in a Dream the 2 
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good Man, who preſented to me the Picture of a beau- 
tiful young Woman ; adding at the ſame Time, behold 
the Perſon whom you are deſtined to efpoule; *tis ſhe who 
mult blot out of your Remembrance tic Idea of Canzade 
to whom however Jaſſure yon, ſhe is not inferior in Me- 
rit, I could not forbear looking on the Picture with 
Admiration, and from that time forward, never thought 
of my Love to Canzade, without the utmoſt Horror. 
In this Situation were things when the two Months ap- 
pointed for the Ceremonies previous to my Marriage, 
drew to a Cloſe, and Vagieddin put me in mind that it 
was now high Time for me to make my Application to 
Michapoxs, in Relation to this important Point. 


Followinc the Counſel of my Pilot, I went 
at Night into his Cabbin, and having awaked him, I 
preſented him with a lighted Pipe, which he took, 
and my Interpreter intreated him in my Behalf to a- 
dopt me into his Family, and to give me the beauti- 
ful Agariata in Marriage. He made Anſwer, that 
he would communicate the Affair to his Relations, 
and having ſaid this, he made a Sign to us to with- 
draw. I could not help expreſſing the Concern I was 
under, at {:cing myſelf in theie deplorable Circumſtan- 
ces wherein it was impoſſible for me to avoid Miſery, 


either from a Ccteltable Marriage, or from the Fury of 


an incenſed Maſter, who on my putting a Slight on 
him, would not fail to wreck his Vengeance on my un- 
happy Subje s; neither ſpared I in the midſt of theſe 
Reflections, giving a full Looſe to my Sorrow in the 
moit pitiful Exclamations. Come, come my Lord, 
„ reply'd Fagieddin, ſuppoſe you ere married to this 
young Girl, do you forget that is in your own Pow- 
er to avoid living with ber, as is common tor mar- 
ried People to do; ceaſe then to torment and vex 
yourſelf about Evils, that perhaps may never hap-

ago, that Marriages here are very differently per- 


2 formed 


pen; bear ſtill in your Mind what I told you long 
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* formed from what they are in Per//a. It is difficult 
* for you to believe how much Continence is excr- 
* ciſed in this Iſland ; for tho' according to the Law 
«« of the Country, a Man may conſumate his Marriage 
« after four Days, yet as a Mark of Reſpect, it is com- 
mon for them to abſtain from the Company 
« of their Wives for ſix Months at leaſt ; nay, 
« after you come together in the ſame Cabbin, 
«« ſpeaking little, and not attempting to careſs her, 
« will be thought the Effect of Modelty, and a juſt 
« Senſe of the Honour done you; ſo that it will be 
« till towards the End of the Year before it will 
* be expected that mutual Tenderneſs paſs between 


“vou. 


Tu new Aſſurances which I received from Va- 
ieddin, gave me a little Peace of Mind, and the 
Cuſtoms which he had thus ſeriouſly averred to me, 
were in uſe among theſe Iſlanders, made me conceive 
{till ſome hopes of Deliverance. In the mean Time 
the Family of Mzichapeus accepted the Propoſals I 
had made, ſo I was conſtrained to celebrate my 
Eſpouſals with Ag iata: I ſhall not relate the Cir- 
cumitances of that Ceremony, becauſe I would not 
treſpaſs upon your Patience; the Thing which to 
me appeared moſt ſingular, was the greaſing my Hair 
with Bears Oi], with which they alſo beſmear'd wy 
Face to ſuch a Degree, that I made the moſt frightful

A11 that my Pils: had told me prov'd ſtrictly 
true; my Coldneſs for my new Bride had a very good 
Effect, for they looked upon my Countenance as a 
Mark of profound Reſpect for their Family, whereby 
the Savages were ſo much won to my Party, that they 
took ſeveral of my Subjects to become the Huſbands of 
their Daughters, treating them with the utmoſt Kind- 


neſs and Affection. 
Ir 
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Ir was not above 15 Days after my Eſpouſals, that 
one of the Chiefs of the Nation having invited the reſt 
to a great Feaſt, I went thither with Michapous, At this 
Entertainment we were informed that another Savage 
Nation, with whom they were at Enmity, meditated 
an Expedition into their Country, for which Reaſon it 
was adviſable to march immediately againſt them, and 
ſurprize them. "Theſe People as Vagicddin had inform'd 
me, had a very martial Genius, or rather a moſt paſſio- 
nate Love for Fighting ; which inclined them to carry 
Fire and Sword into the 'Territores of thoſe againſt whom 
they made War, it is not therefore to be wonder'd, that 
the Propoſition which I have mentioned was received 
with great Joy. They reſolved to depart on the Mor- 
row, and as Michapaus had carried Vagieddin with me to 
ſerve for my Interpreter, by him therefore I demanded 

miſſion to accompany them in this Excurſion, at 
the Head of my remaining Subjects, who were about 
Thirty in Number, They readily accepted my Offer, 
and returned us our Arms, which we had not had 
fince our coming into Slavery. I alſo prevailed on 
them to let us have the Sabres of thoſe Per/fians, who 
had periſhed on our firſt coming into the Iſland, and 
theſe Preparations being made, after taking leave of 
Agriata, I joined the Army, which conſiſted of about 
Five Hundred Men, which advanced with great Intrey 
pidity in ſearch of their Enemies. 


ArTER a March of fix Days, our Spies inform- 
ed us, that they had in the foregoing Night obſerved a 
conſiderable Stir in an adjacent Wood, about which, 
at certain Diſtances they had ſeen the Glimerings 
of ſeveral Fires; we thereupon made a Halt, it was 
now thought convenient to call a Council, in which, 
as there was a hollow Way between us and the Ene- 
my, I by Fagieddin my Interpreter, propoſed to at- 
tack them in that narrow Place, thro* which they 
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would be oblig'd to paſs, and that this might be done 
with greater Effect, I ſuggeſted a Diviſion of our Troope, 
and their laying themſelves flat on their Bellies behind 
the riſing Ground, ſo that they might be able to ſtart 
up and attack the Enemy on all Sides. My Scheme 
vas ſo exactly purſued, and ſo vigorouſly executed, that 
of Eight Hundred Men, who were marching to invade 
us, ſcarce Fifty Eſcaped ; it is true, they were fo aſto- 
niſhed at the Slaughter we made with our Sabres, that 
they loſt all Heart from the very Moment of our Attack, 
left us nothing more to do than to put to Deu th ſo many 
frighted unreſiſting Men, who look'd upon themſelves 
as given up to Slaughter, beyoud the Power of their 
own Courage to ſave them. 


As my Subjects, at the Head of whom I fought, 
performed Prodigies of Valour, the Iſlanders regard- 
ed us as the chief Authors of their Victory, which 
as it was every way compleat, occaſioned our being 
carreſſed in an extraordinary Manner. After having 
celebrated the happy Succeſs of that Day by Songs 
and Dances, and after having ſpoiled the dead Bo- 
dies of our Enemies, we took the Rout towards our 
own Plantations. When we had reached the Neigh- 
bourhood of an agrecable Wood, we determined to 
paſs the Night there, and as we thought ourſelves 
perſcaly ſaſe, we indulged ourſelves in reſting very 
ſecurely ; for my part, 1 flept ſoundly, as did my 
Pilot by my Side; when on a ſudden we found our- 
felves briſkly pull'd, both by the Hands and Feet, 
Gags at the ſame Inſtant being clapt into our Mouths, 
which hindered our apply ing even to thoſe who lay 
next us for any Aſſiſtance; the Rapidity, with which 
we were hurried along, is not to be deſcribed, nor 
could I tell what to make of ſo extraordinary an 
Event, *till Day-light appearing, convinced us that 
we were in the Hands of our Enemies, twelve of 
whom, favour'd by the Obſcurity of the Naga, pac 
ar' 
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dard to undertake, and couragiouſly execute ſo ha- 
zardous an Adventure. 


XXV. EVENING. 


TheSTORY of Sultan CA Z AN- 
CAN. 


OU will eaſily gueſs at our Concern, and 
at the Joy of the Savages on this Occaſi- 
on; they however ungagged us, bound 

aus with ſtrong Ropes, and made us march 

> between them for four Days; at the End 
of which we drew near the Place of 
their Habitation, to which they had before ſent Ad- 
vice of their unfortunate Defeat, and of their ſur- 
rizing us. Vag ieddin and I were under the greateſt 
Uneafineſsof Mind, which increaſed upon us, when the 
reſt of the Barbarians came running out, Men, Wo- 
men and Chiidren, with loud Cries, and repeated 
Attempts with Stones and Sticks to deſtroy us; at 
length however we were brought before the Perſon 
who ſeemed to have the Chief Authority amongſt 
them, who by ſpeaking to the Crowd prevailed on 
them to be quiet; as ſoon as they were a little {till he 
began to ſpeak to them in the following Terms, 
« Behold attentively theſe two Men, their Bravery 
« 1s beyond Expreſſion, at the Head of a ſmall Num- 
ber of Perſons like themſelves, for you ſee they 
differ much from us in Form, they performed 
Wonders, and by their Valour carried over Victo- 
ry to the Side on which they fought. It is theſe 
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who have put to Death your Fathers, your Huſbands, 
«© your Brothers, and your Children: Theſe our Cour. 
% trymen have ſurprized, and on theſe, and theſe only, 
«© are you to vent the juſt Spirit of Revenge, in which 
« you are inflamed for the Loſs of ſo many worthy 

Perſons your near Relations; ſuſpend then fer a few 
Pays your exceſſive Grief, and the Fury which flows 
* therefrom, that we may be at Leiſure to conſider of 
a Puniſhment proportionably cruel to the IIls which 
they have done to us.“ This Diſcourſe had its Effect 
upon the Savages, and ſaved us from immediate Death, 
tho? to reſerve us to a greater Evil; they conducted us 
to a Cabbin, where we were left to ourſelves, they 
guarded however the Door very exactly, and brought 
us twice a Day dry*d Fiſh for our Support, 


As I obſerved Marks of an extraordinary Sadneſs 
in the Face of Yagieddin, I could not help aſking the 
Cauſe of it: My Lord (ſaid he) we are to conſi- 
der ourſelves as Victims devoted, not only to 
Death, but to the moſt cruel that can be invented; 
„ this was*the Purport of the yes you heard the 
© Savage deliver, nor can we doubt that it will be 
put in Execution; we ſhall not (continued he) en- 
„joy Life even in the miſerable Condition we are 
* now in above a few Days; we ſhall then be deli- 
* vered to Tortures, the moſt cruel that theſe Bar- 
* barians can deviſe, and I confeſs that all my Con- 
* ſtancy forſakes me at the very Apprehenſions of them, 
* eſpecially when it recalls to my Memory the dreadful 
Sights of the ſame Kind, which I have ſeen among 
the Savages we have left”. 


Ir the Diſcourſe of my Piht ſtruck me at firſt 
with Surprize, I yet in a Time perfectly recover'd 
myſelf: © Yagieddin, ſaid I to him, recolle& your 
% diſſipated Spirits, and be aſſur'd, that we ſhall not 
s* ſuffer Death among theſe barbarous People; the 

«© great 
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* great Prophet has given me a Promiſe, on which 
« I dare rely, and ] carry near my Heart, the certain 
*« Mark of his Protection, in eradicating from my Soul, 
that fatal Paſſion which has been the Cauſe of all my 
Misfortunes ; beſides, I know that I ſhall again owe 
my Deliverance to the Prince of Viſapour; and tho' 
I am altogether ignorant of the Manner how this 
may be brought about, yet am I ſo far from deſpair- 
* ing, that I confidently expect the Promiſe which 1 
* receiv'd to be punctually perform'd. 


Bur in ſpite of the Scar over my Heart, which 
Jagieddin had examin'd with great Surprize, he could 
not Place the ſame Faith in the Prodigy as I did. 
At firſt my Hopes made him a little eaſy, but he 
quickly ſunk into the ſame Degree of Diſpair, with 
which he was before affected. In fine, after remain- 
ing fifteen Days in this melancholly Condition, we at 
length learnt, that our Puniſhment was to be broil'd 
over a flow Fire; the Manner in which we were in- 
form'd of this, was thus. The Eve of that Day in 
which we were to ſuffer, they came into our Cabbin, 
and put about our Necks certain long Ropes of Cot- 
ton; certain Women afterwards came and dreſs'd us 
out with Favours of different Colours, rending the 
Air with their Cries, and beating the Ground with 
antique Dances; they gave us to underitand, that 
they gave us no Proviſion, becauſe we were to prepare 
for Death to-morrow, which they doubted not we 
would ſufter with a Courage equal to that with which 
we had fought. I aſſure you, Ladies, that I felt at 
this Time a very great Emotion, The Thoughts of 
my Approaching End, itruck me with a chilly Damp, 
and I began then to deſpair of the Protection of the 
Prophet; and what added to- the Miſery of that 
luckleſs Night was, the dreadful Fright of Vagieddin, 
who almolt lot his Wits, I began to utter all I could 
think of for his Conſolation ; 1 exhorted him to re- 
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ſing himſelf to that Fate which it was impoſlible to 
hinder. While I was thus ſpeaking, I by chance caſt 
my Eyes on a Book, half of which ftuck out of the 
Pocket of a Man's upper Garment, which theſe Savages 
had left in our Cabbin. I cannot tel what mov'd me 
to look into it, but upon Inſpection, it prov'd an Aſ- 
tronomical Calendar ; turning it over, I found the Cal- 
culation of an Eclipſe, which was to happen in that 
Month. I aſk'd my Pilot, if he could tell what Time 
of the Moon it was; yes, my Lord, anſwer'd he, 1 
believe I can, I think 1 have kept a pretty exact Ac- 
count, Weexamin'd the whole Calculation with great 
Diligence, and found that the Eclipſe would happen the 
next Day, at about two Hours after Noon ; over-joy'd 
at this, I began to fancy it was not without Mittery, 
that I found this Treatiſe here, on which, however, I 
_— a Plot, and communicated my Intentions to my 
"lot, 


Tu next Day, as ſoon as the Light began to appear, 
the Iſlanders came to our Cabbin, and demoliſh'd it; 
then they ledus along with a Cord about our Necks, and 
another under our Arms, to the very brink of the Sea, 
. JTeaping and ſhouting all the way. There, in a large 
plain Spot of Ground, in which Place the greateſt Part 
of that Nation were aſſembled, they drew us by the 
Cords which were about our Limbs, to a Poſt, about 
fifty Paces from which we ſaw a Fire burning, which 
we apprehended to be the Diety whereto we were to 
be Sacrific'd ; by and by up comes a Savage, with a 
Sort of a Club upon his Shoulder, who addreſs'd himſelf 
to us in theſe Words, © Are not you the two Men 
** who were ſeiz d among our Enemies, and who made 
** ſuch a Slaughter of our Parents and Brethren ; 
** you Cannot deny it, and therefore ſince you are 
** tain into our Hands, we are determin'd to tor- 
ment you in the Manner you deſerve, and ſhall, 
alter hioiling them ſlowly, devour your Limbs 

piece 
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piece by piece.” However Yagieddin might be af- 
fected with Terror, he made a ſhift to pronounce this 
Reply. © If you found us fighting among your Enemies 
it was not that we were attach'd to them by Prin- 
« ciple, or fought as their Allies; no, we were con- 
* ſtrain'd to do what we did; we had no Choice but 
* to fall under their Clubs, or to fight againſt you; for 
de the Truth of which I appeal to the Sun, who firſt 
* kindled that Fire which you adore ; if you continue 
* reſolute in your Purpoſes of putting us to Death, 
that glorious Luminary, who intereſts himſelf in our 
* Behalf, will ſhroud his Head, and leave your Land 
% in Darkneſs. Defer then our Puniſhment, until he 
* hath run two Thirds of his Courſe ; and if by that 
* Time he looſe not his Light, as a Teſtimony to the 
* Truth of what I ſay, then let our 'Tortures be doubled; 
but if that Father of Light, in Teſtimony of our In- 
** nocence, do as I have ſaid, then certainly you will 
** do well to avoid bringing upon yourſelves thoſe Evils 
* which he will undoubtedly ſhow'r down, if you re- 
* ſtore not us to Liberty.” 


Tuns Diſcourſe of Yagieddin, ſeem'd greatly to 
ſurprize the Savages, and the more, becauſe he pro- 
nounc'd the latter Part of it with great Conſtancy 
and Spirit ; they therefore withdrew from us a little, 
and held a Council together ; it laſted ſome Minutes, 
and then they inform'd us, that our Execution was 
put off according to our Deſire; but we were told at 
the ſame Time, that if it proved no more than an 
Invention to amuſe them, we might depend on ha- 
Ving even tnat miſerable Death to which we were 
condemn'd, rendered till more painful, by the Ad- 
dition of new deviſed 'Torments, After this, they 
fell again to their uncouth Sports and Paſtimes, leap- 
ing, dancing and running about, like People out of 
their Senſes, At length the Time fix'd on by Va- 
gieddin drew near, and 1 Savages dragg'd

us near the Poſt, reproaching Yagieddin, all the way, 
as an execrable Impoſter ; calling out to him for 
the Sign which he had promis'd, ridiculing him with 
bitter Taunts and Jeers, while they hurry'd both of 
us to Execution. At laſt we were brought to a little 
Sort of a Theatre, adorn'd after the Manner of theſe 
Savages, with abundance of whimſical Decorations, 
which our preſent Circumſtances would not permit 
us to examine ſtrictly, We were now come pretty 
near the Fire, when we perceiv'd that ſeveral Trees were 
bent a-croſs it, but at a great Diſtance from its Flames. 
We had put upon each of us a kind of Shirt, made 
of the Bark of Trees, not to preſerve us from the Fury 
of that devouring Element, but to render our Pains the 
greater; for it ſeems, they had ſtrech'd their Capact- 
ties to the utmoſt.

As he pronounc'd theſe Words, the Savages turn'd their 
Eyes up towards Heaven, and perceiv'd that growing 
Obſcurity which my Pilot had predicted, 'till by De- 
grees a total Darkneſs blackened the Heavens, and 
AImoſt turu'd the poor Wretches Brains.

The STORY of Sultan CAZ AN-

RING the Space of three Hours, 
at eh 128 which the Eclipſe continued, the Sa- 
vages, Men and Women, contented 
W themſelves with lying flat on the 

| Ground, without ſo much as liftin 
EY up their Eyes; but their Aſtoniſh- 

” ment was very much increaſed, when 

the Day TY up, they found themſelves attacked 
by three Hundred Men, Sabre in Hand, perfectly 
ſtrange in their Appearance, whom taking for Men 
fallen from the Sun, to revenge our Quarrel upon 
them, they, after a ſlight Reſiſtance, fled from, and 
a great Number of them were put to the Sword. 
'agieddin was as much ſurprized at this ſecond Event, 
as the Savages. For my Part, remembring the Pro- 
miſe of the Prophet, I was not altogether ſo much 
amazed, nor did my Surprize increale when I re- 
collected the Prince Cothbedin, ho was at the Head 
of this Party, and who, as ſoon as the Enemy was 
fled, cauſed me to be unbound, and immediately af- 
ter did the ſame Kindneſs to my Pilot. My Lord 
« (cry'd I you ſee once more the Debtor of your 
* Generolity, an unfortunate Monarch, who hath 
e hitherto repaid your former Courteſies with Ingrati- 
« titude and Hatred.” At theſe Words, the Prince 
of Viſapeur ſtopped me. King of Ormus (ſaid he) 
« your Adventures are not unknown to me, I am 
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& extreamly pleaſed that my Expedition has been ſo 
« fortunate; as to your Hiſtory, we will hear it on 
©* Board my Ship, where I dare ſay you will be very 
« glad to refreſh yourſelf after your Fatigues.” We 
immediately put ourſelves amongſt his Men, and 
took the Road to the Sea; juſt as we were departing, 
V agieddin perceiving that the Women and Children 
of the Savages continued ſtill with their Faces on 
the Ground, called them to riſe, and then ſpoke 
to them in the following Words. You ſee the 
« miſerable Fate which theſe unhappy Monſters 
« (pointing to the dead Men) by their Cruelty to- 
„ wards Strangers, drew upon themſelves. Let 
e their Puniſhment. teach you Wiſdom, educate 
« theſe your Children in Principles of Humanity, 
« and thereby prevent their falling juſt Victims to 
& the Vengeance of thoſe ſuperior Beings, who have 
„ already in ſo exemplary a Manner poured forth their 
„% Wrath upon their Parents.” The unfortunate Wo- 
men trembling, and full of Tears, roſe up as ſoon as he 
had done ſpeaking, and retired to their Cabins. We 
immediately doubled our Pace, and in a little Time 
paſſed by the Point of a Promentary, behind which lay 
Cothbeden's Veſſel, into which, when we were got, 
they failed not to ſet before us Water for us to bath in, 
which was indeed very proper, becauſe of the Equi- 
page in which the Savages had put us, afterwards we 
thitted ourſelves, and were accommodated with proper 
Habits, and then ſet down to a Table of good Chear, 
of which we had in Truth very great Need. 


I T's to no Purpoſe, Ladies, to trouble you with 

a long Detail of the 'Thanks I returned to the Prince 
of Viſabour, for the innumerable Favours I had re- 
ceived from him, and the Aſſurances I gave him that 
my Hatred was entirely at an End, and that I fin- 
cere)y conſented to his Marriage with my Sitter j on 
the contrary, I ſhall proceed to tell you in few 
Words, 
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Words, that after traverſing various Seas, little known 
or frequented, we came at length into the Arabian 
Gulph, and from thence, by very fair Winds, we 
were waſted into this Port, where the Prince and I 
determined to paſs for Merchants. We therefore 
laid aſide all our Equipage, except fix Slaves, with 
whom we went to lodge at the Caravanſera, the 
Keeper of which uſed us with great Civility and Reſpect, 
He not only provided for us with the beſt Rooms in 
the Place, and beſides invited us to Supper, but treated 
us there in a moſt elegant Manner; the Wine was ex- 
cellent, and I don't know how it got into our Heads, 
I think ; but however, it certainly had no Share in 
thoſe ſupernatural Events, which have happened 1ince ;

The Relation of the Sultan of Perſia gave 
them to underitand, that the Gran was concerned in 
removing from his Breaſt his inceſtuous Paſſion for 
Canzade; but they did by no Means comprehend, 
that it was this wonderful Man conducted all their Af-

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' IT began by this Time to grow very late, and 
tho' the Sultana's were very deſirous of learning how

Gererous Achabaert (ſaid I) perform this, and my 
Gratitude ſhall know no Bounds ; but why ſhould I 
tals of Pardons or Reward, when we have not a 
Moment to loſe. Hereupon he cauſed the Prow of his 
Veſſel to be turned, and bore away to rejoin (if poſ- 
ſible) his former Conſort. But when after ſeveral Day's 
Sail, we came up with the Veſſel, how much aſtoniſh'd, 
on coming on Board, to find the Princeſs was ſet at Li- 
berty. I was however ſecretly pleaſed in my Heart, 
at hearing the Story of Albaert's putting the Captain to 
Death, and bargaining for the Liberty of Canzade 
and all her Retinue, for fourſcore thouſand Pieces of 
Gold, which Bargain had been actually fulfill'd on

inted out to us, a fine freſh Water Spring which fell 
— a Rock, projecting from the Brow of a Mountain 
towards the North. 


Tu E Sight of this was a new Confolation to our 
Spirits, for we almoſt deſpaired of finding any Sort of 
Refreſhments in that barren Place ; at Night we crept 
into a Clift of the Rock, where we lay down to Sleep 
reſigning ourſelves the Care of the Prophet: After Day 
Break when the Sun ſhone very bright, and we as yet 
lay ſtill contemplating our Misfortunes, and what was 
likely to be the Iſſue of this laſt Adventure; on a ſud- 
den the Day was obſcured, and ſomewhat ruſhed into 
the Cavern of the Rock where we were hid, with a 
Noiſe and Violence not to be deſcribed ; but you may 
gueſs in ſome Meaſure, at our Aﬀright, when I tell 
you, that it was a Roc, a Bird in Size equal to an Ele- 
phant, which ſouſing on a ſhe Goat and her Kids, ſeiz'd 
them in its Claws, and remounting in an Inſtant, bore 
them over the Seas and out of Sight.

FRCRYCHABAERT was ſo terribly aſto- 
1 niſhed at this Sight, that his Senſes were

desde my Part tho! I was not without Appre- 
henſions, yet as I had ſome Notions of ſuch a Bird,

I was receiv'd by the Inhabitants of that Iſle with 
the loudeſt Acclamations imaginable, nor had I any 
Reaſon to doubt that their Joy was the moſt ſincere, 
becauſe by the Death of this Monſter they were de- 
livered from the Affiction of a hateful Tribute, 
Which he every Year cx:Qed from them, viz.

HE Prince Zem-Alzaman, who in the 
£34 Night he paſſed in the Serail, was re- 
Al ltored almoſt w a perfect State of 
Health; at the uſual Hour was brought 
rio the Sar with the reſt of the 
es GS Company, from whom he received 
ur all the Marks of Friendſhip imagina- 
ble. The Sultana's were hardly ſeated, before they 
ſignified their Impatience to hear the remaining Part of 
that Hero's Hiſtory; whereupon the Prince made a 
Sign to his Companion to proceed, which he immedi- 
ately did in the following Terms. 


ZENDEHROUD anſwer'd her Mother's Projects. 
As by Degrees her Beauty became abſolutely perfect, 
ſo her Mind was replen ſhed with all thoſe Graces, 
which flow from an excellent Education, and her Body, 
thro' Cuſtom, complied with eaſe to all thoſe violent 
Exerciſes, which are not performed without difficulty 
by that Sex. When A Alma had obſerved the happy 
Progreſs her Daughter made, ſhe no longer concealed 
from her the Drift of her Deſign, of propoſing her to 
all the Princes her Neighbours with a public Declara- 
tion, that ſhe would give her to him who ſhould appear 


moſt capable of executing her Revenge upon the Salan 
gf Aaſpar, 
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Tux Su/tan of Kaſgar, my Maſter, had an only 
Son Zem-Alzaman, about Four Years older than the 
Princeſs of Samarcand; in the Education of whom, his 
Father fpent the utmoſt Pains, The natural Qualifi- 
cations of this young Prince ſeconded the Endeavours 
of the Sultan, that at the Age of Eighteen, he not

I'T was with ſome Pain, that Fraydoun permitted 
his Son at this Age, to make his firſt Campaign a- 
gainſt certain Sultans, who were underhand incited 
by Al.

The young Prince ſubmitted to 
theſe Reaſons, which were full of Generoſity, as well 
as juſtice; and as the Fame of his Martial Virtues 
had put the Affairs of the Kingdom into a very 
good Condition, he demanded Leave of his Father 
to Travel, which being accordingly given him, he 
ſet out with a Retinue of twelve Perſons; but in a

by that entire Conqueſt which Love had now made of 
her Heart; but recollecting herſelf as well as ſhe could, 
ſhe anſwered him thus, © My Lord, I make no 
* Queſtion that you are the brave Eris, to whom 
this Kingdom is ſo much obliged, altho' the De- 
ſcription I have had of your Perſon, falls very ſhort 
“ of what I b:zhold'", As the Prince and Princeſs were 
diſcourſing, the reſt of their Company joined them, a- 
mong whom was had; he no ſooner beheld Eauis, 
than diſmounting from his Horſe, he ran to him with 
open Arms; after mutual Careſſes, and all imaginable 
Teſtimonies of Affection and Reſpet, the whole 
Company joined in earneſtly inviting the Prince to 
Samarcand ; after which he mounted his Horſe, and 


enz 
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entered the great Road, riding cloſe by the Side of the 
Princeſs. 


AL-4L M 4, who moſt ardently deſired to ſee this 
Hero, in Hopes of engaging him to lead her Armics a- 
gainſt the King of Kaſcar ; received Edris with all the 
Marks of Reſpect and Confideration that could have 
been paid to the greateſt Prince. Neither did ſhe for- 
get to give him the warmeſt Aſſurances of the Senſe 
ſhe had of the great Services he had done her ; and in 
one Word the Prince in a ſhort time gained an abſolute 
Aſcendancy over her; and as my Maſter had the moſt 
eaſy, and engaging Manner of Behaving himſelf ima- 
ginable, he won in a ſhort time, the entire Affections 
of her Subjects, inſomuch, that none regretted his Inte- 
reſt in the Court of Samarcand, except thoſe Princes 
who aſpired to Zendebroud and the Throne, and who 
very ſoon perceived, that this Stranger, was by the 
Queen preferred to them all. 


Tun Fears of theſe Great Ones were the more 
augmented when they perceived that the Princeſs of 
Samarcand, who had not hitherto ſhewn the leaſt Com- 

laiſance for any of her Admirers, was far from treat- 
ing this new Comer with ſo much Coolneſs and Diſ- 
dain ; on the contrary, ſhe converſed with him with 
reat Frankneſs, and ſeemed never eaſy but in his 
mpany. However, Earis could not gain an Oppor- 
tunity, ſuch was the Watchfulneſs of his Enemies to 
declare his Paſſion, urtil one Evening that walking 
in the Garden with Zendebroud, ſhe defired him to 
fit down by her upon one of the Banks. The Slaves 
out of Reſpect, retiring, ſhe addreſs herſelf to him 
in theſe Words.

* was ſo happy to ſee the brave Earis”. © You 
& ought rather (ſaid the Prince) with a great deal of 
% Vivacity, to have ſaid that it is like the Place 
* where Easis reſigned his Liberty to the Charms - the 
5% divine 
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* divine Princeſs Zend: hroud, and put on thoſe Chains 
« which he ſhall carry to his Tomb”. Altho' the 
Princeſs was not diſpleaſed with this Declaration, 
yet ſhe bluſhed, caſt her Eyes on the Ground, and 
continued for ſome Moments without looking at Earis. 
'The Prince very carefully obſerved her Countenance, 
and perceiving therein more of Modeſty and Con- 
ſtraint, than of Anger or Diſdain, he procecded thus, 
« If, faireſt of the Daughters of the Eaſt, I have 
been ſo unhappy as to offend you, decree imme» 
% diately what kind of Death ſhall be the Puniſh- 
« ment of my Audacity; and be perſuaded, Madam, 
© that Eqdris would ſooner have fallen on his Sword, 
than have preſumed to think on the Princeſs of Sa- 
marcand, if he had been altogether unworthy of 
her. In my Birth, Madam, I am not below, either 
yourſelf or your Admirers, the Princes who at 
preſent adorn your Court. Pardon me if I proceed 
no farther in the Diſcovery of myſelf, but there is 
certain Cauſes which oblige me to be ſilent, Time 
will both juſtify me in what I have ſpoke, and in 
* what I conceal", 


ED RTS (ſaid the Princeſs) I do not inſiſt upon 
your telling me your Sectet, bot I aſſure you, that 
„if what you ſaid be true, Zenachroud ſhall never be 
* any but yours”. The Princeſs was in ſuch a Con- 
fuſion on the pronouncing theſe Words, that ſhe 
continued for ſome Moments ſilent, at length ſhe 
went on thus. Ah, my £Edris, what have 1 ſaid, I 
had forgot that my Heart is not at my own Diſ- 
“ poſal, my Hand mult be given to him who lays at 
« my Mother's Feet, the Head of the Sultan of Ka 


yo gar. 
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Tus laſt Words made no ſmall Impreſſion on 
Edris, however, he quickly recovered himſelf, and to 
revent the Princeſs from obſerving the Confuſton ſhe 
ad cauſed, ** Madam (ſaid he, with a brisk Tone) I 
am 
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“ am not ignorant of the Conditions which thoſe who 
pretend to you are obliged to fulfil, nor will I ever 
© have the Aſſurance to demand the Poſſeſſion of the in- 
« comparable Zendehroud, till I can lay at her Feet 
* the Crown of Kaſgar”. Altho' the Princeſs did not 
comprehend the Senſe of that Promiſe the Prince had 
made her, yet the Confidence with which he delivercd 
it, perſuaded her that what he had told her of the 
Greatneſs of his Birth, was no way derogatory from 
Truth; ſhe therefore ran over in her Mind the Names 
of all the preſent Princes of the Eaſt, excepting only 
Zem- Alzaman, for her Hatred to him never tuſtered it 
to come into her Mind, that he and Earis might be the 
ſame Perſon, In fine, this charming Princeſs being 
ſomewhat diſcompoſed by this Converſation, roſe from 
ber Seat, and her Women coming up to her, ſhe re- 
tired to her Appartment, where ſhe paſſed the Night in 
a good deal of Agitation. 


As ſoon as Day broke the next Morning, the 
Princeſs determined in herſelf to go and pay her I hanks 
to the Prophet for the coming ot Edris into their Do- 
minions; in order to this, ſhe with all her Train, ſet 
out for the principal Moſque in Samarcand: As they 
approached it, they perceived a prodigious Number of 
People gathered about the Porch, where a Woman, 
pretty far in Years, was rending the very Heavens with 
her Cries, it was ſhe who had attracted this Con- 
courſe ; as ſoon as the Princeſs and her Ladies came 
near enough, they demanded of her what was the 
Cauſe of her Grief? “ Alas, Madam (faid the old 
* Woman) I had an only Son, who was the Darling 
* of my Eyes, and the Del ght of my Heart, whom 
J have now loſt through his own Obſtinacy ; an old 
Calender whom I laſt Night lodged in my Houſe, 
trom a Motive of Piety, ſecing my Boy ready to 
to mount this Morning, in order to go to meet {ome 

of his Friends, endeavoured to put a Stop to his Jour-

& ney by theſe Words: You are threatened young Man 
% to Day with a great Evil, but you may avoid it by 
de ſtaying here; take my Advice therefore, break this 
& Appointment, and doubt not but you may live many

« upon a molt horrible Misfortune which will befall 
« you in the Streets of Samarcand. But my raſh, un- 
« happy Lad, turned all he ſaid into a Jeſt, and in

* fections of the Mind, excepting only, that you are 
« ſometimes tranſported by your Paſſions ; have a

% and prevent that Hero, on whom you have fixed 
« your Heart, from placing a Crown upon your 
&E Head”.

The Hiſtory of LemeAtzaMan Prince 
of RASGAR, and of LENDEHROUD, 
Princeſs of SAMARCAND» 


WR HE Princeſs was ſo ſtruck with the 


Prediction of the Calender, that ſhe 
could not of a long Time utter a 
% Word; at length ſhe came to her 


ZE ſelf, and making him a Preſent of a

op! = hundred Pieces of Gold, diſmiſſed 
him. The Callnder being gone, ſhe 


ſhut herſelf up in her Cloſet, where ſhe amuſed her- 
ſelf, with conſidering how pertinent and exact thoſe 
Remarks were, which he had made on her Temper, 
and Diſpoſition ; and as ſhe had now good Reaſon to 
believe, that the haſty Sallies of her Paſſion was the 


ſole Rock, capable of daſhing thoſe Succeſſes, which 
Fortune 
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Fortune was inclined to beſtow ; ſhe therefore deter- 
mined to conquer the Impetuolity of her Nature, and 
to make herſelf the abſolute Miſtreſs of her Mind. 


Wurz Zendehroud ſpent her Time in agreeable 
Reflections, the Queen her Mother ſuffered nothing 
to enter her 'Thoughts, but the Defire of Revenge ; 
neither omitted ſhe all kind of Preparations, requi- 
ſite to make a cruel War on the Sultan of Kaſgar, 
'Theſe Proviſions of her own, ſeconded as ſhe appre- 
hended by the brave Ears, and the other Princes, who 
aſpired to the Marriage of her Daughter, ſhe doubted 
not would procure her a compleat Victory. 


Oxz Evening ſhe diverted herſelf with" diſcourſing 
on the Subject of the War, before thoſe Princes, in 
order to diſcover their ſeveral Sentiments on the Mat- 
ter; one of them undertook with his own Troops 
only, to lay waſte all the Territories of Frardun; 
another promiſed to bring her in a Trice, the Head 
of that Monarch upon a Spear; even the moſt moderate 
engaged to bring both Father and Son to the Feet of 
the Sultana in Chains, and to make her fole Miſtreſs 
of their Deſtiny. 


Arruo' the Nature of the Queen made her hear 
all thoſe Bravadoes, with great Satisfaction, yet fie 
perceived with Concern, that my Maſter ſate not 
only ſilent, but ſeem'd to ſmile at the preſumptuous 
Promiſes of thoſe Princes; ſhe therefore as ſoon as th- 
had done ſpeaking, directed herſelf to him in theſe 
Words. Aud what ſays the brave Edris to all this ? 
Nothing Madam, faid he Laughing, for if theſe Princes 
do but perform what they have promiſed, you will have 
no Occaſion for my Aſſiſtance; and if not, I am afraid 
I ſhall come to late: However, if you wculd have 
me tell you the Truth Madam, in my Opinion the 
Kingdom of Xaſgar is not ſo caſily conquered às theſe 
Men pretend : I would adviſe you therefore to make

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the beſt Proviſions you are able for this Expedition, 
leaſt it ſhould have a different End from what you 
expect; for I can aſſure you from Experience that 
Fraydoun in Valour, Knowledge and Generoſity, yeilds 
not to any Monarch in the World: As to his Son 
Prince Zem- Alzaman, I have beheld him too in Fight, 
and I affirm to your Majeſty, that he is Brave, and in 
the Day of Battle, will make himſelf terrible even to 
the moſt Intripid. Karib Schab, one of the Princes 
who was attach'd to Zendehroud, caſting his Eyes on 
Edris, with a Look which ſpoke his Indignation, 
anſwered him in theſe Words. It ſeems that you 
«© would intimidate us, by crying up the Queen's E- 
« nemies, and magnifying their Power and Courage 
« but be aſſured, that inſtead of becoming afraid of 
* them, not one of us eſteems any more than his own 
Force, neceſſary to cruſh the King whoſe Power you 
have {weld to ſuch a Pitch. 


« T hope (ſaid Ed i.] that the Queen will excuſe 
« my Sincerity, I thought it would be for her Service 
& to hear Truth, and therefore I told it her, and 
c ſpoke only of what my Eyes have been Witneſſes. 
« As to her Service I have ſhown my Zeal already 
« therein, and if we make a Campaign together, I 
% make no Queſtion of ſhewing a Courage equal to 
ce that of thoſe I. commanded, and ſuperior to the 
& Valour of them who attempt to do me Wrong.” 
The Converſ tion by this Time beginning to grow 
warm, the Qveen found her ſelf obliged to interpoſe 
her Authority. Prince (ſaid ſhe) I am thoroughly 
« perſuaded that Edris hd rot any Intention to of- 
& fend you, he ſpoke his Sentiments freely, and as 
« you hear from Experience. | intreat therefore 
« your not taking any thing amiſs ſrom + Perſon who 
cc has rendered me Services ſo very eſlential, that it is 
„ no way in my Power to make him any other Recom- 
4 pence than my Thanks. Content yourſelves there- 
fore with bringing in your reſp*&ive Bodies of Aux- 

* iliaries 
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4e jlaries as you have promiſed me, and let . c 
© the beſt we are able, that Method hy Which we 
* may deſtroy this Enemy, who has juſt incurred my 
« Hate. 


DvRr1xc the Time that thoſe Princes were 
drawing together their reſpective Troops, in order 
to advance to the Frontiers of Kaſzar Kohab, who 
had conceived a particular Eſteem for my Maſter, 
was deſirous to bind him to his Intereſt, by a ſtricter 
Tye, than that of Amity ; and as he had an only 
Daughter moſt exquiſitely beautiful, her he propoſed 
to the Prince for a Wife, which embarraſs'd my Maſter 
exceedingly, whoſe Affairs wanted not to be rendered 
more perplexed than they were. After the ſecret 
Engagement between him and the Princeſs of Sama- 
cand, it was not in his Power to accept of ſuch a 
Propoſition; and it was impoſſible for him to reje& 
it, without incurring the Hatred of that Prince, who 
without any other Recommendation than his Bravery, 
offered him a Princeſs, whom the moſt puiſſant Monarch 
of the Eaſt, would have thought it an Honour, to 
have taken for his Spouſe ; Le was therefore 'obliged

KOHAB believing himſelf ſecure of Fairs 


Conſent, ran full of Joy to the Queen, whom he found 
in the Cabinet of Zendehroud, Madam (cry'd he) 
throughing himſelf at her Feet, Edris has done too 
much for you, and for your Kingdom, not to be held 
worthy of a larger Reward ; 2 charged me with 
the finding out ſome Means to ſatisſie him, and at laſt 
T believe I have thought of a Method which will 
b.nd him to your Service; allay the Jealouſy con- 
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ceived of him by the Princeſs, and enable me to 
place him at the Head of our Armies, without their 
having any Pretence to complain, And pray what is 
this Method (reply'd the Queen) with ſome Precipita- 
tion? With your leave Madam, added Kohab, I 
would give him my Daughter Dorejan in Marriage, he 
readily received this Propoſition when I made it to him, 
and I could eaſily perceive in his Looks, the Satisfaction 
it gave him. If your Majeſty conſents to it, it will 
be a great Pleaſure to me, and at the ſame Time 
unite the young Hero to your Intereſt; for theſe 


Reaſons I hope you will not forbid him to become my 
Son-in-Law, 


My dear Brother replyed the Sultan of Samarcand, 
when I conſider theſe two Perſons of how high a Rank, 
you might diſpoſe of your Daughter, I do not in 
the leaſt condemn the Reſolution you have taken, 
to prefer Merit and Valour, to the Birth and Power ; 
I aſlure you, I ſhould do the ſame thing, if Edris 
were in any Condition of aſpiring to my Daughter; I 
therefore wiſh you Joy of this Alliance, in which you 
ſo gloriouſly prefer, Virtue to Titles, and Worth to 
all Things. It is impoſlible to expreſs the Agonies 
with which Zendebroud heard this afflicting News, 
which gave her the more Pain, in as much as it was 

rfectly unforeſeen; nor would her Grief permit 
Kee to remain ſilent. J think (ſaid ſhe) Uncle, 
addreſſing herſelt to Ahab, I have heard that Eris 
had a violent Paſſion for a Fair one, by whom he was 
as tenderly beloved; methinks it would be hard to 
devorce them for ever. Are you ſure Sir, that his 
conſenting to your Propoſition was fincere ? Certainly 


Madam, (reply'd Aal) or I ſhould not have deſired 


the Queen, your Mother's Conſent in Marriage; nor 
am J at all conccri'd at what you tell me of Eq-:i;'s 
Paſſion, for it it be ſo it is Doregan, who has inſpired 
his Heart; I have myiclf obſerved him to gaze 
palzonately at her, and am not ignorant that his 

Virtues 
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Virtues has attracted the Eſteem, and his Perſon and 
fine Mein, fixed the Affection of my Daughter: But 
why do I linger, can there be any Thing more 
Noble or more Pleaſant, than to put the Happineſs 
of the Virtuous out of Doubt ? I will go therefore 
immediately, and join the Hands of thoſe, whoſe 
Hearts are already United, and make myſelf Witneſs 


of thoſe Tranſports, with which Edris will receive this 
News. 


ROH A, as he flattered himſelf, that my Maſter 
received the Propoſition he made him with the utmoſt 
Pleaſure, ſo he ſpoke thereof to Zendebroud with a 
warmth incompitable with Diſſimulation : The Princeſs 
however found need of all that Courage with which 
her great Soul inſpired her, to ſupport that piercing 
Affliction, which her Uncle's Story had darted 
through her Mind; her Grief received yet an 
Addition, when paſſing through the Hall to go to 
her Appartment, ſhe ſaw Edris approaching her 
Rival, and throw himſelf on his knees before ber; 
the Sight ſtruck her with ſuch Fury, that ſhe paſſed 
briſkly into her Chamber without looking at my 
Maſter ; and as ſoon as ſhe entered it, ſhe gave a 
Looſe to all the Violence of that Paſſion which 
flamed in her Boſom. What (cryed ſhe) does 
« the ungrateful Earis abandon me, for Dorcjar, 

him whom I preferred in my Heart to all the 
Princes Pretenders to my Favour, that Edris who 
ought to have laid at my Feet the Crown of Xu: 
« ungrateful as he is to ſacrifice me to the firſt Riſe of 
his Fortune; unhappy Zendehroud, behold the Fruit 
of thy Credulity, and that Eaſe with which thou 
« liſten'd to the Speeches of an Impoſter. Ah ! Monſter 
of Ingratitude, ſuch Principles reſide not in the Breaſt 
of Princes; I will puniſh thee for attempting to 
«* deceive me.“ 
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Wu rr the Princeſs of Samarcand ſuffer'd this 
cruel Apitation, a Slave who was wont to introduce 
my Matter ſome Times, without giving any Notice, 
opened the Door haſtily, and brought with her Zen- 
Aixaman into tlic Room; the Prince was in ſuch a 
Diſorder, that without attending to the Condition 
Zendebroud was in, he threw himſelf immediately at 
her Fect, ard began to give her an Account of the 
Manner on which A had made his Propoſal to 
him; and of the Princeſs Dorganr's falling al. in the 
Hail through which he paſſed, laying bim under a 
Neceſſity of attending and ſupporting her, which he 
ſuppoſed had given the Princeſs of Samarcand this 
Offence, Zendelroud not giving him Time to ſpeak, 
her Eyes darting like Fire, reproached him in theſe 
Terms. 'Traytor! How durſt you preſume to 
“ thruit yourſelf into my Preſence ? miſerable 
* Stranger, be gone out of my Sight; go carry your 
++ black Contrivances ſome where elſe: Look for an 
* All:auce more agrecable to ſuch a Monfter as you; 
* and preſume not to look me again in the Face, 
** leaſt I make cf thy Blood, to wipe out the Stain, 
„ which thou hait thrown upon me.” As ſhe pro- 
nounced theſe Words in a very angry Tone, ſhe 
turned away without permitting my Maſter to reply ; 
withdrew at once into her inner Cabinet, and ſhutting 
the Door briſkly, bolted it ſo, that he could not 
enter. 


NEVER was any Aſtoniſhment greater, than that 
of the Prince, he was ignorant that X had been 
with the Queen, and believed that he himſelf had 
brought the firſt News of a Thing equally afflicting 
to her, and himſelf. Quite diſtracted therefore at ſo 
cruel and unlcok'd-for a Reception, of which he could 
gueſs but imperfectly the Cauſe ; he retired into his 
own Appartment, but with an Air of deep melan- 
cholly, that we eafily perceived it, and where in the 

greatelt 
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greateſt Concern imaginable. The Prince went and 
threw himſelf upon a Sophia, which he wet with his 
Tears; after a while he called me to him, and told me 
the Cauſe of his Affliction, *till ſomebody knocking at 
the Door, I roſe, and let in the Slave, who attended 
on the Princeſs, and whoſe Buſineſs was to inquire if 
my Maſter knew whence proceeded ſo ſudden a Change, 


by whom he received a ſhort Billet from the Princeſs, 
cont ining theſe Words. 


TTEMPT mot, ungrateful Man, to juſtiſy yourſelf, 
e gone this Moment out of Samarcand, and do not 
force me to proceed to thoſe Extremities which you ought 


to dread, but eſcape by a well timed Obedience, if you 
bade any Remains of Virtue lf}. 


My Maſter was prodigiouſly ſurprized at the harſh 
Stile of this Letter, inſomuch, that he had like to 
have died with Grief upon the Spot. Tell Zendehroud 
(ſaid he) that I will obey her Commands, however 
unjuſt they be: As ſoon as he had pronounced theſe 
Words, he ſunk down upon his Soph1, and continued 
Senſeleſs for about half an Hour; we were alſo drowned 
in Tears; however his Seryant and 1 did all we could 
to relieve him. As ſoon as he came a little to his 
Senſes, he took up the Letter, and after having made 
me read it, he commanded me to get Horſes ready, 
that we might depart the next Morning early. I obey'd 
his Orders punctually, and at the ſame Time appointed 
we ſet out from Samarcand, without knowing which 
way we were to go; at laſt the Prince recolleQed, that 
his Father's Kingdom would be very much in danger 
without his Aſſiſtance, and therefore he reſolved to 
make the beſt of his way to Kar. 


Ir Zendehroud was overcome with Grief at the 
cruel Situation of Affairs, ſhe had allo Grounds to 
believe, from the ready Obedience the Prince yielded 
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to her Commands, that ſhe had done him wrong 
by her Suſpicions, and the ill Treatment which followed 
thereupon ; it was no long Time therefore before ſhe 
repented, that ſhe had not followed the wife Counſel 
which the old Cale: dar had given her; but it was 
without Remedy, and ſhe was forced to conceal her 
Griefs as much as ſhe could. In the mean Time, it 
was ſhe only who had any Knowledge of the Reaſons 
of Eqdri;'s Flight; for the Queen and Xohab could not 
tel! what to think of his precipitate Retreat, concerning 
which, they did not ceaſe to make Inquiries, and to 
form Conjectures, until the Princes, her Allies had 
drawn their Armies into the Field, and were on the 
Point of entering into the Dominions of the Sultan of 


Kaſgar.

END RAYDOUN being informed that 
the Queen and her Confederates were 
drawing their Forces together on his 
Frontiers, he himſelf ſet out for his 
Army, which he found in exceeding 
good Order ; for as he had all along 
ſuſpected that Al. Alna would at ſome Time or other 
bring about ſach an Invaſion, therefore he had given 
them Orders to be upon their Guard, ſo that in the 
Whole, nothing gave him much Uneaſineſs, except 


the Abſence of Prince Zen- Alzaman. The Loſs of 
Aa 
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a Son's Preſence, when it was of ſo much Conſequence, 
was not only of a very great Diſadvantage, but alſo 
filled the Sultan with ſad Apprehenſions, fearing that 
ſome ill Accident had befall'd him. However, the 
King poſted his Army as conveniently as he could, and 
determined to attend in that Situation the coming of 
his Enemies, It will be difficult for me Ladies, to 
ive you a diſtint Account of a Battle, of which 
myſelf know nothing but by hearſay: However, 
I will relate it in the beſt Manner I am able. The 
Troops of the Queen of Samarcand, and her 
Confederates, amounted to a Hundred T'houſand Men, 
whereas Fraydoun's Army was not above Seventy 
Thouſand ; but notwithſtanding this Inequality, he 
ventured to give them Battle; the Plain was very 
quickly covered with dead Bodies, the Heavens rang 
with the Cries of the Dying, and the Shouts of the 
engaging Soldiers. The Army of the Sultan Faydoun 
fought with very great Boldneſs, inſomuch that they 
ſometimes puſhed the Forces of the Confederates, but 
theſe again recovering their Courage, the Battle 
continued in this uncertain State for ſix Hours, *till at 
laſt the Princes deſirous to ſignalize themſelves in the 
Sight of Al Alma and Zend: hroud, incouraged their 
Followers to make ſo bold an Attack, that Victory 
ſeemed to incline to their Side, Faychun obſerving 
this, covered with Blood as he was, thruſ: himfſeif 
into the firſt Ranks, and there engaged Prince Karib- 
Schak, which drew upon him ſoon after all the reſt of 
the Princes, who were alike deſirous of depriving hi 
of Life. | 


How bravely ſoever the Sultan of Kaſgar defended 
his Life, he was on the Point of falling under the 
Swords of his Enemies, when on a ſudden a Body 
of 'Three Thouſand Horſe pierced through the Middle 
of his Troops, headed by a Cavalier, in ſable Arms, 
whoſe Face was maſked ; he and his Troops, ruſhed 
into the hotteſt of the Battle, bearing down all the 
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Queen's Forces before them. The Princeſs, and 
Karib/chak endeavour'd to put an End to the Battle, 
ard to the War, by the Death of the Sultan of Kaſpar. 
In order to this, they purſued him with an implacable 
Fervour ; *till at laſt, coming up with him, one of 
them aimed a Blow at his Head, which would 
probably have been his Death; at this very Inſtant, 
the new Warrior, who had made ſuch a Change 
in the Face of the Battle, came up, and with one 
Blow of his Sabre, cut off the unlifted Arm of the 
Prince laſt mention'd, and at two other Strokes, 
ſent as many more of the Princeſs to their laſt 
Homes. After this, he, and the Body of Horſe 
he had brought, fell like Thunder on the Queen's 
Army, the Soldiers cauſing the Name of Prince 
Zem- Alzaman to eccho through their Ranks, and 
the very Sound of that Name inſpired the Army of 
the Sultan of Kaſgar with ſuch Courage, and ſtruck 
their Enemies with ſuch a Terror, that at laſt, 
Victory declared herſelf in Favour of the Sultan, and 
the 'Treops of the Queen every where turned their 


Backs. 


X AR IBSC HAK, who was the only one of the 
Princes left, made the utmoſt Efforts he was able to 
come to the Aſſiſtance of the Queen, but all his En- 
deavours to reanimate his drooping Soldiers were in 
vain; and tho' he diſcover'd the nobleſt Reſolution 
himſelf, yet thoſe under his Command, were ſo ſar 
from following his Example, that affrighted at the 
Sight of the Carnage which the Prince and his Horſe 
had made, they at laſt forced their General to do as 
they did, that is, by a precipitate Flight, to ſecure 
his Life, from the immediate Hazard it was in. The 
Night approaching hinder'd the Purſuit of the Fu- 
gitives, who, if Light had continued a few Hours 
longer, mult have been all cut to Pieces; but Zem- 
Alzaman cauſed a Retreat to be early founded, ra- 


ther out of ReipeRt to the Princes, than any real 
Necellity 
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Neceſſity there was from the Darkneſs of the Night; 


and as ſoon as they withdrew to their Enſigns, he 


march'd to rejoin Fraydoun, who no ſooner ſaw him, 
but he fell upon his Neck, and almoſt ſtifled him with 
his Careſſes. He enquir'd how he had ſpent his Days 
-while abſent, and what Adventures had happened to 
him in his Travels. 


Ir will not be difficult for you, Ladies, to gueſs 
in what a terrible Condition the Army of the Queen 
of Samarcand found themſelves; the Conſternation 
ſpread among them, was general; and tho' they 
gained the Entrenchments of their Camp, yet their 
Fear continued as ſtrong upon them, as when they 
were expoſed in the Field to the Fury of the Prince 
of Kaſoar's Horſe. At laſt a Council of War was 
held, wherein about the Break of Day, this Reſolution 
was taken, that the Queen ſhould make a Peace with 
Fraydoun at any Rate, and on any Terms ſhe could 
obtain; but Karib-Schak oppoſed it. Madam (faid 
© he) there is no Occaſion that you ſhould utterly diſ- 
pair from this Defeat, fince it is apparent that your 
Forces were upon the Point of carrying the Victory 
from thoſe of the Sultan of Kaſear, till his Son 
broke in with his Reſerve, and by his Courage, 
which it is impoſſible to mention without Admira- 
tion, changed the Fortune of the Day. It is in 


confide, were he remov'd, there is no doubt, but 
the Force of Kaſvar might be broken. Here me 
then Madam, this Heroe, Valliant as he 1s, I will 
engage in a fingle Combat. I doubt not, but I ſhall 
be able to encounter him, and I flatter myſelf by the 
Death of that potent Enemy, to reſtore you to Safety, 
and to receive from your Hand the Princeſs Zende- 
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_ Wuite MKarib-Schak was ſpeaking, and thus ap- 
— his own Valour, the Camp was fill'd with 

houts of Joy, the Soldiers every where reſounding 
the Praiſes of Earis, and calling on his Name. The 
Queen, without giving any Anſwer to Karib-Schat, 
roſe immediately, and ran towards the Door of the 
Appartment, where meeting my Maſter, ſhe embrac'd 
him with the utmoſt Tenderneſs : Eris (ſaid ſhe) her 
Eyes flowing with Tears, if you had been here Ve- 
Iterday, the Troops of Fraydoun had not gained a 
Victory over mine; however, in you ] place all my 
Hopes of Relief, and acknowledge that the very Sight 
of you has given me freſh Courage. 


Mapam, (anſwer'd he) with great Modeſty, the 
indiſpenſible Neceſſity of my Affairs obliged me to 
leave Samarcand, at a Time when I thought my Pre- 
ſence was uſeleſs to you ; but I had returned to your 
Service, if a certain Order, I ſhall not mention, had 
not made it dangerous for me to appear here ; but at 
i:ngth hearing the Circumſtances your Affairs are in, 
t x<{olved to join your Army, and am ſorry I arrived 
10 late. In the Condition Things are in, reply'd 
A Auna, I can ſcarce think of any Method for ex- 
tricating myſelf out of the War, which J am unable 
to ſuſtain; but in the midſt of theſe Evils, the Sight 
of you gives me hope. Prince Karib-Schak has 
made a Propoſal which I appove, on Condition, 
that you ſhare with him in the Glory of the tion, 
on which our Safety depends. I am perſuaded you 
will think the Thing too reaſonable to oppoſe it, and 
therefore I deſire that you will permit his Name and 
yours to be written upon two Billets, and to be put 
into the ſame Urn, where, after ſhaking, that which 
is drawn firſt, ſhall expoſe him whoſe Name it bears, 
to a perilous Combat indeed; but one which will 
Crown him with Glory, As ſoon as ſhe had pro- 

nounced theſe Words, taking the Aſtoniſhment of 
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Karib-Schak, and the Silence of Eqdris for Conſents» 
ſhe cauſed their Names to be written on two Pieces of 
Paper, and put into a Veſſel, whence after ſhakin 
them, ſhe drew that of Edris ſirſt. My Lord, aid 
the Sultana tranſported with Joy, the greatneſs of the 
Danger will, I dare ſay, no ways aſtoniſh your Courage; 
the Confidence I have in your Bravery, gives me to 
believe that you will not decline a ſingle Combat with 
Zem-Alxaman, and uſe your Efforts to vanquiſh that 
Prince, more formidable to us, than all the Troops of 
his Father, 


Tus Propoſition of a Duel, between Edris and 
Zem-Alzaman, aſtoniſhed my Maſter ſo much, that 
he was not able to ſpeak one Word, and Karib-Schak 
taking the Advantage, interpoſed in that Moment, 
and expreſſed his Reſentment, at the Affront which 
the Queen had offer'd him. Madam (ſaid he) the 
Heſitation of this Man, ſhews how unworthy he is 
of the Honour you do him, in making him your 
Choice to my Prejudice; nor can you blame meè for 
thinking it hard, to ſee a Stranger preferr'd before 
me, one of no Birth, and whoſe Valour muſt needs 
be very unequal; ſince he came not hither till a Day 
after the Battle, in which, if he had thought fit, he 
might have given ſome Marks of that Bravery, 
which Prince Roa has exaggerated ſo much. urig 
could not bear this inſolent Diſcourſe. Karib-Schat, 
reply'd he, if I was not preſent in the Engagement 
Yeſterday, you ought to believe that it was impoſii- 
ble for me to reach your Camp; had I been in the 
Field, I would either have periſhed, or have render'd 
the Queen's Forces Victorious; not haye endeavour'd 
to repair the ſcandalous Flight of Yeſterday, by vain 
Boaits of my Courage to Day, Yes Sir, I will fight 
the Son of Faydoun, and I aſſure tlie Sultans, that 
if that Prince is to be vanquiſh'd, it is I only who 
can obtain over him the Victory ſhe deſires ; and 
when that is done, I will convince you with Arms in 
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my Hand, that Eris is always your Superior, both in 
Birth and Courage, 


Tux Princeſs Zendehroud, who was preſent at this 
Quarrel, and who had not hitherto deigned ſo much 
as to caſt her Eyes upon Eqris, believed it now Time 
for her to take up the Diſcourſe. * Our Affairs, my 
© Lords (faid ſhe) are not in ſuch a Poſture as to allow 
* your diſuniting us by ſuch outrageous Speeches, if you 
* would ſhew your real Regard, unite both to deſtroy 
this formidable Enemy, whoſe Valour, as it renders 
© him the Inſtrument of Deſtruction to us, ſo it makes 
* him the Object of our Hate, do this inſtead of thwart- 
© ing each other, and open us an Honourable Paſſage 
back to Samarcand. I heartily intreat your Pardon, 
* Princeſs (replied Edi) for what may have eſcaped 
me in my Paſſion, before you, or the Su/tana, your 
* Mother ; but I venture to aſſure you, that I receive 
* with the utmoſt Satisfaction the Honour done me 
to Day, and will take every Occaſion to ſhew, that 
* you have not miſtaken your Man, when you repos'd 
Confidence in me. On your Side, Madam, it 
© behoves you to ſend a Challenge in my Name, to 
* Zem- Alzaman, which if he accepts, you ſhall find 
me to-Morrow at Sun-rifing, on the Right of your 
Camp, where I will attend yours and the Queen's 
* Orders; but you muſt forgive my dedicating my 
Hours 'till then, to an Affair of vaſt Conſequence to 
me, and which obliges me to retire.” As ſoon as 
he had pronounced theſe Words, he making a low 
Obeiſance to the Queen and Princeſs, withdrew, and 
mounting his Courier, was immediately out of Sight 


of their Camp.

The History of ZxM-ALZAMAN, Prince of 
KasGAR, and of ZENDEHROUD, Prin- 


ceſs of SAMARCAND. 


HE Prince of Kaſzar being returned 
two his Father's Camp, found himſelf ex- 
ceedingly embarraſſed ; he revolved the 
— Situation of all Aflairs in his Thoughts, 

; G4 and knew not how to bring himſelf up to 
making a frank Diſcovery of all to his 
Father, and propoſing a Peace, by his intermarrying 
with the Heireſs of Samarcand; and yet from this Pro- 
poſition he could not withdraw his 'Tnoughts, till on a 
ſudden he caſt his Eyes on one of Freydoun's Guards, a 
Youth well made, a Man of his own Size and Mein, 
and who, on this very Account, ftood high in his 
Commander's Favour; who often uſed in jeſt, to 
call him the Prince.

the Man who brought it to be hanged. But Zem- 
Alzaman being informed of what had happened, ran 
and interpoſed, intreating his Father to grant his Re- 
queſt, ſince, notwithſtanding any Inequality that might 
be between him and Eris, yet it would undoubtedly 
ſtain his Honour ſhould it be refuſed. 


FRAYDOUN, who was himſelf a Perſon of 
much Generoſity and Valour, readily yielded to what 
the young Prince ſaid; and Zem-A/zaman thereupon 
returned the Queen for Anſwer, that he would the 
next Morning, by Sun-riſe, preſent himſelf with only 
a thouſand Horſe between the Camps; and that Eris 
might there meet with him to decide their Difference, 
and then he returned to his Tent. 'The Herald was 
no ſooner out of the Camp, than Zem- Alzaman cauſed 
the young Man we have ſpoken of, to be ſent for; 
as ſoon as he was come, and they were alone, he 
addreſſed him thus. Trgrul, *tis in your Power to 

* render me a Piece of Service, on which depends the 
* future Happineſs of my Life.” Then he pro- 
ceeded to relate the Courſe of his Adventures, his Paſ- 
ſion for the Princeſs of Samarcand, and the State of his 
Affairs, in relation to her, and the Engagement he was 
under by the Name of Eris, to fight the Duel with 
himſelf. * Tis you alone (continued he) *tis you, my 
© dear Friend, who muſt extracate me out of theſe 
* Difficulties. Do you take this Equipage, wherein J 
appeared Yeſterday in the Camp of Queen Al- Alma, 
* and this Riding Suit, * known by this 
Diamond Claſp, preſented me by that Su/tana's own 

Hand. As ſoon as Day breaks do you mount my 
* Horſe, and be gone into the Wood on the Right 
of the Princcfs's Retrenchments, and wait there 
* for her Commands. But be careful how you en- 
ter into Converſation with thoſe People the Queen 


* ſends to attend you; haſten them, to avoid it, 2 
* the 
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the Place I have appointed for the Combat, where 
you ſhall find me in the ſ:me Dreſs I entered the 
Battle Yeſterday ; my Armour black, my Veil over 
my Face, and my Arms properly blunted, fo that 
I ſhall not give you any Wounds that can be dan- 
gerous. I make no dg of your managing 
this Affair dexteriouſly : I will therefore only inti- 
mate what I aim at. After we have fought lon 
enough to convince the People we are in earneft, 
will ſeize you, and diſmount you; and as ſoon as 
you find yourſelf on the Ground, you mult render 
yourſelf my Priſoner. On this I will bring you back 
with me into our Camp; and having here exchang'd 
Habits with thee, will myſelf return to the Queen of 
Samarcand, under the Name of Edvis, pretendin 
that Zem- Alzaman, under my Parole, had diſmiſſed 
me to mediate a Peace.”

TOGRUL conceived himſelf too highly honoured by 
this Confidence of his Prince, and his being to perſonate 
him, ever to ſcruple his paying all imaginable Duty to 
his Commands on this Head, and therefore after itay- 
ing all Day and part of the Night in the Tent of Zim- 
Alzaman, he ſallied as he had been directed, to tne 
Road leading up to the Wood, as ſoon as ever the Day 
began to dawn. There, while he waited for thoſe he 
had by this Means, to raiſe himſelf in the Favour of his 
Prince ; but as he was in the midſt of theſe Cogitations, 
he ſuddenly found himfeif inveſted by a Troop of Horle,

By Degrees he 
brought her a little to herſelf, and ſhe ſuppofing 
that Edris opened his Eyes with ſome Difficulty, went 
towards the wounded Man, whom ſhe thus accoſted.

At that 
Initance Togrul collected his Spirits fo far as to endea- 
vour to ſpeak: And imagining the Prince had betray'd 
him, anſwered faintly Zem- Alzaman, it was

Tur unhappy Man was able to ſay no more, 
at leaſt in an audible Tone, for a few Moments, after 
he he had pronounced them, Death put an End to his 
Days, and to his Words. The Princeſs was ſo very 
much moved at this frightful Scene, that ſhe had al- 
moſt expired with him. How! (cry'd ſhe) was it 
„the barbarous Prince of Ka/zar who cauſed Eris 
* to be affaflinated? O Monſter! More fell than any 
% Tyger; thou art a fit Son to the Murderer of my 
Father! Doſt thou think to perpetrate all this 
«© without Revenge? No, my Edris, thy Fall ſhall 
be recompenſed with that of thy Murderers, or I 
ſhall periſh in the Attempt. You even, in the 
Moment of Departure, named the Aſſaſſin to me, 
and Zendebroud will not content herſelf with utter- 
ing Womaniſh Complaints. This Arm, which has 
often been employed in giving Death to the moſt 
fierce and ſavage Beaſts, ſhall now reap a bloody 
Harveſt of Glory and Revenge from the Slaughter 
© of Z:m-Alzaman. I loved thee Earis, I no longer 
** fear this Secret ſhould be known; I will give thee 
* 1n the Sight of the World, tho' dead, Proofs of a 
* ſincere Paſſion, But why do I delay my Revenge 
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„ a Moment? My Reſolution is fixed beyond the 
Power of Change, Edris was going to fight the 
*© Princeof Kaſgar. I will put on his Arms, and ad-

and advanced againſt the Prince on Foot. Zem- Alza- 
man was extreamly pleaſed at ſceing Togrul as he fan-

as he had directed him; Springing therefore from 
his Steed, he ran impetuouſly to ſeze him; but the 
Princeſs effectually convinced him of his Miſtake, by 
giving him a deep Wound in the left Arm. Amazed 
at this, he knew not what to think, 'till by her Re- 
proaches, Zendehroud diſpoſſeſs'd him of his falſe No- 
tion, and convinced him 'twas not Tegrul with whom 
he engiged. This animated him with new Fury; 
*© Whoever thou art (ſaid the Prince) who haſt be- 
„ tray'd me into an Error, almoſt fatal to my Life, 
© be ſure thou ſhalt not preſerve thy own”. Then 
ruſhing violently on his Antagoniſt, he threw her on 
the Ground, and juſt as he was going to cut off her 
Head, the Helmet falling off, and her Hair diſhevel- 
lirg oa her Shoulders. However covered with Blood, 


and 
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and disfigured thereby, he preſently perceived it 
— the Princeſs of Samarcand whom he had fought 
with. 


On ſo extraordinary a Surpriſe, the Prince knew 
not what to ſay, but remained ſpeechleſs and aſtoniſh- 
ed, and the more ſo, when he perceived that Zende- 
hroud, who had not dropped her Sword, made various 
Paſſes at his Breaſt ; holding her faſt, however in his 
Arms, he endeavoured to make her recolle& him. 
« Ah! Madam (ſaid ne) what unaccountable Hatred is

HE 
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Tur Princeſs had no ſooner made an End of 
king theſe Words, but the principal Officers of the 
aeen's Army came up to the Place of Combat, to en- 
treat Zem-Alzaman to ſpare the Life of him they took 
for Edris; but how they were aſtoniſhed when they 
ſaw in the Place of Eris the Princeſs of Samarcand! 
The News ran inſtantly from Mouth, to Mouth, till 
it reached the whole Camp, and the Soldiers ſeizing 
their Arms ran to her Defence. 


WHrr1lE Zem-Alzaman ran to remount his Houſe, 
they took up Z-ndehroud; but her Troops were not to 
be reſtrained in their Ardour, they iſſued from all 
N of their Camp, and running to the Charge, 
obliged my Maſter to put himſelf at the Head of his 
Troops, in order to repulſe them: And inaſmuch as he 
was animated, not only by a moſt poignant Grief, but 
alſo with an * Diſappointment, his Valour exerted 
itſelf more conſpicuouſly than ever, and he dealt ſuch 
furious Blows among his Enemies, and they began to 
doubt whether he was not ſomewhat more than 
mortal.

that Prince then, who jealous of the Preference given 
to Edris by the Queen, reſenting the Words which 
had paſſed between them, and paflionately loving Zen- 
dehroud, thought. there was no way of coming at her, 
but by removing fo formidable a Rival, which doubting 
if it were practice ble by an honourable Means, he heſi- 
tated not at taking the Step alre dy mentioned. In- 
tending in his Rodm to have gone and frught the 
Prince of Kar; for notwithilanding his Soul was 


nican 
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mean enough to ſtoop to Aſſaſſination, he wanted not 
rſonal Courage, and hoping to ſucceed in this Com 
t, he queſtioned not the Queen's beſtow ing on him 
the Princeſs, as his Reward. 


KARIB-SCHAK then having given his Order for 
the deſtroying of Earis, which were too cruelly exe- 
cuted on the unfortunate Togru/, the Chief of thoſe 
infamous Aſſaſſins being come to give him an Ac- 
count that it was executed, he received che News with 
extream Joy. When at the ſame Time ſeeing the 
Princeſs arrive, whom he did not know under the Ha- 
bit of the falſe Earis, he caſt a furious Look at him, 
who had brought the News of the Death of his gal- 
lant Rival ; but the Diſcovery of the Combat between 
my Maſter and Zendehroud having convinced him, 
that his Orders were actually executed; he was in 
too great an Extaſie to give any Attention to what 
was ſaid by the Crowds of Soldiers, who run up and 
down the Camp; till at laſt rouſing his Spirits he re- 
ſolved to go and reanimate the Queen's 'I roops, who 
were now in great Diſorder; hoping to find the 
Prince of Kaſgar, pretty much fatigued with the 
Combat, and with the Fight, and ſo leſs able to reſiſt 
him, a 


Bu T unhappily for him, no ſooner did he appear 
in the Field, but Zem-Alzaman diſtinguiſhed him, 
and glad of an Opportunity of deſtroy ir g ſo inſolent a 
Rival, immediately attached him. MAarib-Schak de- 
fended himſelf very bravely, *till after an Engagement 
which laſted long, and with more Courage than could 
have been expected, from a Perſon cover'd with fo foul 
a Crime; his Skull was cleft thorough by a Blow of 
the Prince's Sabre, and a Paſſage thereby made for 
his Soul to withdraw, and to receive the due Reward of 
the Impurity of his Actions; ſo that he did not long 
enjoy the Pleaſure of his ſuppoſed Deſtruction ot 
Edris. 

Tus 
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Tu x Death of Karib Schah ſo totally diſcouraged 
the Queen's Troops, that inſtead of making any other 
Effort to reſiſt the Fury of the Prince of Xa/oar and 
his Followers; they on the contrary made all the 
Haſte they could into the Camp, and when once they 
believed themſelves ſafe, inquired very carefully aſtcr 
the Princeſs Zendehroud, 


Ir my Miſter had at all inclined to proſecute the 
Advantages which his Valour had procured, doubt— 
leſs he had made a horrid Slaughter of the Enemy; but 
that Generoſity which was natural to him, and which 
accompanied all his Actions, hindered his making any 
Parſuit, and occaſioned his returning with his Fol- 
lowers into his Father's Camp, where notwithſtand- 
ing his Succeſs, he felt in his Soul, the molt poignant 


Grief. 


His Mind ſuffered the moſt cruel Agitations from 
the Reflections he had made on what had lately hap- 
ened, he could not apprehend the Reaſon, why the 
Princeſs had fought againſt him with ſo much Heat ; 
how ſhe came to be equipt with the Arms and Habit 
of T:erul ; or what was become of that young Man. 
Having given me ſecret Orders to enquire, he ſhut 
himſelf in his Tent, without permitting any Body to 
ſpeak to him; and even without allowing them to 
apply proper Medicaments to the Wounds which he 
had received that Day. Fraydour hearing of his Son's 
Chagrin, went to make him a Viſit, believing it aroſe 
only from the Diſgrace his Arms ſuſtained in fighting 
with the Princeſs ; and notwithſtanding all my Maſter 
could ſay, he obliged him to have his Wounds dreſſed, 
which appearing but ſlight ; the King went away well 
ſatisfyed, after having perſuaded his Son, as far as he

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ZEM-ALZ AMAN, having paſſed the Night very 
bacly, found himſelf the next Morning in a very high 
Fever ; the News of this immediately alarm'd the 
Sultan, who ran inſtantly to his Son's Bedſide. * My 
dear Child (ſaid the good Old Prince) I am very 
ſenſible of the Condition you are in; open your 
Heart freely to me; the Queen of Samarcand has 
ſert to demand a Truce, in order to Bury thoſe brave 
Men who periſhed in the laſt Engagement. Your 
Valour has been ſo fatal to their People, that I 
thought ] ought not to deny them ſo {mall a Favour; 
nay, to ſpeak Truth, notwithſtanding that unjuſt 
Hate which the Queen has io long bore me ; I have 
for ker, all the reſpect and difference, which her 
Sex and Quality can procure ; and I pray Heaven 
that my Suſpicions may be true, and thereby I ſhall 
gain an Opportunity of making a ſolid and laſting 
Peace with the Princeſs, and her People. The 
Prirceſs Zendehroud is as I have heard no leſs re- 
markable for her Beautv, than her Courage. If 
her Alliance will Le grateful to you, I will offer 
her Peace on that Condition; and ſhe muſt be 
very ill adviſed indecd, if the reſuſe it. Since if 
I liten to my Reſentment, inſtead of Pity, no- 
thing can be more certain, than that I may add 
her Kingdom to my Dominions', * My Lord 
(reply'd Zem-Aizaman) 1 cannot deny my having 
the moſt tender Affection for the Princeſs of Sa- 
marcard, and that my Happineſs depends ſolely 
upon poſſeſſing her; yet I am afraid & the cruel 
Zendehroud will not liſten to your Propoſitions, ſhe 
has conceived a violent Splecn againit me, and I 
dare not flatter myſclf, that ſhe will ſo ſoon change 
her Sentiments with Regard to me, Therefore 
my Lord, I would intreat you to graut them Peace 
without any Conditions ; tor ſhould you demand 
© Zendehroud, the Quecn her Mother might perhaps 

inter- 
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* interpoſe her Authority, for the Safety of her People, 
and I ſhould in receiving this Lady's Hand, thereby 
* oblige her to do Violence to her Inclination. 


WuiLE all this paſſed in the Camp of the Sultan 
of Kaſgar, the Queen of Samarcand was infinitely 
ſurprized at her Daughter's having fought with Zem- 
Alzaman ; as ſoon as ſhe came into her Preſence ſhe 
cauſed her to be diſarmed, and with great Joy per- 
ceived that ſhe had not received any Wound, But 
the Death of Edris, at whoſe Burial ſhe refolved to 
aſſiſt, afflicted her ſo ſeverely, that ſhe could not avoid 
ſhewing the utmoſt Signs of Grief, ſuffering her "Tears 
to deſcend like Torrents from her Eyes ; while her 
Mother beheld with Concern in her Looks, her Words, 


and her Actions, ſo many glaring Marks of a deſperate 
Sadneſs, 


AL-ALM A and Zendehroud were in this cruel 
Situation, when the Vigier, whom Frazdoun had cho- 
ſen for this Negociation, arrived in their Camp, He 
preſented the Letters he had brought to the Queen. 
That Princeſs was ſo much ſurprized at the generous 
Procedure of the Sultan, and was ſo ſtruck with the 
Advantages which mult flow from an Alliance with 
him, that ſhe ran haſtily to her Daughter's Bed-ſide 
with the News. My dear Child (ſaid ſhe) I come to 
bring you a Peace, which in our Condition we could 
never have hoped for ; the Sultan of Kar offers it 


us freely, and defircs to Seal it, hy a Marriage between 


you and his Son; his Letters is fo touching, that it 
has pierc'd my Teart, and driven trom thence that 
Hatred with which I have hitherto burnt apainit him, 
and with which I have endeavour'd to inſpire you. 
] cannot give any Aniwer to his F7zier, "till I have 
conſulted you ; all the Princes our Allies, have periſli d 
under tag Sword of Zem- Aizaman, fo that we have 
no Hopes of Relief, but from Heaven, and your 
Compliance. 
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An Madam! cry'd Zendehroud, the Murderer of 
Faris ſhall never become my Spouſe, it is no Time 
to diſſemble my Paſſion for that Hero, and the ex- - 
tream Grief I felt for his Loſs; I ſaw him expire 
Yeſterday Morning in the Wood near the Camp ; he 
died in my Arms, and the very laſt Words he fad to 
me, inform'd me, that his Murder was perpetrated in 
the Arms of Fas. J attempted to revenge his Death, 
and tho' I had not Succeſs, inſtead of making that 
Monſter my Husband, I will purſue him with a juſt 
Vengeance, nor will I abate of that Hatred which is 
due to him for ſo baſe an Act. 


Tur Sultana of Samarcand was much ſurprized, 
and extreamly troubled at this Diſcourſe ; however, 
believing it impoſſible to prevail with her Daughter, 
at that Time, ſhe retired, hoping however that by 
Night her Paſſion would abate, and ſhe be better diſ- 
poſed to liſten to her Counſels. 


DuRr1Nc the reſt of the Diy, the Troops of the 

neen of Samarcand being informed of the Arrival of 
the Vizier of Fraydoun, and the Motives of the Em- 
baſſy, they teſtify'd the utmoſt Joy, and heaped a 
thouſand Bleſſings on the Sultan of Kaſear, for his 
Moderation. The Princeſs being informed of what 

aſſed, and not doubting but the Queen would preſs 
* to a Marriage with Zem- Alzaman ; at the cloſe 
of the Evening ſhe mounted her Horſe, and attended 
only by one Slave, fled as faſt as ſhe could from the 
Camp.

« he has offer'd me. 'The Princeſs, merely out of

% Flight has robb'd me of all the Conſolations I had 
« in Liſe; | am at the Point of Deſpair, and only 
« hope that Fraydoun will not in this Situation of 
« Things, take Advantage of the ſad State I am in.” 
* No Mzdam, (replied the Vizier, who, before his 
coming to the Camp, had received his Inſtructions 

N 3 * from 
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Fear that I ſhould make uſe of my Authority to 
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* from the Prince) that is by no Means my Maſter's 
Intention. He offers you Peace without any Con- 
dition, nor has any Deſign to do Violence to the 
Inclination of the Princes; Zem-Alzaman has too 
* much Reſpect for her Will in every Thing, and 
Loves her with too fincere a Paſſion, - to think of 
obtaining her from any but herſelf.” 


Ar the Departure of the Y72ier, the Queen, 
zerced to the Heart with the moit fincere Aftliction, 
E given Orders for the making a ſtrict Search af- 
ter the Princeſs, put herſelf at the Head of her Troops, 
which were much reduced in their Numbers, and thoſe 
who were left in a very bad Condition, and began her 
March to Samarcand. 


Ir the Sultan were amazed at the Flight of Zen 
dehroud, and at the Hate ſhe expreſſed for his Son, the 
Prince was not at all ſurprized thereat ; but he receiv'd, 
with the moſt ſenſible Grief, a Letter from that Prin- 
ceſs, wherein ſhe aſſured him that ſhe would never 
give her Hand to any, but the Man who ſhould lay 
his Head at her Feet. 


He quite loſt himſelf in reflecting without be- 
ing able to Comprehend the Cauſe, why Zendehroud, 
who had teſtified ſo much Kindneſs for him, when 
he bore the Name of Edqdris, ſhould of a Sudden 
deteſt him fo much on her diſcovering he was the 
Prince of Kafſgar. He could not help accufing lis 
Friend Togrul of betraying him, and his Suſpicion in- 
. creaſed when he remembered that the Princeſs fought 
him in his Arms, and mounted on the Horſe which 
he had given him ; but when he underſtood by the 
Vizier, on his Return from the Queen's Camp, that 
that unfortunate young Man was found cover'd with 
Wounds in the Wood, whither he had ſent him, he 
knew not what to think, nor how to judge of that 
Spirit which was ſhewn in every Action of the 

Princeſs 
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Princeſs; and he had nerd of all his Spirits to ſup- 
port that Anguiſh of Mind, into which his uncer- 
tainty threw him. It was ſolely the Fear he had of 
afflicting the Sultan, who loved him with the utmoſt 
Tenderneſs, hindered him from throwing off Life, 
which became a Burthen to him. But tho' he bore with 
this, yet he was not able to conquer that Chagrin 
which continually harraſſed his Spirits, but fell into ſo 
profound a Melancholly, that Frayd5un was extreamly 
alarmed thereat. That Monarch immediately put 
himſelf into the Rout of Kaſear, and entered his Ca- 
pital, amidtt the loudeſt Acciamations of his People; 
who by a thouſand Vows they made for the Health 
and Safety of the Prince, gave me to underſtand how 
much, and hoy ſincerely they eſteemed him. 


Tus Sultan thinking it became him to celebrate the 
Victorics he had obtained, and the Peace he had gi- 
ven to the Queen of Samarcand, with ſome Magnih- 
cence gave Orders for a very pompous Feaſt ; the 
Diverſions of which he was in Hopes, might in ſome 
meaſure diſpel the Gloom which hung upon his Son; 
but he found the utmoſt Difficulty to perſuade him to 
be preſent at the public Shews made on that Occa- 
ſion, of which I will not trouble you with the detail; 
it happened that they were concluded by a Horſe- 
Race not far rom Ka/zar, which the Prince beheld 
fitting on Horſeback near his Father, not ſuffering 
himſelf to be at all relieved thereby, from that Sad- 
neſs which he had lately worn ; *till juſt as he was 
entering the Town, a Cavalier well mounted broke 
thro" the Guards, and rode directly at the Prince, on 
whom he diſcharged a Blow of his Sabre, whereby 
he laid him for dead at the Feet of his Horſe ; never 
was there ſo dreadful a Cry heard as that which was 
occaſioned by this ſtrange and unforeſeen Accident; 


a Multitude of People ran inſtantly to the Succour 


of the Prince, and his Aſſaſſin had certainly periſhed 
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by the Hands of thoſe who were about the Sultan, 
if that Monarch had not given Orders to ſave his Life, 
reſolving that he ſt ould expire in the moſt excruciat- 
irg Tortures, As that Cavalier was now diſarm'd, 
they immediately loaded him with Chains, and while 
ſome conducted him to Priſon, others carried Z un- 
Akaman to the Palace, among the Tears, the Sighs, 
ard violent Cries of a Multituce of afflicted People, 
who follow'd him thro' the City. 


THe Quantity cf Blood the Prince had loſt, and 
the little hope the Surgeons gave of his recovering 
from the Wound he had received, threw the Sultan 
into Deſpair, and Cchiring in this Diſtreſs, to know 
the Cauſe of his Son's Death, he ordered his Mur- 
derer to be brought into his Preſence. The Tiabit 
cf the Criminal was all ſulled with Dirt and Mire, 
and the Chains were ſo heavy, that they were almoſt 
inſupportable; yet notwithſtanding the deplorable 
State he was in, his Looks diſcovered ſuch extraordi- 
nary Beauty, that the King, piejudiced as he was, 
and quite overwhelmed with Grief, could not look 
vpon him without Admiration, which was increaſed 
when the young Man addrefled himſelf to him in 
theſe Words. Sultan of Kaſgar (ſaid he with the 
++ utmoſt Firmneſe) tis with the greateſt Joy I conh- 
der myſelf as the Deſtroyer of your Son; I have 
“therein revenged the Death of a Father and a 
* Hero to whom J had many Obligations. In this 
« Face, Sir, behold the Ruins of the Princeſs of 
* Samarcand's Beauty, broke with Grief. I have 
done my Duty, do you now fulfill yours; I ſhed 
* your Blood, do you ſhed mine. I am far from 
hoping, and farther ſtill from ask ing any Pity at 
«« your Hands; the only Favour I deſire is, that you 
% will not ſuffer me long to languiſh in Chains; and 
that whatever Death you aſſigu me, ſome Regard 
«+ may be had to Modeſty and Honour.” © Cruel 


« Zendehroud (cried Fraydoun) if I killed your "ach 
4% ther, 
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ther, it was in a Combat, wherein he attacked me- 
and his Death could not render me culpable, in the 
Opinion of a Perſon of Honour. But what Fury 
inhuman Princeſs could inſtigate you againſt my 
Son; what particular Offence could you have re- 
ceived from a Prince ſo generous, and who fo 
ſincerely adores you, TI offer'd you that Son, that 
unhappy Son, you have deprived me of for a Hus- 
band; and would thereby have rendered you 
Miſtreſs of my Kingdom, which would &er long 
have deſcended to you entire. Zem- Alzaman, if by 
the Reputation of his great Actions, the Grandeur 
of his Birth, and the Beauty of his Perſon, he had 
not been worthy of becoming the Spouſe of the 
Princeſs of Samarcand: His generous Proceeding 
towards your Mother, and her People, would have 
touched any Heart leſs cruel than yours. But it 
ſeems, that not thinking a perſonal Revenge on me

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Tur Sultan could not utter theſe Reproaches 
without ſuffering 'Tears in abundance to roul down 
his Cheeks, and Zeudebroud herſelf was moved at the 
Sight, „ Sultan (ſaid ſhe) tho?

« with reſpect to your Son; yet I cannot help

State in which he found his Son, and gueſſing by his 
Looks at thoſe Pangs of Deſpair, which Agitated his 
Soul ; he could not forbear a few tender Reproaches, 
concluding with the moſt earneſt Intreaties, that he 
would be careful of his Life, it not for his own Sake; 
be for that of an unhappy Parent, whoſe Being was

EZEM-ALZAMAN, who had an infinite Refpe& 
for the Sultan, was ſenſibly grieved with theſe Re- 
proaches, and weak as he was, endeavoured to throw 
himſelf at his Feet at the Bottom of his Bed, in order 
to beleech his Pardon, and to intreat him in Favour 
of Zend: broud; but the Sultan prevented him a little, 
However as ſoon as he had placed himfelf in a Poſture 
of Repoſe, he began thus. My Lord, (ſaid he) 
* this Sword will not permit me to doubt, that the 
Princeſs of Samarcand is in your Hands ; let her not 
however ſuffer in the leaſt Degree, tho* the has 
taken away my Life.

« ſo great as ſhe is in Return for this Favour; and 
as a Pledge of my inviolable Tenderneſs for her,

ZENDEHROUD extreamly ſurpriſed at the Diſ- 
courſe of the Sultan, was for ſome 'Time unable to 
ſpeak ; at laſt, caſting her Eyes on the Ground, and 
then raiſing them up to Heaven. Puiſſant Maho- 
« met (cry'd ſhe) it is impoſſible that a Man capable 
* of a Crime ſo black, ſhould yet teſtify ſo much 
Grandeur of Soul in other Actions; doubtleſs he 
„does it, that appearing virtuous and magnani-

Mapau (reply'd the Saban) © I am ignorant

* the Myſtery to light; however, *till ſuch Time as

Tur Sultan was no ſooner gone out, but the Prin- 
ceſs willing to know how far this Liberty reached, 
went for that Purpoſe into the Gardens of the Palace, 
where having walk'd for ſome little Time, with the 
Women who waited on her; ſhe at laſt gave the 
Eunuch of the Guard to underſtand, that ſhe had a

Zem- Alzaman's Court, yet according to the Directions 
of the Queen, we made but ſmall Journies ; ſcarce were 
we got eight Leagues without the Territores of Turque- 
flan, when incamping one Night in the midit of a 
large Plain, we were ſuddenly ſurrounded by a-Body of 
800 Arabs, commanded by one Agem, a Man terrible 


in his Perſon, and who from a low Condition, had by 


his Bravery, or rather Ferocity, raiſed himſeli -.o this 
Polit, wherein he was formidable to all the neighbour- 
ing Princes, into whoſe Dominions he was continually 
making Inroads, at the Head of his 'Troops who were 
almoſt every one of them, as brave as gem himſelf, 
and were conſequently capable of effecting any T'ting 
under ſuch a Commander,
